And when the cloud was taken up 
from over the tabernacle, the children of 
Iſrael went onward in all their journeys :

38 For the cloud of the LORD was upon 
the tabernacle by day, and fire was on it 
dy night, in the ſight of all the houſe of 
Iſrael, throughout all their journeys.

Come out ye three unto the tabernacle © 
the congregation, and they three came 
out, 


s And 
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Miriam and Aaron rebuked. 


5 And the LORD came down in the pil- 
lar of the cloud, and ſtood in the door of 
the tabernacle, and called Aaron and Mi- 
riam. and they both came forth. 

6 And he ſaid, Hear now my words: If 
there de a prophet among you, I the LORD 
will make my ſelf known unto him in a 
viſion, and will ſpeak unto him in a dream. 

7 My ſervant Moſes is not ſo, who i; 
faithful in all mine houſe, 

8 With him will 1 ſpeak mouth to 
mouth, even apparently, and not in dark 


ſpeeches; and the fimilicude of the LorD 


ſhall he behold : wherefore then were ye 
not afraid to ſpeak againſt my ſervant 
Moſes ? 

9 And the anger of the LORD was kind- 
led againſt them; and he departed. 

10 J And the cloud departed from off the 
tabernacle ; and behold, Miriam became le. 
prous, ⁊obite as ſnow : and Aaron looked 
upon Miriam, and behold, he was leprous. 

t And Aaron faid unto Moſes, Alas, my 
lord, I beſeech thee, lay not the fin upon 
us wherein we have done fooliſhly, and 
wherein we have ſinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of whom 
the fleſh is half conſumed, when he com- 
meth out of his mother's womb. 

13 And Moſes cried unto the LORD, ſay- 
ing, Heal her now, O God, I beſeech thee. 

14 J And the LoRD faid unto Moſes, If 
her father had but ipit in her face, ſhould 
ſhe not be aſhamed ſeven days? let her be 


' ſhut out from the camp ſeven days, and af- 
ter that let her be received in again. 


15 And Miriam was ſhut out from the 
camp ſeven days: and the people journey- 
ed not till Miriam was brought in again. 

16 And aſterward the people removed 
from Hazeroth, and pitched in the wil- 
derneſs of Paran. 

CHAP. XIII, 
1 The names, 17 inſtructions, 21 acts 
of the ſpics. 
ND the LORD ſpake unto Moſes, ſay- 
ing, 

4 _ thou men, that they may ſearch 
the land of Canaan, which I give unto the 
children of Iſrael : of every tribe of their 
fathers ſhall ye ſend a man, every one a

3 And Moſes by the commandment of 
the LORD ſent them from the wilderneſs 
of Pran: all thoſe men were heads of the

6 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the ſon

Of the tribe of Iſſachar, Igal the ſon 
of Joſeph. 

8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oſhea the 
fon of Nun. þ 

o Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti the 
ſon of Raphu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel the

1x Of the tribe of Joſeph, 7amely, of the 


tribe of Manafieh, Gaddi the ſon of Suſ.

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel the ſon 
of Gemalli. c 

13 Of the tribe of Aſher, Sethur the ſon 
of Michael. 

14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi the 
ſon of Vophſi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the ſon of 
Machi. 

16 Theſe are the names of the men 
which Moſes ſent to ſpy out the land, and 
Moſes called Ochea the ſon of Nun, Je. 
hoſhua. F 

17 J And Moſes ſent them to ſpy out 
the land of Canaan, and ſaid unto them, 
Get you up this way ſouth-ward, and go 
up into the mountain ; 

18 And ſee the land what it is, and the 
people that dwelleth therein, whether 
they be ſtrong or weak, few or many; 
19 And what the land is that they dwell 
In, whether it be good or bad; and what 
cities they be that they dwell in, whether 
in tents, or in ſtrong holds; | 

20 And what the land js, whether it be 
fat or lean, whether there be wood therein 
or not. and be ye of good courage, and 
bring of the fruit of the land. now the time 
Twas the time of the firſt ripe grapes. 

21 J So they went up and ſearched the 
land, from the wilderneſs of Zin unto Res 
hob, as men come to Hamath. 

22 And they aſcended by the ſouth, and 
came unto Hebron; where Ahiman, She- 
ſhai, and Talmai, the children of Anak 
Were. now Hebron was built ſeven years 
before Zoan in Egypt. 

23 And they came unto the brook of Eſh- 
col, and cut down from thence a branch 
with one cluſter of grapes, and they bare it 
between two upon a ſtaff; and they brought 
of the pomegranates, and of the figs. 

24 The place was called the brook Eſhcol, 
becauſe of the cluſter of grapes which the 
children of Iſrael cut down from thence. 

25 And they returned from ſearching of 
days. 

26 And' they went and came to Moſes, 
and to Aaron, and to all the congregation 
of the children of Ifrael, unto the wilder- 
neſs of Paran, to Kadeſh; and brought 
back word unto them, and unto all the 
N ation, and ſhewed them the fruit 
of the land. 

27 And they told him, and ſaid, We 
came unto the land whither thou ſenteſt 
us, and ſurely it floweth with milk and 
honey; and this is the fruit of it. 

28 Nevertheleſs, the people vc ſtrong that 
dwell in the land. and the cities are walled, 


and very great: and moreover, we ſaw the 


children of Anak there. ; ; 

29 The Amalekites dwell in the land of 
the ſouth : and the Hittites, and the Jebu- 
fites, and the Amorites dwell in the moun- 
tains: and the Canaanites dwell by the 
fea, and by the coaſt of Jordan. 

30 And Caleb ſtilled the people before 
Moſes, and ſaid, Let us go at once, an 
poſſeſs it; for we are well able to over: 
come it. : 

31 But the men that went up with him, 
ſaid, We be not able to go up againſt the 
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The people murmur. 


32 And they brought up an evil report 
of the land which they had ſearched, unto 
the children of Iſrael, ſaying, The land. 
through which we have gone to ſearch it, 
is a land that eateth up the inhabitants 
thereof; and all the people that we ſaw in 
it a7e men of a great ſtature. 

33 And there we ſaw the giants, the ſons 
of Anak, which come of the giants: and 
we were in our own fight as graſhoppers, 
and fa we were in their fight. 

CHAP. XIV. 
The people murmuring at the report of the 
ſpies, are threatened. 
N D all the congregation lifted up their 
voice, and cried ; and the people 
wept that night. 

2 And all the children of Iſrael] murmur- 

ed again Moſes, and againſt Aaron: and 
the whole congregation ſaid unto them 
Would God that we had died in the lan 
of Egypt, or would God we had died in 
this wilderneſs. 
3 And wherefore hath.the LORD brought 
us unto this land, to fall by the ſword, 
that our wives and our children ſhould be 
2-prey ? were it not better for us to return 
into Egypt? . 

4 And they ſaid one to another, Let 
us make a captain, and let us return into 


Egypt. 

'* Then Moſes and Aaron fell on their 
faces before all the aſſembly of the con- 
gregation of the children of Iſrael. 

6 And Joſhua the ſon of Nun, and 
Caleb the ſon of Jephunneh, which vere 
of them that ſearched the land, rent their 
clothes. 

7 And they ſpake unte all the company 
of the children of Iſrael, ſaying, The land 
which we paſſed through to ſearch it, is 
an exceeding good land. 

8 If the LoRD delight in us, then he 
will bring us into this land, and pive it 
wt a land which floweth with milk and 

oney. 

9 Only rebel not ye againſt the Lok, 
neither fear ye the people of the land: for 
they are bread for us: their defence is 
departed from. them, and the LORD is 
with us : fear them not, 

10 But all the congregation bade tone 
them with ſtones ; and the glory of the 
LORD appeared in the tabernacle of the 
3 on, before all the children of 

rael. 

11 And the LorxD ſaid unto Moſes, 
How long will this people provoke me:? 
ind how leng will it be ere they believe 
me, for all the figns which I have ſhewed 
among them ? | 

12 1 will ſmite them with the peſti- 
lence, and diſinherit them, and will make 
8 thee a great nation, and mightier than 

ey. 

13 And Moſes faid unto the Lorp, 
Then the Egyptians ſhall hear it, (for thou 


broughteſt up this people in thy might 


irom among them.) 

14 And they will tell if to the inhabit- 
ants of this land : for they have heard that 
thou LORD art among this people, that 
thou LORD art ſeen face to face, and that

God threateneth them. 


thy cloud ftandeth over them, and ha: 
thou goeſt before them, by day-time in a 
pillar of a cloud, and in a pillar of fire by 
night, 

1 Now if thou ſhalt kill ali this people 
as one man, then the nations which have 
heard the fame of thee, will ſpeak, ſaying, 

16 Becauſe the LORD was not able to 
bring this people unto the land which he 
ſware unto them, therefore he hath ſlain 
them in the wilderneſs, 

17 And now, I veſeech thee, let the 
power of my LoRD be great, according 
as thou haſt ſpoken, ſayin 


18 The LORD is lang- Mering, and of 


great mercy, forgiving iniquity and tranſ- 
greſſion, and by no means clearing the 
guilty, Viſiting the iniquity of the fathers 


upon the children, unto the third and 


fourth generation. 
19 Pardon, I beſeech thee, the iniquity 


of this prone! according unto the great- 
y mercy, and as thou haſt forgiven 


neſs of t 
this people, from Egypt, even until now. 


20 And the LORD faid, 1 have pardoned 


according to thy word: 

2r But as truly as I live, all the earth 
ſhail be filled with the glory of the LoRD., 

22 Becauſe all thoſe men which have 
ſeen my glory, and my miracles which I 
did in Egypt and in the wilderneſs, and 
have tempted” me now theſe ten times, 
and have not hearkened to my voice ; 


23 Surely they ſhall not fee the land, 


which I ſware unto their fathers, nei- 
_ Rp: any of them that provoked me 
ee it. 

24 But my ſervant Caleb, becauſe he 
had another ſpirit with him, and hath 
followed me fully; him will I bring into 
the land, whereinto he went; and his ſeed 
ſhall poſſeſs it. 

'25 (Now the Amalekites, and the Ca- 
naanites dwelt in the valley :) To-morrow 
turn you, and get you into the wilderneſs, 
by the way Gf the Red ſea, 

26 And the LORD ſpake unto Moſes, 
and unto Aaron, ſaying, 

27 How long Hall I bear witb this evil 
congregation which murmur againſt me ? 
I have heard the murmurings of the child- 
ren of Iſrael, which they murmur againft 
me. ; 

28 Say unto them, As truly as I live, 
ſaith the LORD, as ye have ſpoken in mine 
ears, ſo will 1 do to you: 1 

29 Your carcaſes ſhall fall in this wild - 
erneſs; and all that were numbered of 
you, according. to your whole number, 
from twenty years old and upward, which 
have murmured againſt me. 

30 Doubtleſs ye ſhall not come into the 
land concerning which I ſware to make you 


dwell therein, ſave Caleb the ſon of je- 


phunneh, and Joſhua the. ſon of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, which ye ſaid 
ſhould be a prey, them will I bring in, 
and they ſhall know the land which ye 
have deſpiſed. | 

32 But as for you, your carcaſes they 
ſha!l fall in this wilderneſs. ; 

3 And your children ſhall wander in the 
wilderneſs forty years, and- bear your 
| whoredoms, 
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The people mitten. 
whoredoms, until your carcaſes be wafted 
in the wilderneſs. | 

34 After the number ofthe days in which 
ye ſearched the land, even forty days, (each 
day for a year,) ihall ye bear your iniqui- 
ties, e forty years, and ye ſhall know 
my breach of promiſe. 

5 [the LORD have ſaid, I will ſurely 
do it unto all this evil congregation, that 
are gathered together againſt me, in this 
wilderneſs they ſhall be conſumed, and 
there they ſhall die. 

36 And the men which Moſes ſent to 
ſearch the land, who returned, and made 
all the congregation to murmur againſt 
— by bringing up a ſlander upon the 

nd ; t | 


; | . 

37 Even thoſe men that did bring up 
the evil report upon the land, died by the 
plague before the LORD 

38 But joſhua the ſon of Nun, and Caleb 
the ſon of Jephuaneh, which were of the 
men that went to ſearch the land, lived till. 

9 And Moſes told theſe ſayings unto 
all the children of Iſrael: and the people 
mourned greatly. 

40 And they roſe up early in the morn- 
ing. and gat them up into the top of the 
mountain, ſaying, Lo. we be here, and will 
go up unto the place which the LoRD hath 
promiſed : for we have finned. 

41 And Moſes ſaid. Wherefore now do 
10 tranſgreis the commandment of the 

ORD ? but it ſhall not proſper. 

42 Go not up, for the LORD is not a- 
mong you; that ye be not ſmitten before 
your enemies. 

42 For the Amalekites, and the Canaan- 
ites are there before you, and ye ſhall fall

not be wi'Þh you.

7 And for a drink- offering thou ſhalt 
offer the third part of an hin of wine, for 
a ſweet ſavour unto the LORD. 

8 And when thou prepareſt a bullock for 
a burnt-offering, or for a ſacrifice in per- 
28 a vow, or peace - offer ings unto the 

ORD : f 

9 Then ſhall he bring with a bullock a 
meat-offering of three tenth-deals of flour 
mingled with half an hin of oil. 

10 And thou ſhalt bring for a drink-of- 
fering half an hin of wine, for an off-ring 
made by fire of a ſweet favour unto the 
LORD. 

11 Thus ſhall it be done for one bullock, 
or for one ram, or for a lamb, or a kid. 

12 According to the number that ye ſhall 
prepare, ſo ſhall ye do to every one, ace 
cording to their number. | 

13 All that are born of the country ſhall 
do theſe things after this manner, in offer« 


ing an offering made by fire of a ſweet ia+ 


vour unto the LORD. 

14 And if a ſtranger ſojourn with you, 
or whoſoever be among you in your ge- 
nerations, and will offer an offering made 
by fire of a ſweet ſavour unto the LORD; 
as ye do, io he ſhall do. 

15 One ordinance hall be both for you of 
the congregation. and a ſo for the ſtranger 
that ſojourneth ⁊oith yor, an ordinance for 
ever in your generations: as ye are, {0 
ſhall the ſtranger be betore the LORD. 

16 One law and one manner ſhall be 
for you, and for the ſtranger that ſojourn- 
eth with you. | : 
: 17 And the LorD ſpake unto Moſes, 

aying, 

18 Speak unto the children of Iſrael, and 
ſay unto them, When ye come into the 
land whither I bring you, 

19 Then it ſhall be, that when ve eat of 

the bread of the land, ye ſhall off-r up an 
heave-offering unto the LRD. 
20 Ye (hall offer up a cake of the firſt of 
your dough for an heave-offering, : as 9 
do the heave-offering of the threſhing- 
floor. ſo ſhall ve heave it. 

21 Of the firſt of your dough ye hall 
give unto the LORD an heave-offering in 
your generations. 

22 And if ye have erred, and not ob- 
ſerved all theſe commandments which the 
LORD hath ſpoken unto Moſes, 

23 EmTen all that the LorD hath com- 
manded you by the hand of Moſes. from the 
day that the LoxD commanded Mes and 
henceforward among your generations; 

24 Then it ſhal} be, if ought be commit- 
ted by ignorance without the knowledge of 
the congregation, that all the congregation 
ſhall offer one youre bullock for a burnt- 
offering, for aſweet ſavour unto the LORD, 
with his meat-offering, and his drink-of- 
fering, according to the manner, and one 
kid of the goats for a ſin- offering.

LORD, and their fin-offering before the 
LoRD, for their ignorance. 7 

26 And it ſhall be forgiven all the con- 
gregation of the children of Iſrael, and the 
firanger that ſojourneth among them; ſee- 
ing all people vere in ignorance. - 

27 And if any ſoul fin through igno- 
rance, then he ſhall bring a ſhe-goat of the 
firſt year for a ſin-offering : 

28 And the prieſt ſhall make an atone- 
ment for the ſoul that finneth ignorantly, 
when he finneth by ignorance before the 
LoRD, to make an atonement for him; 
and it ſhall be forgiven him. 

29 Ye fall have one law for him that 
ſinneth through ignorance, boch for him 
that is born amongſt the children of Iſrael, 


and for the ſtranger that ſojourneth among

30 But the ſoul that doth ought pre- 
ſumptuouſly, (whether he be born in the 
land, or a firanger,) the ſame reproacheth 
the LORD; and that ſoul ſhall be cut off 


from among his people.

22 For the king had at fea a navy of 
Tharſhiſh, with the navy of Hiram. once 
in three years came the navy of Tharſhiſh, 
bringing gold and filver, ivory, and apes, 
and peacocks. : 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all the kings 
of the earth for riches and for wiſdom. 

24 And all the earth ſought to Solomon, 
to hear his wiſdom, which God had put 
in his heart, &

28 And Solomon had horſes brought out 
of Egypt, and linen yarn : the king's mer- 
chants received the linen yarn at a price. 

29 And a chariot came up and went out 
of Egypt for ſix hundred heels of ſilver 
and an horſe for an bundred and fifty: and 
ſo for all the kings of the Hittites, and for 

the kings of Syria did they bring them 
out by their means, 
CHAP. XI. 

1 Solomon's wives and concubines in bis old 
age draw him 10 idolatry, 9 God threat- 
eneth bim. 14 His adverſaries, 41 and 
death. 43 Rehoboam ſucceedeth him. 

UT king Solomon loved many firange 

B women, together with the daughter of 
haraoh, women of the Moabites, Ammo- 

nites, Edomites, Zidonians, and Hittites ; - 

2 Of the nations concerning which the 
LoRD ſaid unto the children of Ifrael, Ye 
ſhall not go in to them, neither ſhall th 
come in unto you: for ſurely they will 
turn away your heart after their gods. So- 
tomon clave unto theſe in love. 

And he had ſeven hundred wives, prin- 
ceſſes, and three hundred concubines : and 
his wives turned away his heart. 

4 For it came to paſs when Solomon 

was old. that his wives turned away his 

heart after other gods: and his heart was 
not perfect with the LORD his God, as 
2v25 the heart of David his father, 

5 For Solomon went after Aſhtoreth the 
goddeſs of the Zidonians, and after Mil- 
om the abomination of the Ammonites.

His ad verſaries. 


6 And Solomon did evil in the fight of 
the LORD, and went not fully after the 
LORD, as did David his father. 

7 Then did Solomon build an high place 
for Chemoſh the abomination of Moab, in. 
the hill that is before Jeruſalem ; and for 
Molech the abomination of the children of 
Ammon. 

8 And likewiſe did he for all his ſtrange 
wives, which burned incenſe and ſacrificed 
unto their gods. 

9 4 And the LORD was angry with $90. 
lomon, becauſe his heart was turned from 
the LORD God of Iſrael, which had ap- 
peared unto him twice, 

10 And had commanded him concern. 
= this rpg < that he ſhould not go after 
other gods: buthe kept not that which the 
LoRD commanded. 

it Wherefore the LoRD faid unto Solo. 
mon, Foraſmuch as this is done of thee 
and thou haſt not kept my covenant and 


my ſtatutes which I have commanded thee, 


I will ſurely rend the kingdom from thee, 
and will give it to thy ſervant, 

12 Notwithſtanding, in thy days I will 
not do it, for David thy father's ſake: but 
I will rend it out of the hand of thy ſon, 

13 Howheit, I will not rend away all 
the kingdom ; but will give one tribe to 
thy ſon, for David my ſervant's ſake, and 
for Jeruſalem's ſake which 1 have choſen, 

14 J And the LORD ſtirred up an adver- 
ſary unto Solomon, Hadad the Edomite, 
he was of the king's ſeed in Edom. 

15 For it came to paſs when David was 
in Edom, and joab the captain of the hoſt 
was gone up to bury the ſlain, after he 
had ſmitter, every male in Edom ; 

16 (For fix months did Joab remain 
there with all Iſrael, until he had cut of 
every male in Edom) 

17 That Hadad fled, he and certain Edo- 
mites of his father's ſervants with him, to go 
into Egypt; Hadad being yet a little child. 

18 And they aroſe out of Midian, and 
came to Paran : and they took men with 
them out of Paran, and they came to E- 
gypt, unto Pharaoh king of Egypt; which 
gave him an houſe, and appointed him 
victuals, and gave him land. 

19 And Hadad found great favour in the 
fight of Pharaoh, ſo that he gave him to 
wife the ſiſter of his own wife, the ſiſter 
of Tahpenes the queen. 

20 And the fiſter of Tahpenes bare him 
Genubath his ſon, whom Tahpenes wean- 
ed in Pharaoh's houſe :. and Genubath was 
in Pharaoh's houſhold among the ſons of 
Pharao. 

21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt that 
David flept with his fathers, and that Joab 
the captain of the hoſt was dead, Hadad 
ſaid to Pharaoh, Let me depart, that I 
may go to mine own country. 

22 Then Pharaoh ſaid unto him, But 
what haſt thou lacked with me, that, be- 
hold, thou ſeekeſt to go to thine own coun- 
try? and heanſwered, Nothing: howbeit, 
let me go in any wiſe. 


23 And God ſtirred him up anot ber ad- 


verſary, Rezon the ſon of Ellacab, which 
fed from his lord Hadadezer king of 2 
24 


hab's prophecy. 
And he gathered men unto him, and 
bes 8 over a band, when David 
ſlew them of Zobab. and they went to Da- 
maſcus, and d welt therein, and reigned in 
Damaicus. | 

25 And he was an adverſary to Iſrael all 
the days of Solomon, beſide the miſchief 
that Hadad did: and he abhorred Iſrael, 
and reigned over Syria. 

25 And Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat, an 
Ephrathite of Zereda, Solomon's ſervant, 
whoſe mother's name was Zeruah,. a wi. 
dow woman, even. he lifted up his hand 

ainſt the king, | 
— And this 25 the cauſe that he lifted 
up bis hand againſt the king: Solomon 
built Millo, and repaired the breaches of 
the city of David his father, 

28 And the man Jeroboam was a mighty 
man of valour : and Solomon ſeeing the 
young man that he was induſtrious, he 
made him ruler over all the charge of the 
houte of Joſeph. 

29 And it came to paſs at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jeruſalem 
that che prophet Ahijah the Shilonite foun 
him in the way: and he had clad himſelf 
with a new garment: and they two were 


alone in the. field. 


30 And Ahijah caught the new garment 
that was on him, and rent it in twelve 


jeces. 

F 31 And he ſajd to Jeroboam, Take thee 

ten pieces: for thus ſaith the LogD the 

God of Iſrael, Behold, I will rend the 

kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, and 

will give ten tribes to thee: _ 
32 But he ſhall have one tribe for my

| ſervant David's ſake, and for Jeruſalem's 


fake, the city which I have choſen out of 
all the tribes of Iſrael, 

33 Becauſe that they have forſaken me, 
and have worſhipped Aſhtoreth the goddeſs 
of the Zidonians, Chemoſh the of the 
Moabites, and Milcom the god of the child- 
ren of Ammon, and have not walked in 
my ways, to do that which is right in mine 
eyes, and 70 teep my ftatutes and my 
jidgements, as 4id David his father.

38 And it ſha!l be, if thou wilt hearken 
unto an that I command thee, and wilt 
walk in my ways, and do that is right in 
my fight, to keep my ſtatutes and my com- 
mandments, as David my ſervant did; that

41 J And the reſt of the acts of Solomon, 
and all that he did, and his wiſdom, are 
they not written in the book of the acts of 
Solomon? ; 

42 And the time that Solomon reigned in 
Jeruſalem over all Iſrael zvas forty years. 

43 And Solomon ſlept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David his 
father. and Rehoboam his ſon reigned in 


his ſtead. S 
CHAP. XII, 

x Rehoboam refuſing the old men's counſel, 
16 ten tribes revolt. 26 Feroboam's idol - 
atry. 

ND Rehohoam went to Shechem : for 

all Iſrael were come to Shechem te 
make him king. 

2 And it came to paſs when Jeroboam 

the ſon of Nebat, who was yet in Egypt, 


heard of it, (for he was fled from the pre- 


ſence of king Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt 
in Egypt) . 

3 That they ſent and called him. and 
Jeroboam and all the congregation of Iſrael 
came, and ſpake unto Rehoboam, ſaying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grievous 2 
now therefore make thou the grievous 
ſervice of thy father, and his heavy yoke 
which he put upon us, lighter, and we 
will ſerve thee. | 

5 And he ſaid unto them, Depart yet 
for three days, then come again to me. 
and the people departed. | 

6 And king Rehoboam conſulted with 
the old men that ſtood before Solomon his 
father while he yet lived, and ſaid, How 


do yeadviſe that I may anſwer this people? 


7 And they ſpake unto him, ſaying, If 
thou wilt be a ſervant unto this people this 
day, and wilt ſerve them, and anſwer 
them, and ſpeak good words to them, then 
they will be thy ſervants for ever. 

8 But he for ſook the counſel of the old 
men which they had given him, and con- 
ſulted with the young men that were grown 
up with him, and which food before him 

'9 And he ſaid unto them, What counſel 
give ye that we may anſwer this people, 
who have ſpoken to me, ſaying, Make the 


yoke which thy father did put upon us 


lighter ? 

10 And the young men that were grown 
up with him ſpake unto him, ſaying, Thus 
ſhalt thou ſpeak unto this people that ſpake 
unto thee, ſaying, Thy father made our 
yoke heavy, but make thou it lighter un- 


to us; thus ſhalt thou ſay unto them, My 


little finger ſhall be thicker than my fa- 
ther's loins. | 

11 And now whereas my father did lade 
you with a heavy yoke, I will add to your 
yoke: my father Bath chaſtiſed you with 
whips, but I will chaſtiſe you with ſcor- 
pions. 
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12 80 Jeroboam and all the people came 
to Rehoboam the third day, as the king 
Had appointed, ſaying, Come to me again 
the third day. 

13 And the king anſwered the people 
roughly, and forſook the old men's counſel 
that they gave him; | 

14 And ſpake to them after the counſel 
of the young men, ſaying, My father made 
your yoke heavy, and 1 will add to your 
yoke: my father alſo chaſtiſed you with 
whips, but 1 will chaſtiſe you with ſcor- 

ions. 

F 1s Wherefore the king heatkened not 
unto. the people : for the cauſe was from 
the Lond, that he might perform his-ſay- 
ing which the-LoRD ſpake by Ahijah the 
Shilonite unto Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat. 

16 J 80 when all Iſrael ſaw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the people 
anſwered the king, ſaying, What portion 
have we in David ? neither have wwe inhe - 
ritance in the ſon. of Jefſe: to your tents, 
O Iſrael: now ſee to thine own houſe, Da- 
vid. ſo Iſrael departed unto their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Iſrael 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, Reho- 
doam reigned over them. 

.18 Then king Rehoboam ſent Adoram 
who was over the tribute; and all Iſrae 
ſtoned him with ones, that he died. there- 
fore king Rehoboam made ſpeed to get him 
up to his chariot, to flee to Jeruſalem. 
19.50 Iſrael rebelled againſt the houſe of 
David unto thjs day. 

20 And it came to paſs when all Iſrael 
heard that 'Jeroboam was come again, that 
they ſent and called him unto the congre- 
pation, and made him king over all Iſrael :

24 Thus ſaith the LoxD, Ye ſhall not go 
uo, nor fight againſt your brethren the 
children of Iſraei: return every man to 
His houſe : for this thing is from me. they 
hHearkened therefore -to the word of the 
LORD, and returned to depart, according 
to the word of the LorD. 

/ 25 Then jeroboam built Shechem in 
mount Ephraim, and dwelt therein ; and 
went out from thence, and built Penuel. 

26 J And jeroboam ſaid in his heart, 
Now (ſhall the kingdom return to the 


houſe of David. 


27 If this people go up to do ſacrifice in 
the houſe of the LORD, at Jeruſalem, then 
ſhall! the heart of this people turn again 
unto their lord, ever unto Rehoboam king 
of Judah, and they ſhall kill me, and go

5 The altar alſo was rent, and the aſhes 
poured out from the altar, according to 
the fign which the man of God had given 
by the word of the LogD.

17 J And it came to paſs when Ahab ſaw 
Elijah, that Ahab ſaid un to him, Art thou 
he that troubleth Iſrael ?

29 And it came to paſs, when mid- day 
was paſt, and they propheſied until the 
time of the offering of the evening ſacrifice, 
that tbere was neither vcice, nor any to 
anſwer, nor any that regarded. 

30 And Elijah ſaid unto all the people, 
Come near unto me. and all the people 
came near unto him. and he repaired the 
altar of the LORD that zwvas broken down. 

31 And Elijah took twelve tones, accord- 
ing to the number of the tribes of the ſons 
of Jacob, unto whom the word of the LORD 
came, ſaying, Iſtael ſhall be thy name. 

2 And with the ſtones he built an altar 
in the name of the LORD : and he made a 
trench about the altar as great as would

41 J And Elijah ſaid unto Ahab, Get 
thee up, eat and drink; for there is a ſound 
of abundance of rain. 1 

42 80 Ahab went up to eat and to drink, 
and Elijah went up to the top of Carmel; 
and he caſt himſelf down upon the earth, 
and put his face between his knees, 

43 And ſaid to his ſervant, Go up now, 
look toward the ſea. and he went up, and 
looked, and ſaid, There is nothing. and he 
ſaid, Go again ſeven times. 

44 And it came to pals at the ſeventh 
time, that he ſaid, Behold, there ariſeth a 
little cloud out of the ſea like a man's hand, 
and he ſaid, Go up, ſay unto Ahab, Prepare 
thy chariot, and get thee down, that the 
rain ſtop thee not. | 

45 And it came to paſs in the mean while, 
that the heaven was black with clouds and 
wind, and there was a great rain. and 
Ahab rode and went to Jezreel. 

40 And the hand of the LORD was on 
Elijah : and he girded up his loins, and ran 
before Ahab to the entrance of Jezreel.

2 Then Jezebel ſent a meſſenger unto E- 
lijah, ſa ing, So let the gods do to me, and 
more alio, if I make not thy life as the lite 
- one of them by to-morrow about this 

me. | 

3 And when he ſaw that, he aroſe, and 
went for his life, and came to Beer - ſheba, 
which belongeth to Judah, and left his ſerv - 
ant there, 

4 % But he himſelf went a day's journey 
into the wilderneſs, and came and ſat down 
under a juniper-tree : and he requeſted for 
himſelf that he might die, and ſaid, It is 
enough ; now, O LORD, take away my 
life : for I am not better than my fathers. 

5 And as he lay and flept under 4 
juaiper-tree, behold then, an angel touch- 
ny him, and ſaid unto him, Ariſe and 
eat. 

6 And he looked, and behold, there 
was a cake baken on the coals, and a cru 


Flijab comforted by an angel. 
of water at his head. and he did eatand 
drink, and laid him down again. 4 

7 And the angel of the LorD came again 
the ſecond time, and touched him, and 
ſaid, Ariſe and eat ; becauſe the journey 
is too great for thee. . 

8 And he aroſe, and did eat and drink, 
and went in the ſtrength of that meat for- 
ty days and forty nights, unto Horeb the 
mount of God. : 

9 J And he came thither unto a cave, 
and lodged there. and behold, the word 
of the LORD came to him; and he ſaid un- 
to him, What doeſt thou here, Elijah? 

Lo And he ſaid, I have been very jealous 
for the LORD God of hoſts : for the child- 
ren of Iſrael have forſaken thy covenant, 
thrown down thine altars, and ſain thy 
prophets with the ſword ; and I, even 1 
only, am left; and they ſeek my life, to 
take it away. _ 

11 And he ſaid, Go forth, and ſtand upon 
the mount before the LORD. and behold, 
the LORD paſſed by, and a great and firong 
wind rent the mountains, and brake in 

jeces the rocks before the LORD; but the 

ORD 2was not in the wind; and after the 
wind an earthquake; but the LORD Tvas 
not in the earthquake : 

12 And after the earthquake a fire; Hut 
the LorD was not in the fire: and after 
the fire a till ſmall voice. 

13 And it was %, when Elijah heard it, 
that he wrapped his face in .his mantle, 
and went out, and ſtood in the entering-in

14 And he ſaid, I have been very jealous 
for the LoRD God of hoſts; becauſe the 
children of Iſrael have forſaken thy cove- 
nant, thrown down thine altars, and ſlain 
thy 8 with the ſword ; and I, een 
I only, am left; and they ſeek my life, to 
take it away. 

is And the LoRD ſaid unto him, Go, 
return on thy way to the wilderneſs of 
Damaſcus : and when thou comeſt, anoint 
Hazael fo be king over Syria: 


16 And Jehu the ſon of Nimſhi ſhalt thou 


anoint to be king over Iſrael: and Eliſha 
the ſon of Shaphat of Abel-meholah ſhalt 
thou anoint to be prophet-in thy room. 

17 And it ſhall come to pun, that him 
that eſcapeth the ſword of Hazael, ſhall 
Jehu Nay : and him that eſcapeth from 
the ſword of Jehu. ſhall Eliſha ſlay. 

18 Yet I have left me ſeven thouſand in 
Iſrael, all the knees which have not bowed 
unto Baal, and every mouth which hath 
not kified him. 

10 J 80 he departed thence, and found 
Hliſha the ſon of Shaphat, who zvas plow- 
ing with twelve yoke of oxen before him 
and he with the twelfth. and Elijah paſſed 
by him, and caſt his mantle upon him. 

20 And he left the oxen, and ran after 
Elijah, and ſaid, Let me, I pray thee, kiſs 
my father and my mother, and then I will 
follow thee. and he ſaid unto him, Go back 
again: for what have I done to thee ?- 

21 And he returned back from him, and

A ND Ben- hadad the king of Syria gather- 

ed all his hoſt together : and fberewwere 
thirty and two kings with him, and horſes 
and charjots : and he went up and befieged 
Samaria, and warred againſt it. 

2 And he ſent meſſengers to Ahab king 
of Iſrael into the city, and ſaid unto him: 
Thus ſaith Ben-hadad, 

3 Thy filver and thy gold is mine; th 
wives alſo and thy children, even the good- 
lieft, are mine. 

4 And the king of Iſrael anſwered and 
ſaid, My lord O king, according to tky 
ſaying, I am: thine, and all that I have. 

5 And the meſſengers came again, and 
ſaid, Thus ſpeaketh Ben- hadad, ſaying, Al- 
though I have ſent unto thee, ſaying, Thou 
ſhale deliver me thy filver and thy gold, 
and thy wives and thy children; 

6 Yet I will ſend my ſervants unto thee 
to morrow about this time, and they ſhall 
ſearch thine houſe, and the houſes of thy 
ſervants ; and it thall be, that whatſoever 
is pleaſant in thine eyes, they ſhall put i 
in their hand, and take it away. 

7 Then the king of Iſrael called all the 
elders of the land, and ſaid, Mark, I pra 
you, and fee how this man ſeeketh miſ- 
chief: for he ſent unto me for my wives, 
and for my children, and for my filver,. 
and for my gold ; and I denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the people 
ſaid unto him, Hearken not unto bim, nor 
conſent. | 

9 Wherefore he ſaid unto the mefſengers 
of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord the king, AJl 
that thou didft ſend for to thy ſervant at 
the firſt, 1 will do: but this thing I may 
not do. and the meſſengers departed, and 
brought him word again. 

10 And Ben-hadad fent unto him, and 
ſaid, The gods do ſo unto me and more 
alfo, if the duſt of Samaria ſhall ſuffice for 
handfuls for all the people that follow me. 

11 And the king of lirael anſwered and 
ſaid, Tell bim, Let not him that girdeth - 
on bis barneſs boaſt himſelf as he that 
putteth it off. 

12 And it came to paſs when Ben- hadad 
heard this meſſage, as he vas drinking, 
he and the kings in the pavilions, that be 
faid unto his ſervants, Set your ſelwes in 
aray. and they ſet themſelves in aray a- 
gainſt the city. 

13 J And behold, there came a mT 
unto Ahab king of Iſrael, ſaying, Thus 
faith the LorD, Haſt thou ſeen all this 
great multitude ? behold, 1 will deliver it 
oh thine hand this day : and thou ſhalt 
know that I am the LORD. 

14 And Ahab ſaid, By whom-? and he 
faid, Thus ſaith the LoRD, Even by the 
young men of the princesof the provinces. . 
then he ſaid, Who ſhall order the battle? 


ſwered, Thou. 
8 35 Then

I5 Then he numbered the young men 
of the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty two: and 
after them he numbered all the people, 
cven all the children of Iſrael, being ſeven 
thouſand. 

16 And they went out at noon. but Ben- 
hadad was drinking himſelf drunk in the 
pavilions, he and the kings, the thirty and 
two kings that helped him. 

17 And the young men of the princes of 
the provinces went out Erft, and Ben-hadad 
Tent out, and they told him, ſaying,There 
are men come out of Samaria. 

- 18 And he ſaid, Whether they be come 
out for peace, take them alive; or whether 
they be come out for war, take them alive. 

19 So theſe young men of the princes of 
the provinces came out of the city, and 
the army which followed them. 

20 And they flew ever 
and the Syrians fled ; and Iſrael purſued 
them: and Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
eſcaped on an horſe, with the horſemen. 

21 And the king of Iſrael went out, and 
ſmote the horſes and chariots, and flew the 
Syrians with a great flaughter. 

22 And the prophet came to the king of 
Iſrael, and faid unto him, Go ſtrengthen 
thy ſelf, and mark and ſee what thou doeſt : 
For at the return of the year the king of 
Syria w:ll come up againſt thee, 

23 And the ſervants of the king of Syria 
faid unto him, Their gods are gods of the 
Hills; therefore they were ſtronger than 
we: but let us fight againſt them in the 
eds and ſurely we ſhall be ſtronger than 

ey. | 

24 And do this thing, take the kings 
away, every man out of his place, and 
put captains in their rooms. 

25 And number thee an army, like the 
army that thou haſt loſt, horſe for horſe, 
and chariot for chariot : and we will fight 
againſt them in the plain, and ſurely we 
ſhall be ſtronger than they. and he heark- 
ened unto their voice, and did ſo. 

26 And it came to pats at the return of 
the year, that Ben-hadad numbered the 
Syrians, and went up to Aphek, to fight 
againſt Iſrael, 

27 And the children of Iſrael were num- 
bered, and were all preſent, and went a- 
gainſt them: and the children of Iſrael 
pitched before them, like two little flocks 
of kids: but the Syrians filled the country. 

28 And there came a man of God, and 
ſpake unto the king of Iſrael, and ſaid, 
Thus ſaith the LoRD, Becauſe rhe Syrians 
Have ſaid, The LORD zs God of the hills, 
but he js not God of the yallies ; therefore 
will I deliver all this great multitude into 
thine hand, and ye ſhall know that I am 
the LorD. 

29 And they pitched one over againſt the 
Other ſeven days and o it was, that in the 
ſeventh day the battle was jained: and the 
children of Iſrael flew of the Syrians an 
hundred thouſand footmen in one day. 

30 But the reſt fled to Aphek, into the 
city; and there a wall fell upon twenty and 
ſeven thouſand of the men that were left. 
and Ben-hadad fled, and came into the city, 
into an inner chamber, ö 


one his man.

zt J And his ſervants ſaid unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the kings 
of the houſe of Iſrael are merciful kings: 
let us, 1 pray thee, put ſackcloth on our 
loins, and ropes upon our heads, and 
out to the Kine: of Iſrael: peradventure fe 
will ſave thy life. 

32 80 they girded ſackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, and 
came to the king of Iſrael, and ſaid, Thy 
ſervant Ben-hadad ſaith, I. pray thee, let 
me live. and he ſaid, Is he yet alive ? he 
is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently obſerve 
whether any thing could come from him, 
and did haſtily catch it : and they faid, 
Thy brother Ben-hadad. then he ſaid; Go 
ye, bring him. then Ben-hadad came forth 
to him ; and he cauſed him to come up in- 
to the chariot. 

34 And Ben-badad ſaid unto him, The ci- 
ties which my father took from thy father, 
1 will reſtore : and thou ſhalt make fireets 
for thee in Damaſcus, as my father made in 
Samaria. then ſaid Abab, I will ſend thee 
away with this covenant. ſo he made a 
covenant with him, and ſent him away, 

35 J And a certain man of the ſons of 
the prophete ſaid unto his neighbour in the 
word of the LoRD, Smite me, I pray thee, 
and the man refuſed to ſmite him. 

36 Then ſaid he unto him, Becauſe thay 
haſt not obeyed the voice of the Logp, be- 
hold, as ſoon as thou artdeparted from me, 
a lion ſhall ſlay thee. and as ſoon as he was 
departed from him, a lion found him, and 
ſlew-him. 

37 Then he found another man, and ſaid 
Smite me, I pray thee. and the man ſmote 
him, ſo that in ſmiting he wounded him. 

38 So the prophet departed, and waited 
for the king by the way, and diſguiſed 
himſelf with aſhes upon his face. 

39 And as the king pafled by, he cried 
unto the king : and he ſaid, Thy ſervant 
went out into the midſt of the battle, and 
behold, a man turned aſide, and brought a 
man unto me, and ſaid, Keep this man : if 
by any means he be miſſing, then ſhall thy 
life be for his life, or elſe thou ſhalt pay a 
talent of ſilver. 

40 And as thy ſervant was bufy here 
and there, he was gone. and the king of 
Iſrael ſaid unto him, So ſhall! thy judge- 
ment be; thou thy ſelf haſt decided it. 

41 And he haſied, and took the aſhes 
away from his face; and the king of Iſrael 
diſcerned him that he ⁊bas of the prophets. 

42 And he ſaid unto him, Thus ſaith the 
LORD, Becauſe thou haſt let go out of ?by 
hand a man whom I appointed to utter de- 
ſtruction, therefore thy life ſhall go for bis 
life, and thy people for bis people. 

43 And the king of Iſrael went to his 
houſe heavy and diſpleaſed, and came to 


Samaria.

ND it came to paſs after theſe things, 
that Naboth the Jezreelite had a —

2. And Ahab ſpake unto Naboth, ſaying, 
Give me thy vineyard, that I may have it 
for a garden of herbs, becauſe it js near 
unto my houſe : and I will give thee for 
it a better vineyard than it; or if it ſeem 
good to thee, I will give thee the worth 

n money. ; 
ws Naboth ſaid to Ahab, The LoRD 
forbid it me, that I ſhould give the inhe- 
ritance of my fathers unto thee. 

And Ahab came into his houſe ny 
nd diſpleaſed, becauſe of the word whic 
Naboth the Jezreelite had ſpoken to him. 
for he had ſaid, I will not give thee the 
inheritance of my fathers, and he laid him 
down upon his bed, and turned away his 

face, and would eat no bread. = 

But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and ud unto him, Why is thy ſpirit ſo 
fad that thou eateſt no bread ? 

6 And he ſaid unto her, Becauſe I ſpake 
unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and ſaid unto 
him, Give me thy vineyard for money; 
o” elſe, if it pleaſe thee, I will give thee 
anotber vineyard for it: and he anſwered, 
1 will not give thee my vineyard. : 

And Jezebel his wife ſaid unto him, 
Doſt thou now yon the kingdom of Iſ- 
rael? ariſe, and eat bread, and let thine 
heart be merry : I will give thee the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, . 

8 $0 ſhe wrote letters in Ahab's name, 
and fealed tbem with his ſeal, and ſent the 
letters unto the elders and to the nobles that 
zwere in his city dwelling with Naboth. 

9 And ſhe wrote in the letters, ſaying, 
Proclaim a faſt, and ſet Naboth on high 
among the people : | 

10 And ſet two men, ſons of Belial, be- 
fore him, to bear witneſs againſt him, ſay- 
ing, Thou didſt blaſpheme God and the 
king. and then carry him out, and ſtone 
him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the inha- 
bitants in his city, did as Jezebel had ſent 
unto them, and as it wwas written in the 
letters which ſhe had ſent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a faſt, and ſet Na- 
buth on high among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, children 
of Belial, and ſat before him: and the men 
of Belial witneſſed againſt him, even againſt 
Naboth, in the preſence of the people, fay- 


ing, Naboth did blaſpheme God and the 


king. then they carried him forth out of 
ban 5 and ſtoned him with ſtones, that

14 Then they ſent to Jezebel, ſaying, 


Naboth is ſtoned, and is dead. 


Is And jt came to paſs when Jezebel 
heard that Naboth was ſtoned, and was 
dead, that Jezebel ſaid to Ahab, Ariſe, take 
poſſeſſion of the vineyard of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite, which he refuſed to give thee for 
money: for Naboth is not alive, but dead. 

16 And it came to paſs when Ahab heard 
that Naboth was dead, that Ahab roſe up 
to go down to the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite, to take poſſe ſſion of it. 

17 4 And the word of the LORD came 
90 Blijah the Tiſhbite, ſaying,

18 Ariſe, go down to meet Ahab king 
of Iſrael, which is in Samaria: behold, be

» and alſo taken pofeſſion ? and thou 
ſhalt ſpeak unto him, ſaying, Thus faith 
the Lokp, In the place where — licked 
the blood of Naboth, ſhall dogs lick thy 
blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab ſaid to Elijah, Haſt thou 
found me, O mine enemy ? and he anſwer- 
ed, I have found thee: uſe thou haſt 
ſold thy ſelf to work evil in the fight of 
the LORD.

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon t 
and will take away thy poſterity, and wil 
cut off from Ahab him that pifſeth againſt 
the wall, and him that is ſhut up, and left 
in Iſrael, | 

22 And will make thine houſe like the 
houſe of Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat, and 
like the houſe of Baaſha the ſon of Ahijah, 
for the provocation wherewith thou haſt 
1 me to anger, and made Iſrael to 

n. 

23 And of Jezebel alſo ſpake the LorD, 
ſaying, The dogs ſhall eat Jezebel by the 
wall of Jezreel. i 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the city 
the dogs ſhall eat; and him that dieth in 
the field ſhall the fowls of the air eat, 

25 But there was none like unto Ahab, 
which did ſell himſelf to work wickednes 
in the fight of the LorD, whom Jezebel 
his wife ſtirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably in ſol- 
lowing idols, according to all things as did 
the Amorites, whom the LoRD cat out 
before the children of Iſrael. 

27 And it came to paſs when Ahab heard

28 And the word of the LORD came to 

Elijah the Tiſhbite, ſaying, 

29 Seeſt thou how Ahab humbleth him- 
ſelf before me ? becauſe he humbleth him- 
ſelf before me, 1 will not bring the evil 
in his days: but in his ſons days will I 
bring the evil upon his houſe.

24 But Zedekiah the ſon of Chenaanah 
went near, and ſmote Micaiah on the cheek, 
and ſaid, Which way went the ſpirit of the 
LORD from me to ſpeak unto thee ? 

25 And Micaiah ſaid, Behold, thou ſhalt 
ſee in that day, when thou ſhalt go into 
an inner chamber to hide thy ſelf. 

26 And the king of Iſrael ſaid, Take 
Micalah, and carry him back unto Amon 
the governor of the city, and to Joaſh the 
king's ſon ; | 

27 And ſay, Thus faith the king, Put 
this. ſelloꝛo in the priſon, and feed him with 
bread of affliction and with water of af. 
fliction, until I come in peace. 

28 And Micaiah ſaid, If thou return at 
all in peace, the LORD hath not ſpoken by 
me: and he ſaid, Hearken, O people, eve- 
ry one of you. 

29 $0 the king of Iſrael and Jehoſhaphat 
_ 8 of Judah went up to Ramoth- 

ilead. 
8 30 And the king of Iſrael ſaid unto Jeho- 
ſhaphat, I will diſguiſe my ſelf, and enter 
into the battle; but put thou on thy robes, 


and the king of Iſrael diſguiſed himſelf 


and went into the battle. 

31 But the king of Syria commanded his 
thirty and two captains that had rule over 
his chariots, ſaying, Fight neither with 
ſmall nor great, ſave only with the king 
of Iſrael, the 

32 And it came to paſs, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots ſaw jehoſhaphat, that 
they ſaid, Surely it is the king of Iſrael, 
and they turned afide to fight againſt him : 
and Jehoſhaphat cried out, 

33 And it came to paſs, when the cap- 
tains 2 the chariots perceived that it wwas 
not the king of Iſrael, that they turned 
back from purſuing him. 

34 And a certain man drew a bow at a 
venture, and ſmote the king of Iſrael be- 
tween the joints of the harneſs : where - 
fore he ſaid unto the driver of his chariot,.

year of Abab king of Iſrael. 

42 Jehoſhaphat was thirty and five years 
old when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed twenty and five years in Jeruſalem. and 
his mother's name was Azubah thedaugh- 

3 And he walked in all the way of Aſa 


his father, he turned not aſide from it, do- 


ing that which Tvas right in the eyes of the 
LORD: nevertheleſs the high places were 
not taken away ; for the people offered and 
burned incenſe yet in the _ places. 
44 And Jehoſhaphat made peace with 
the king of Iſrac}, 
45 J Now the reſt of the acts of Jehoſha · 
hat,and his wy. — that he ſhewed,and how 
he warred, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Judah ? 
45 And the remnant of the ſodomites

are deſiroyed dy fire; 
which remained in the days of his father 
Aſa, he took out of the lang. 

47 There was then no king in Edom: a 
deputy was king. 3 

48 Jehoſhaphat made ſhips of Tharſhiſh 
to go to Ophir for gold: but they went not; 
for the ſhips were broken at Ezion geber. 

49 Then ſaid Ahaziah the ſon of Ahab 
unto ſehoſhaphat, Let my ſervants go with 
thy ſervants in the ſhips. but jehoſhaphat 
would not. , 

50 And Jehoſhaphat ſlept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his fathers in 
the city of David his father : and Jeho- 
ram his ſon reigned in his ſtead, 

1 J Ahaziah the ſon of Ahab n to 

gn over Iſrael in Samaria the ſeven- 

teenth year of jehoſhaphat king of Judah, 
and reigned two years over Iſrael. 

52 And he did evil in the ſight of the 
LORD, and walked in the way of his fa- 
ther, and in the way of his mother, and 
in the way of Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat 
who made Iſrael to ſin. 

53 For he ſerved Baal, and worſhipped

4 And Elijah ſaid unto him, Eliſha, terry 
Here, I pray thee; fur the LoRDd hath ſent 
me to Jericese.. and he ſaid, As the LoRD 
liveth, and as thy ſoul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. ſo they came to Jericho. 

5 And the ſons of the prophets that wwere 
at Jericho came to Eliſha, and ſaid unto 
him, Knoweſt thou that the LORD will 
take away thy maſter from thy head to 
day ? and he anſwered, Yea, I know it; 
hold ye your peace. 

6 And Elijah faid unto him, Tarry, I 
Pray thee, here: for th: LORD hath ſent 
me to Jordan. and he ſaid, At the LoRx o 


liveth, and as thy ſoul liveth, I will not 


teave thee, and they two went on. 

7 And fifty men of the ſons of the pro- 
phets went, and Rood to view afar off: 
and they two Rood by Jordan. 

8 And Elijah took his mantle, and wrap- 
ped it together. and {mote the waters, and 
they were divided hither and thither, ſo 


that they two went over on dry ground. 


9 And it came to paſs when they were 
gone over, that Elijah ſaid unto Eliſha, Ask 
What I ſhall do for thee. before I be taken 
away from thee, and Elifha ſaid, I pray 


thee, let a double portion of thy ſpirit be 


upon me.

4 J And the men of the city ſaid unto 
Elicha, Reholdc, I pray thee, the ſituation of 
this city is pleaſant, as my lord ſeeth: but 
the water is nought, and the ground bar- 
ren.

20 And he ſaid, Bring me a new cruſe, and 
put ſalt therein. and they broug ht i: to him. 

21 And he went forth unto the ſpring of 
the waters, and caſt the ſalt in there, and 


ſaid, Thus ſaith the LorD, I have healed ' 


theſe waters; there ſhall not be from 
thence any more death, or barren and. 

22 So the waters were healed unto this 
day, according to the ſaying of Eliſha 
which he ſpake. We 

23 J And he went up from thence unto 
Reth-e! : and as he was going up by the 
way, there ca ne forth litcle chi'dren out 
of the city, and mocked him, and ſaid un-

24 And he turned back, and looked on 
them, and curſed them in the name of the 
Lord and tnere came forth two ſhe-bears 
out of the wood, and tare forty and two 
children of them.

2 And he wrought evil in the fight of 
the LorD ; but not like his father, and 
like his mother: for he put a way the image 
of Baal that his father had made. 

Nevertheleſs, he cleaved unto the fins 
of jeroboam the ſon of Nebat, which made 
Iſrael to ſin; he departed not therefrom. 

I And Meſha king of Moab was a ſheep- 
maſter, and rendered unto the king of I- 
rael an hundred thouſand lambs, and” an 
hundred thouſand rams with the wool, 


But it came to paſs when Ahab was 


dead, that the king of Moab rebelled a- 
gainſt the king of Lirael. 

6 And king Jehoram went out of Sa- 
maria the ſametime, and numbered all Iſ- 
= And he went and ſent to Jehoſhaphat 
the king of Judah, ſaying, the king of Moab 
hath rebelled againſt me: wilt thou go with 
me againſt Moab to battle? and he ſaid, I 
wi.l go up: I am as thou art. my people as 
thy people, ana my horſes as thy horſes. 

8 And he ſaid, Which way ſhall we go 
up? and he anſwered, The way through 
the wilderneſs of Edom. 

9 So the king of iſrael went, and the 
king of Judah, and the gory of Edom : and 
they fetched a compaſs of ſeven days jour- 
ney ; and there was no water for the hoſt, 
and for the cattle that followed them. 

10 And the king of Iſrael ſaid, Alas, that 
the Lord hath called theſe three kings 
together to deliver them into the hand of 
Moab.

14 And Eliſha ſaid, 4s the LORD of hoſts 
liveth, before whom l ſtand, ſurely, were it 
not that I regard the preſence of Jehoſha- 
phat the king of Judah, I would not look 
toward thee, nor ſee thee. 

15 But now bring me a minſtrel. and 
it came to paſs when the minfirel played, 
8 the hand of the LORD came upon

16 J And he ſaid, Thus faith the LoRD, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 

17 For thus ſaith the LoRD, Ye ſhall 
not ſee wind, neither fhall ye ſee rain; 
= that valley ſhall be filled with water, 
hat ye may drink, both ye, and your cat- 
tle, and your beaſts. 

18 And this is but a light thing in the

26 And when. the king of Moab ſaw that 
the battle was too ſore tor him, he took 
with him feven hundred men that drew 
ſwords, to break through even unto the 
king of Edom : but they could not, 

27 Then he took his eldeſt ſon that ſhould 
have reigned in his tead, and offered him 
for a burnt-offering upon the wall. and 
there was great indignation againſt Iſrael: 
and they departed from him, and return- 
ed to their o n land. ;

5 80 ſhe went from him, and ſhut the door

26 Run now, I pray thee, to meet her 
and ſay unto her, Is it well with thee? js it 
well with thy husband ? is it well with the 
child? and the anſwered, It is well. 

27 And when ſhe came to the man of 
God to the hill, the caught him by the feet: 
but Gehazi came near to thruſt her away, 
and the man of God ſaid, Let her alone; 
for her ſoul 75 vexed within her: and the 
LORD hath hid it from me, and hath not 
told me. 

28 Then ſhe ſaid, Did I defire a ſon of 
my. Jord? did I not ſay, Do not deceive 
me | 

29 Then he ſaid to Gehazi, .Gird up thy 
loins, and take my ſtaff in thine hand. and 
57 thy Way: if thou meet any man, ſalute 

im not: and if any flute thee, anſwer 
him not again: and lay my ſtaff upon the 
face of the child. 

20 And the mother of the child ſaid, 4 
the LORD liveth, and as thy ſoul liveth, [ 
will not leave thee. and he aroſe and ſol- 
lowed her. 

31 And Gehazi paſſed on before them, and 
laid the ſtaff upon the face of the child: but 
thereqvas neither voice, nor hearing, where 
fore he went azain to meet him, and to'd 
him, {aying, The child is not awaked. 

32 And when Eliſha was come into the 
houſe, behold, the child was dead, ard 
laid upon his bed. 

33 He went in therefore, and ſhut the 
door upon them twain, and prayed unto 
the LORD.

and he brought the letter to the king 
of Iſrael, ſaying, Now, when this letter is 
come unto thee, behold 1 have therewith 
ſent Naaman my ſervant to thee, that thou 
mayeſt recover him of his leproſy. 

7 And it came to paſs when the king of 
Iſrael had read the letter, that he rent his 
clothes, and ſaid, Am I God, to kill and to

8 And it was ſo, when Eliſha the man of 
God had heard that the king of Iſrael had 
rent his clothes, that he ſent to the king, 
ſaying, Wherefore haſt thou rent thy 
clothes? let him come now to me, and 
55 _ know that there is a prophet in

9 50 Naaman came with his horſes and 
with his chariot, and ſtood at the door of 
the houſe of Eliſha. 

10 And Eliſha ſent a meſſenger unto him, 
ſaying, Go and waſh in Jordan ſeven times, 
and thy fleſh ſhall come again unto thee, 
and thou ſhalt be clean. | 

It But Naaman was wroth, and went 
away, and ſaid, Behold, I thought, He 
will ſurely come out to me, and ſtand, and 
call on the name of the Lon p his God, and 
ſtrike his hand over the place, and recover 
the leper. | BE. 


Gehazi ſmitten therezwith, 


12 Are not Abana and Pharphar, rivers of 
Damaſcus, better than all the waters of 1f- 
rael ? may I not waſh in them and be clean? 
ſo he turned, and went away in a rage. 

13 And his ſervants came near, and ſpake 
unto him, and ſaid, My father, if the pro- 
phet had bid thee do ſome great thing, 
wouldedſt thou not have done if? how 
much rather then when he ſaith to thee, 
Waſh, and be clean? | 

14 Then went he down, and dip 
himfelf ſeven times in Jordan, accordin 
to the ſaying of the man of God i and his 
fleſh came again like unto the fleſh of a 
little child, and he was clean. 

157 And he returned to the man of God 
he and all his company, and came, an 
ſtood before him: and he ſaid, Behold, now 
I know that ?bere is no God in all the earth 
but in Iſrael: now therefore I pray thee 
take a bleſſing of thy ſervant.

24 And when he came to the tower, he 
took them from their hand, and befiowed 
them in the houſe; and he let the men go, 
and they departed.

25 But he went in, and ſtood before bis 
maſter. and Eliſha ſaid unto him, Whence 
comeſt tbou, Gehazi? and he ſaid, Thy 
ſervant went no whither, . ' © 

26 And he ſaid unto him, Went not 
mine heart witbtbee, when the man turn- 
ed again from his chariot to meet thee 2

Eliſba maleth iron to ſwim. 
is it a time to receive money, and to re- 
ecive garments, and olive-yards, and vine- 
yards, and ſheep, and oxen, and men-ſerv- 
ants, and maid-ſervants ?

Ahaziah the ſon of Jehoram king of Judah 
went down to ſee Joram the ſon of Ahab

32 So they feared the LORD, and made

25 With whom the LoRD had made a co - 
venant, and charged them, ſaying, Ye ſhall 
not fear other gods, nor bow yourſelves to 
them, nor ſerve them, nor ſacrificetothem:

19 And out of the city he took an offi- 
cer that was ſet over the men of war, and 
ſi ve men of them that were in the king's 
preſence, which were found in the city, 
and the 13 ſcribe of the hoſt, which 
muſtered the people of the land, and three- 
ſcore men of the people of the land that 
evere found in the city. 

20 And Nebuzar-adan captain of the 

rd took theſe, and brought them to 
the king of Babylon to Riblah. 

21 And the king of Babylon ſmote

22 And as for the people that remained 
in the land of Judah, whom Nebuchadnez -

preſerved David whitherſoever he went.

8 Likewiſe from Tibhath, and from 
Chun, cities of Hadarezer, brought David 
very much braſs, wherewith Solomon 
made the braſen ſea, and the pillars, and 
the vefſels of braſs.

fir-tree, which he overlaid with fine gold, eaſt: 


and ſet thereon palm- trees and chains. and al 
6 And he garnithed the houſe with pre. 5A 
cious ftones for beauty: and the gold u bread 
gold of Parvaim. the br 
7 He overlaid alſo the houſe, the beams, it rect 
the poſts, and the walls thereof, and the 67 


doors thereof with gold, and graved che. on the 
rubims on the walls. | 

8 And he made the moſt holy houſe, 
the length whereof 2vas according to the 
breadth of the houſe, twenty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and he 
overlaid it with fine gold, amountirg to fir 
hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails wvas fiſty 
ſhekels of gold, and he overlaid the upper 
chambers with gold. 

10 And in the moſt holy houſe he made 
two cherubims of image- work, and over. 
laid them with gold. | 

11 J And the wings of the cherubimy 
Tere twenty cubits long: one wing of tbe 
one cherub was five cubits, reaching to the 
wall of the houſe; and the other wing at 
likewwiſe five cubits, reaching to the wing 
of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other cherub 20a 
five cubits, reaching tothe wall of the houſe; 
and the other wing 2vas five cubits 40%, 
joining to the wing of the other cherub. 

13 The wings of theſe cherubims ſpread 
themſelves forth twenty cubits : and they 
ſtood on their feet, and their faces 4wert 
inward. 

14 And he made the vail gf blue, and 
purple, and crimſon, and fine linen, and 
wrought cherubims thereon. 

I5 Alſo he made befcre the houſe two 
pillars of thirty and five cubits high, and 
the chapiter that zvas on the top of each 
of them vas five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the oracle, 
and put them on the heads of the pillars; 
and made an hundred pomegranates, and 
put them on the chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars before BE the hot 
the temple, one on the right hand, and the 17 In 
other on the left : and called the name of caſt th. 
that on the right hand, Jachin ; and the Succoth 
name of that on the left, Boaz. CHAP

19 The inſtruments of gold. 

Oreover, he made an altar of braſs, 

twenty cubits the length thereof, 

and twenty cubits the breadth thereof, and 
ten cubits the height thereof. 

2 { Alſo he made a molten ſea of ten 
cubits from brim to brim, round in com- 
paſs, and five cubits the height thereof; 
and a line of thirty cubits did compaſs it 
round about. "= 

; And under it was the ſimilitude of 
oxen, which did compaſs it round about; 


ten in a cubit, compaſſing the ſea round 


about, two rows of. oxen were caſt.when 
caſt. 
4 S It ſtood upon twelve oxen, three look- 
ing toward the north, and three looking to- 
ward the weſt, and three looking toward 
the ſouth, and three looking toward the 
eaſt: and the ſea was ſet above upon them, 
and all their hinder parts vere inward, 
And the thickneſs of it <vas an hand- 
breadth, and the brim of it like the work of 
the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies; and 
it received and held three thouſand baths, 

64 He made alſo ten lavers, and put five 
on the right hand, and five on the left, to 
waſh in Heme ſuch things as they offered 
for the burnt-offering they waſhed in 
them; but the ſea vas for the prieſts to 
waſh in. a 

5 And he made ten candleſticks of gold 
according to their form, and ſet (hem in 
the temple, five on the right hand, and 
five 0n the left, | 

$ He made alſo ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, five on the right fide, 
and five on the left. and he made an hun- 
dred baſons of gold. 

9 Furthermore, he made the court of 
the prieſts, and the great court, and doors 
for the court, and everlaid the doors of 
them with braſs. 

10 And he ſet the ſea on the right fide 
of the eaſt end, over againſt the ſouth, 

it And Huram made the pots, and the 
ſhovels, and the baſons. and Huram finiſh- 
ed the work that he was to make for king 
Solomon for the houſe of God ; 

12 To wit, the two pillars and the pom- 
mels, and the chapiters ⁊obich were on the 
top of the two pillars, and the two wreaths 
tocover the two pommels of the chapiters 
which 2wvere on the top of the pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates on 
the two wreaths, two rows of pomegra- 
nates on each wreath, to cover the two 
pommels of the chapiters, which were 
upon the pillars. 

14 He made alſo baſes, and lavers made 
he upon the baſes. F 

15 One ſea, and twelve oxen under it : 

16 The pots alſo, andthe ſhovels, and the 
leſh-hooks, and all their inſtruments, did 
Huram his father make to king Solomon for 
the houſe of the LORD of bright braſs. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
caſt them, in the clay-ground, between 
Succoth and Zeredathah. 


43 Thus Solomon made all theſe yeels

in great abundance: for the weight of the 
braſs could not be found out. 

t9 J And Solomon made all the veſſels 
that were for the houſe of God, the golden 
altar alſo, and the tables whereon the 
ſhew-bread was ſet; 

20 Moreover, the candleſticks with their 
lamps, that they ſhould burn after the 
manner, before the oracle, of pure gold ; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, and 
— jy made be of gold, and that per- 

ect gold; 

. the ſnufers, and the baſons, and 
the ſpoons, and the cenſers, of pure gold. 
and the entry of the houſe, the inner doors 
thereof for the moſt holy place, and the 
doors of the houſe of the temple, were of 


gold. 
8 C H A P. V. 0 
1 The dedicated treaſures. 2 The bringing 
up of the ark of the covenant. 11 God be- 
ing praiſed, giveth a ſign of his favour. 
HUS all the work that Solomon made 
for the houſe of the LORD was finiſh» 
ed: and Solomon brought in all the things 
that David his father had dedicated ; and 
the ſilver, and the gold, and all the inſtru- 
ments put he among the treaſures of the 
houſe of God. 

2 J Then Solomon aſſembled the elderg 
of Iſrael, and all the heads of the tribe 
the chief of the fathers of the children o 
Iſrael unto Jeruſalem, to bring up the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD out of the 
city of David, which is Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Iſrael aſſem- 
bled themſelves unto the king in the feaſt, 
which Twas in the ſeventh month, 

4 And all the elders of Iſrael came; and 
the Levites tcok up the ark, 

5 And they brought up the ark, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and all the 
holy veſſels that were in the tabernacle, 
theſe did the prieſts and the Levites bring 


up. 

6 Alſo king Solomon, and all the congre- 
gation of Iſrael that were aſſembled unto 
him before the ark, ſacrificed ſheep and 
oxen which could not be told nor num» 
bered for multitude. 

7 And the prieſts brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the LoRD unto his place, 
to the oracle of the houſe, into the moſt 
holy place, even under the wings of the 
cherubims. 

8 For the cherubims ſpread forth hei- 
wings over the place of the ark, and the 
cherubims covered the ark and the ſtaves 
thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the ſtaves of the ark 
that the ends of the ſtaves were ſeen from 
the ark before the oracle; but they were 
ma ſeen without. and there it is unto this 

Ay. ; 

10 There was nothing in the ark ſave 
the two tables which Moſes put therein at 
Horeb when the Lorp made @ covenant 
with the children of Iſrael, when they 
came out of Egypt. BF 

11 J And it came to paſs when the prieſts 
were come out of the holy place, (for all 
the prieſts bat zvere preſent were ſancti - 
ked, and did not {hen wait by cr N

12 Alſo the Levites which vere the ſing- 
ers. all of them of Aſaph, of Heman, of 
Jeduthun, with their ſons and their bre- 
thren, being arayed in white linen, having 
cymbals and pſajteries and harps, ſtood at 
the eaſt-end of the altar, and with them 
an hundred and twenty prieſts ſounding 
with trumpets: ) 


13 It came even to paſs, as the trum- 


peters and fingers were as one, to make 
one ſound to be heard in praiſing and 
thanking the LoRD; and when they lifted 
up their voice with the trumpets and cym- 
dals and inſtruments of muſick, and praiſed 
the LORD, ſaying, For be is good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever: that hen the 
Houſe was filled with a cloud, eben the 
Houſe of the LORD; 

14 80 that the prieſts could not ſtand to 
miniſter by reaſon of the cloud: for the glo- 
Ty of the LORD had filled the houſe of God. 

CHAP. VI. | 
x Solomon having blegid the people, blegeth 
Cod. 12 H's prayer at the conſecration 
of the temple. 
HEN ſaid Solomon, The Lok PD hath 
ſaid that he would dwell in the thick 
darkneſs. 

2 But I have built an houſe of habita- 
tion for thee, anda place for thy dwelling 
for ever. 

2 And the king turned his face; and bleſſ- 
ed the whole congregation of Iſrael: and 
all the congregation of Iſrael! ſtood. 

4 And he ſaid, Blefſed be the LORD God 
of Ifrae], who hath with his hands fulfilled 
that which he ſpake with his mouth to 

my father David, ſaying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth m 
people out of the land of Egypt, I choſe 
no city among all the tribes of Ifrael to 
"build an houſe in, that my name might be 
there; neither choſe I any man to be a 
ruler over my people Iſrael : 

6 But I have choſen Jeruſalem, that my 
name might be there; and nave choſen 
David to be over my people ifrae). 

7 Now it was in the heart of David my 
Father to build an houſe for the name of 
the LORD God of lirael, 

8 But the LorD ſaid to David my fa- 
ther, Foraſmuch as it was in thine heart 
to build an houſe for my name, thou didft 
well in that it was in thine heart: 

g Notwithſtanding, thou ſhalt not build 
the houſe ;' but thy ſon which ſhall come 
forth out of thy loins, he fhall build the 
houſe for my name. 

10 The LORD therefore hath performed 
His word that he heth ſpoken: for I am rilgn 
up in the room of David my father, and am 
ſet on the throne of {frael, as the LORD 
promited, and have built the houſe for the 
name of the LORD God of Iſtael. 

ir And in it have I put the ark; where- 
in is the covenant of the LorD that he 
made with the children, of iirael. 

12 J And he ſtood before the altar of the 
LORD in the preſence of all the congrega- 
tion of [ſrae!, and ſpread forth his hands; 

13 For Solomon had made a braſen ſcaf- 
fold, of five cubits long, and five cubits 
broad, and three cubits high, and had ſet 
it in the midſt of the court: and upon it he

ſtood, and kneeled down upon his knees 
before all the congregation of Iſrael, and 
ſpread forth his hands towards Heaven, 

14 And faid, O LORD God of Iſrael, ther; 
is no God like thee in the heaven, nor in 
the earth; which keepeft covenant, and 
ſhewweſt mercy unto thy ſervants, that 
walk before thee with all their hearts: 

15 Thou which haſt kept with thy ery. 
ant David my father that which thoy 
hait promiſed him; and ſpakeſt with thy 
mouth, and haſt fulfilled it with thine 
hand, as it is this day. 

15 Now therefore, O LORD God of Iſrae! 
keep with thy iervant David my father, that 
which thou haſt promiſed him, faying 
There ſhall not fail thee a man in my tight 
to fit upon the throne of Iſrael; yet fo, that 
thy children take heed to their way to walk 
in my law, as thou haſt walked before me, 

17 Now then, O LORD God of IIxael, 
let thy word be verified which thou hag 
ſpoken unto thy ſervant David. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell with 
men on the earth? beholu, heaven, and the 
heaven of heavens cannot contain thee; how 
much lefs this houſe which I have built? 

19 Have reſpect therefore to the prayer 
of thy ſervant, and to his ſapplication, 0 
LORD my God, to hearken unto the cry 
and the prayer which thy ſervant prayeth 
before thee: 

20 That thine eyes may be open upon 
this houſe day and night, upon the place 
whereof thou haſt ſaid, that thou wouldet 
put thy name there; to hearken unto. the 
prayer which thy ſervant prayeth towards 
this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the ſupplicati- 
ons of thy ſervant, and of thy people IIracl, 
which they ſhall make towards this place: 
hear thou from thy dwelling-place, even 
from heaven; and when thou heareſt, 
forgive. 

22 If a man fin againſt his neighbour, 

and an oath be laid upon him to make 
him ſware. and the oatn come before thine 
altar in this houte; 
23 Then hear thou from heaven, and do, 
and judge thy ſervants, by requiting the 
wicked, by recompen ng his way upon his 
own head, and by juſtifying the righteous, 
by giving him according to his righte- 
ouſneſs, | 

24 And if thy peopl Iſrael be put to the 
worſe before the enemy, becauſe they have 
ſinhed againſt thee ; and ſhall return and 
confeſs thy name, and pray and make ſup- 
plication before the? in this houſe; 

25 Then hear thou from the heavens, and 
forzive the fin of thy people Iſrael, and 
bring them again unto the land which thou 
gaveit to them and to their fathers. 

26 When the heaven is ſhut up, and 
there is no rain, becauſe they have ſinned 


againſt thee ; yet if they pray towards this 


place, and confeis thy name. and turn from 
their fin when thou dof afflict them; 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, and for- 
give the fin of thy ſervants and of thy peo- 
ple Iſrael, when thou haſt taught them the 
good way wherein they ſhould walk; and 
ſend rain upon thy land which thou hiſt 


given unto thy people for an iaheritance, | 
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28 If there be dearth in the land, if 
there be peſtilence, if there be blaſting, or 
mildew, locuſts, or caterpillers ; it their 
enemies btſiege them in the cities of their 
land; whaticever ſore, or whatſoever fick- 
neſs there be: ; 

29 Then what prayer or what ſupplica 
tion ſoever ſhall be made of any man, or of 
all thy people Iſrael, when every one ſhall 
know his own ſore and his own grief, and 
ſhail ſpread forch his hands in this houſe: 

zo Then hear thou from he ven thy 
dwelling-plzce, and forgive, and render un- 
toevery man according unto all his ways, 
whoſe heart thou knoweſt ; (for thou only 
know eſt the hearts of the chi'cren of men:) 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk in 
thy ways ſo long as they live in the land 
which thou gayeit unto our fathers. 

32 Moreover, concerning the ſtranger, 
wich is not of thy people Iſrael, but is 
come from a far country for thy great 
name's ſake, and thy mighty hand, and 
thy flretehed- out arm; if they come and 
pray in this houſe | 

33 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
een from thy dwelling- place, and do ac- 
cording to all that the ſtranger calleth to 
thee for; that all people of the earth may 
know thy name, and fear thee, as doth thy 
people Iſrael, and may know that this houle 
which 1 have built is calied by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war againſt 
their enemies by the way that thou ſhalt 
ſead them, and they pray unto thee toward 
this city which thou haſt choſen, and the 

houſe which I have built for thy name: 

35 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
their prayer- and their ſupplication, and 
maintain their cauſe. 

30 If they ſin again thee, (for there is 
no man which ſinneth not.) and thou be 
angry with them, and deliver them over 

before their ent mies, and they carry them 
away captives unto a land far off or near; 

37 Vet, zf they bethink themſelves in the 
land whither they are carried captive, and 
turn and pray unto thee in the land of their 
captivity, ſaying, We have ſinned, we have 
done amiſs, and have dealt wickedly ; 

33 If they return to thee with all their 
heart and with all their ſoul in the land 
of their captivity, whither they have car- 
ried them captives, and pray toward their 
land which thou gaveſ unto their fathers, 
aud toward the city which thou haſt 
choſen, and toward the houſe which I 
have built for thy name : 

39 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling-place, their prayer 


and their ſupplications, and maintain their 


cauſe, and forgive thy people which have 
fined againſt thee, 

49 Now, my God, let I beſeech thee, 
thine eyes be open, and Jef thine ears be 
dere unto the prayer that is made in this 
place. 
4 Now therefore ariſe, O LORD God, 
into thy reſting- place, thou, and the ark 
of thy ſtrength: let thy prieſts, O LoRD 
God, be clothed with ſalvation, and let 
thy ſaints rejoice in goodneſs. 5

1 God giving teſtimony to Solomon's prayers 
the people ww3r hip bim 4S0lomon”s ſacrifices 
OW when Solomon had made an end 
of praying, the fire came down from 
heaven, and conſumed the burnt-off-ring 
and the ſacrifices ; and the glory of the 
LORD filled the houſe. 
2 And the prieſts could not enter into the 


houſe of the LoRD, becauſe the glory of 


the LORD had filled the LorD's houſe. 

3 And when all the children of Iſrael ſaw 
huw'the fire came down, and the glory of 
the Logb upon the houſe, they bowed 
themſelves with their faces ro the ground 
upon the pavement, and worſhipped, and 
praiied the LORD, /aying, For be is good; 
for his mercy enduretb for ever. | 

4 J Then the duk, and all the peop! 

before the LORD, 2 

5 And king Solomon offered a ſacrifice 
of twenty and two thouſand oxen, and an 
hundred and twenty thouſand ſheep. ſo 
the king and all the people dedicated the 
houſe of God. | 

6 And the priefts waited on their offices2 
the Levites allo with inſtruments of muſick 
of the LoRD, which David the king had 
mace to praiſe the LORD, becauſe his mer- 
cy endureth for ever, when David praiſed 
by their miniſtry: and the prieſts founded 
t:umpets before them, and all Iſrael ſtood, 

7 Moreover, Solomon hallowed the mid- 
dle of the court that zvas before the houſe 
of the LORD: for there he offered burnt- 
offerings, and the fat of the peace-offer- 
ings, becauſe the braſen altar which Solo- 
mon had made was not able to receive the 
burnt-offerings, and the meat-offerings, 
and the fat. 8 ey 

8 Alſo at the ſame time Solomon kept 
the feaſt ſeven days, and all Iſrael with him, 
a very great congregation, from the enter - 
inz-in of Hamath unto the river of ESYPTs 

9 And in the eighth day they made 2 
ſolemn aſſembly: for they kept the dedi- 
cation of the altar ſeven days, and the 
feaſt ſeven days.. 

10 And on the three and twentieth day 
of the ſeventh month he ſent the people 
away into their tents, glad and merry in 
heart for the goodneſs that the LORD had 
ſhewed unto David, and to Solomon, and 
to Iſrael his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finiſhed the houſe of 
the LoRD, and the king's houſe: and all 
that came into Solomon's heart to make in 
the houſe of the LORD, and in his own 
houſe, he proſperouſly effected, 

12 And the LORD appeared to Solomon 
by night, and ſaid unto him, I have heard 
thy prayer, and have choſen this place ta 
my ſelf for an houſe of ſacrifice, 

13 If I ſhut up heaven that there be no 
rain, or if I command the locuſts to de- 


vour the land, or if I ſend peſtilence a- 


mong my people; 

14 If my ple, which are called by 
my name, ſhall humble themſelves and 
pray, and ſeek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways ; then will I hear from

w 
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Co's promiſe, 
heaven, and will forgive their fin, and 
Will heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes ſhall be open, and 
mine ears attent unto the prayer that is 
made in this place. 

16 For now have I choſen and ſanctiſied 
this houſe, that my name may be there 
for ever: and mine eyes and mine heart 
ſhall be there 5 c 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk 
before me, as David thy father walked. 
and do according to ajl that 1 have com- 
minded thee, and ſhalt obſerve my ſtatutes 
and my judgements ; 

18 Then weill I ſtabliſh the throne of thy 
kingdom, according as I have covenanted 
with David thy fatter, ſaying, There ſhall 
not fail thee a man zo be ruler in Ifrael. 

19 But if ye turn away and ſorſake my 
Katutes and my commandments which J 
have ſet before you, and ſhall go and ſerve 
other pods, and worſhip them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of mv land which 1 have given 
them; and this houſe, which I have ſancti- 
fied for my name, will } cat out of my 
fight, and will make it o be a proverb 
and a by-word among all natiors. 

21 And this houſe, which is high, ſhall 
be an aſtoniſhment to every one that paſſeth 
by it: ſo that he ſhall ſay, Why bath the 
LORD done thus unto this land, and unt 
this houſe? | 
22 And it ſhall be anſwered, Becauſe they 
forſook the LORD God of their fathers, 
which brought them forth out of the land 
of Egypt, end laid hold on other gods, and 
worihipped them, and ſerved them: there- 
fore hath he brought all this evil upon 


them. 
CHAP. VIII. 
1 Solomons buildings. 7 The Gentiles mae 
tributaries. 12 Solomons yearly ſacrifices. 
ND it came to paſs at the end of twenty 
A years, wherein Solomon had built the 
ouſe of the LORD and his own houſe, 
2 That the cities which Huram had re- 
fgored to Solomon, Solomon built them, and 
cauſed the children of Iſrael to dwell there. 


3 And Solomon went to Hamath zobah, 


and prevailed againſt it, 

4 And he built Tadmor in the wilder- 
neis, and all the ſtore-cities which he 
built in Hamath. 

5 Alſo he built Beth-horon the upper, 
end Beth-horon the nether, tenced-cities, 
with walls, gates and bars; 

6 And Baalath, and all the ſtore- cities 
that Solomon hed, and all the chariot- 
cities. and the citics of the horſemen, and 
ali that Solomon deſited to build in Jeru- 
ſalem, end in Lebanon, and throughout all 
the land of his dominion, 

7 J As for all the people that euere left 

of the Hictites, and the Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the jebu- 
fates, which were not of Iirael, 
8 But of their children who were left 
aſter them in tne land, whom the children 
of iſrael] conſumed not; them did Solomon 
mak e to pay tribute until this day. 

9 But of the children of Iſrael did Solo- 
mon make no ſervants for his work ; but

they wwere men of war, and chief of his 


. captains, and captains of his chariots and 


horſemen. 

io And theſe evere the chief of king So- 
lomon's officers, even two hundred and 
fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

11 And Solomon brought up the daugh - 

ter of Pharaoh out of the city of David 
unto the houſe that he had built for her: 
for he fail, My wite ſhall not dwell in the 
houſe of Divid F1nZ of Ifrael, becauſe the 
places are holy, whereunto the ark of the 
LORD hatt come. 
_ 12 4 Then Solomon offered burnt-off-r- 
ings unto the LORD on the altar of the 
LORD, which he had built before the 
porch : 

13 Even after a certain rate every day, 
offering according to the commandment 
of Moſes, on the ſabbaths, and on the new- 
moons, and on the ſolemn feaſts, three 
times in the year, even in the feaſt of un- 
leavened bread, and in the feaſt of weeks, 
and in the feart of tabernacles. 

14 And he appointed, according to the 
order of Divid his father, the courſes of 
the priefts to their ſervice, and the Levites 
to their charges, to praiſe and miniſter be + 
fore the priefis, as the duty of every day 
required: the porters alſo by their courſes, 
at every gate: for ſo had David the man 
of God commanded. | 

Is And they departed not from the com- 
mandment of the king unto the prieſts and 
Levites, concerning any matter, or con- 
cerning the treaſures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon was pre- 
pared unto the day of the foundation of the 
houſe of the LORD, and until it was finiſhed, 
ſo the houſe of the LORD was perfected. 

17 Then went Solomon to Ezion-geber, 
and to Eloth, at the ſea fide in the land of 
Edom. 

18 And Huram ſent him, by the hands of 
his ſervants, ſhips, and ſervants that had 
knowledge of the ſea; and they went with 
the ſervants af Solomon to Ophir, and took 
thence four hundred and fifty talents of 
gold, and brought them to king Solomon. 

CHAP, IX.

29 His death, 
N D when the queen of Sheha heard of 
the fame of Solomon, ſhe Tame to 
prove Solomon with hard queſtions at Je- 
ruſalem, with a very great company, and 
camels that bare ſpices, and gold in abun- 
dance, and precious ſtones : and when ſhe 
was come to Solomen, ſhe communed with 
him of all that was in her heart. 

2 And Solomon told her allher queſtions z 
and there was nothing hid from Solomon 
which he told her not. | , 

3 And when thequeen of Sheba had ſeen 
the wiſdom of Solomon, and the houſe that 
he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, and the fit- 
ting, of his ſervants, and the attendance of 
his miniſters, and their apparel : his cup- 
bearers alſo, and their appare! : and his aſ- 
cent by which he went up into the houſe of 
the LORD; there was no more ſpirit in her. 

5 Aid ſheſaid to the king, It s a true 

: report 


Solomon's riches. 
report which 1 heard in mine own land, 
of thine acts, and of thy wiſdom: 

6 Howbeit, I believed not their words, 
until 1 came, and mine eyes had ſeen it. 
and behold, the one half of the greatneſs 
of thy wiſdom was not told me : for thou 
exceedeſt the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy ar? 
theſe thy ſervants. which ſtand continual- 
ly before thee, and hear thy wiſdom. _ 

8 Bleſſed be the LorD thy God, which 
delighted in thee to ſet thee on his throne, 
fo be king for the LoRD thy God. becauſe 
thy God loved Iſrael, to eſtabliſn them for 
ever, therefore made he thee king over 
them, to do judgement and juſtice. 

9 And ſhe gave the king an huncred and 
twenty talents of gold, and of ſpices great 
abundance, and precious ſtones : neither 
was there any ſuch ſpices as the queen of 
Sheba gave king Solomon. 

10 And the ſervants alſo of Huram, and 
the ſervants of Salemon, which brought 
gold from Ophir, brought algum- trees, 


and precious ſtones. 


11 And the king made of the algum- 
trees, terriſes tc the houſe of the LORD, 
and to the Fing's palace, and harps and 
pſalteries for fingers, and there were none 
ſuch ſeen before in the land of Judah. 

12 And king Solomon gave to the queen 
of Sheba all her defcire, whatſoever ſhe ask - 
ed, beſide that which ſhe had brought un- 
to the king, fo ſhe turned, and went away 
to her own land, ſhe and her ſervants. 

13 J Now the weight of gald that came 
to Solomon In one year was fix hundred 
and threeſcore and fix telents of gold; 

14 Befides that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. and all the kings of 
Arabia and governors of the country 
brought gold and filver to Solomon. 

15 Ard king Solomon made two hun- 
dred targets of beatcn gold: fix hundred 
ſbckels of beaten gold went to one target. 

16 And three Hundred ſhields ade he of 
beaten gold: three hundred /t Rels of gold 
went to one ſhield. and the king put them 
in the houſe of the foreſt of Lebanon. 

17 Moreover, the king made a great throne 
of jvory, and overlaid it with pure gold. 

18 And there ⁊uere ſix Reps to the throne, 
with a fontftonl-of gnid, which evere faſt- 
ened to the throne, and ftiys on each fide 
of the fitting-place, and two lions ſtanding 
by the ſtays. | 

19 And twelve lions ſtood there on the 
one ſide and on the other, upen the ſix 


ſteps. there was not the like made in any 


20 And all the drinking-veſſels of king 
Solomon were of gold. and all the veſſels 
of the houſe of the foreſt of Lebanon Were 


e pure gold; none Twere of filver ; it was 


779 any thing accounted of in the days of 
Solomon. 

21 For the king's ſhips went to Tarſhiſn 
with the ſervants of Huram; everv three 
years once came the ſhips of Tarſhiſh 
bringing gold and filver, ivory, and apes, 
and peacocks. 

22 And king Solomon paſſed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wiſdom, 


Chap . Ix; X. 


His death. 


23 And all the kings of the earth ſought 
the preſence of Solomon, to hear his wiſ- 
dom, that God had put in his heart. 

24 And they brought every man his 
preſent, veſſels of ſilver, and veſſels of 
gold, and raiment, harneſs, and ſpices, 
horſes, and mules, a rate year by year. 

25 And Solomon had four thouſand ſtalls 


for horſes and chariots, and twelve tho't- 


fand torſemen; whom he beſtowed in the 
ny riot-cities, and with the king at Jeruſa- 
em. 

25 And he reigned over all the kings, 
from the river even unto the land of the 
Philifti5es, and tothe border of Egypt. 

27 And the king made ſilver in jeruſa - 
lem as ſtones, and cedar-trees made he as 
the ſycamore-trees, that are in the low 
plzins in abundance, 

28 And they brought unto Solomon, 
horſes out of Egypt, and cut of all lands. 

£9 7 Now the reſt of the acts of Solo- 
mon, firſt and laſt, are they not written in 
the baok of Nathan the prophet, and in 
the prophecy of Ahijth the Shilonite, and 
in the vifims of 14450 the ſeer againſt Je- 
roboam the ſon Nebat ? 

30 and Solomon reigned in Jeruſalem 
over all Iſrae! forty years. | 

31 And Solomon ſlept with his fathers, 
and he was buried in the city of David His 
father. and Rehoboam his ton reigned in 


his ſtead, 
CHAP. K. 
1 Rehoboam refuſing the old men's counſel, 

16 ten tribes revolt, 18 and be fl:eth. 

ND Rehoboam went to Shechem: for 
to Shechem were all Iſrael come to 
make him king. a 

2 And it came to paſs when Jeroboam 
the ſon of Nebat, who vas in Egypt, whi- 
ther he had fled from the preſence of So- 
lomon the king, heard it, that jeroboam 
returned out of Egypt. rags, 

3 And they ſent and called him. fo 
Jeroboam and all Iſrael came, and ſpake 
to Rehoboam, ſaying, 

4 Thy father mace our yoke grievous: 
now therefore eaſe thou ſomewhat the 
grievous ſervitude of thy father, and his 
heavy yoke that he put upon us, and we 
will ſerve thee. 

5 And he ſaid unto them, Come again 
unto me after three days. and the people 
departed. 

6 And king Rehoboam took counſel 
with the old men that had ſtood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
ſaying, What counſel give ye me to re- 
turn anſwer to this people? 

7 And they ſpake unto him, ſaving, 
If thou be kind to this people, and pleaſe 
them, and fpeak good words to them, 
they will be thy ſervants for ever. 

8 But he for{ook the counſel which the 
old men gave him, and took counſel with 
the young men that were brought up 
with him, that ſtood before him. 

9 And he ſaid unto them, What advice 
give ye that we may return anſwer to. 
this people, which have ſpoken to me, 
ſaying, Eaſe ſomewhat the yoke that thy 
father did put upon us: 
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10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him, ſpake unto him, 
ſaying, Thus ſhalt thou anſwer the people 
that ipake unto thee, ſaying, Thy father 
made cur yoke heavy, but make thou it 
ſomewhat lighter for us ; thus ſhalt thou 
fay unto them, My little frger ſhall be 
thicker than my father's loins. 

11 For whereas my father put a heavy 
Joke upon you, I will put more to your 
yoke : my father chaſtiſed you wi h whips, 
but I will cbaſtiſe ) u with irorpions. 

12 So Jeraboam and all the peuple came 
to Rehoboam on the third day, as the ki g 
bade, ſaying, Come again to me on the 
third day. 

13 And the king anſwered them rough 
ly ; and king Rehoboam foriook the coun- 
ſel of the old men, 

14 And anſwered them after the advice 
of the young men, ſaying, My father made 
your yoke heavy, but I will add thereto: 
my father chaſtiſed you with whips, but I 
Toi cbaſtiſe you with ſcorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto the 

eople; for the cauſe was of God, that the 

ORD might perform his word which he 
ſpake by the hand of Ahijah the Shilonite 
to Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat. 

16 J And when all lirael e that the 
| king would no: hearken unto them, the 
people anſwered the king, ſaying, What 
portion have we in David? and we bawe 
none inheritance in the ſon of Jeſſe: every 
man to your tents, O lirael : and now, 


David, ſee to thine own houſe. ſo all Iſrael 


went to their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Iſrael that 
dwelt in the cities ef Judah, Rehoboam 
reigned over them. 

18 J Then king Rehoboam ſent Hadoram 
that Mas over the tribute; and the children 
of Iſrael toned him with tones, that he 
died. but king Rehoboam made ſpeed to get 
Him up to bis chariot, to flee to Jeruſalem. 

10 And Iſrael rebelled againſt the houſe 
of David unto this 5 5 

CHAP. XI. 


1 Rehobsam raiſing an army to ſubdue Iſrael, 
is forbidden by Shemaiah. 18 His ⁊oides. 
N D when Rehoboam was come to Je- 
ruſalem, he gathered of the houſe of 
Judab and Benjamin an hundred and four- 
core thouſand cholen men which were war- 
Tiers, to fight againſt Iſrael, that he might 
bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam. 

2 But the word of the LorD came to 
Shemaiah the man of God, ſaying, 

3 Speak unto Rehoboam the ſon of So- 
lomon king of Judah, and to all Iſrael in 
Judah and Benjamin, laying, : 

4 Thus faith the LoRD, Ye ſhall not go 
up, nor fight againſt your brethren: re- 
turn every man to his houſe : for this thing 
is done of me, and they obeyed the words 


of the LoRD, and returned from going - 


againſt Jeroboam. | 
5 And Rehoboam dwelt in Jeruſalem, 
and built cities for defence in Judah. 
6 He built even Beth-lehem, and Etam, 
and Tekoa, 
pe Beth - zur, and Shoco, and Adullam, 
And Gath, and Mareſhah, and Ziph, 


Jrael rewolteth from Reboboam. II. CHRONICLES, His firength, wives, and children. 


9 And Adoraim, and Lachiſh. and Azekah, 

10 And Zorah. and Aijalon, and Hebron, 
which are in Judah, and in Benjamin, 
fenced cities. | 

11 And he fortified the ſtrong holds. and 
put captains in them, and fore of victual, 
and of oil and wine 

12 Ang in every ſeveral city be put 
ſhie!ds and ſpears. and made them exceed- 
ing ſtrong, having Judah and Benjamin 
on his fide. 

13 And the prieſts and the Levites, that 
do re in ail lirael, reſorted to him out of 
all their coaſts. * 

14 For the Levites left their ſuburbs 
and their poſſeſſion, and came to Judah 
and Jeruſalem : for ſeroboam and his ſong 
had caſt them off from executing the 
prieſt's office unto the LORD: 

15 And he ordained him priefts for the 
high - places, and for the devils, and for 
the calves which he had made, 7 
16 And after them out of all the tribes 
of Iſrael, ſuch as ſet their hearts to feek 
the LORD God of Iſrael, came to Jeruſa- 
lem, to ſacrifice unto the LORD God of 
their fathers. 

17 So they ſtrengthened the kingdom of 
Judah, and made Rehobozm the fon of 
Solomon ſtrong, three years: for three 
years they walked in the way of David 
and Solomon. 

18 J And Rehoboam took him Maha- 
lath the daughter of Jerimoth the fon of 
David to wife, and Abthail the daughter 
of Eliab the fon of Jefle : N 

19 Which bare him children; Jeuſh, 
and Shamariah, and Zahim. 

20 And after her, he took Maachah the 
daughter of Abſalom : which bare him Abi- 
jah, and Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. 

21 And Rehoboam loved Maachah the 
daughter of Abſalom above all his wives 
and his concubines, for he took eighteen 
wives and threeſcore concubines : and be- 
gat twenty and eight ſons, and threeſcore 


daughters. 


22 And Rehoboam made Abijah the ſon 
of Maachah the chief, o be ruler among his 
brethren : for he thought to make him king. 

23 And he dealt wiſely, and diſperſed of 
all his children throughout all the countries 
of Judah and Benjamin, unto every fenced 
city: and he gave them victual in abun- 
dance. and he defired many wives. 

CHAP. XII. 
t Rehoboam forſaking God, is puniſhed by 

Shijhak. 13 His reign, and death. © 

ND it came to paſs when Rehoboam 
A had eſtabliſhed the kingdom, and had 
ſtrengthened himſelf, he forſook the law 
of the LORD, and all Iſrael with him. 

2 And it came to paſs that in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam Shiſhak king of 
Egypt came up againſt Jeruſalem, becauſe 
they had tranigrefled againſt the LORD, 

2 With twelve hundred chariots, and 
threeſcore thouſand horſemen : and the 
people were without number that came 
with him out of Egypt, the Lubims, the 
Sukkiims, and the Ethiopians. : 

- 4 And he took the fenced cities which 
txrtgined to Judah, and came to Jeruſalem. 
5 Then 


bak. ſpoileth Jeruſalem. 

5 Then came Shemaiah the prophet to 
Rehoboam, and to the princes of Judah, 
that were gathered together to Jeruſalem 
becauſe of Shiſhak, and ſaid unto them, 
Thus ſaith the LorD, Ye have forſaken 
me, and therefore have I alſo left you in 
the hand of Shiſhak. 

6 Whereupon the princes of Iſrael and 
the king humbled themſelves; and they 
jaid, The LORD is righteous. 

7 And When the LorD ſaw that they 
humbled themſelves, the word of the LoRD 
came to Shemaiah, ſaying, They have hum- 
bled themſelves: therefore I will not deſtroy 
them, but I will grant them ſome delive- 
rance; and my wrath ſhall not be poured 
out upon Jeruſalem by the hand of Sbiſhak. 

8 Nevertheleſs, they ſhall be his ſervants; 
that they may know my ſervice, and the 
ſervice of the kingdoms of the countries. 

So Shiſhak king of Egypt came up a- 
gainſt Jeruſalem, and took away the trea- 
ſures of the houle of the LORD, and the 
treaſures of the king's houſe; he took all: 
he carried away alſo the ſhields of gold 
which Solomon had made. 

10 Inftead of which king Rehoboam made 
ſhields of braſs, and committed them to the 
hand of the chief of the guard, that kept 
the entrance of the king's houſe. 

11 And when the king entered into the 
houſe of the LorD, the guard came and 
fetched them, and brought them again in- 


to the guard-chamber, 


12 And when he humbled himſelf, the 
wrath of the LORD turned from him, that 


he would not deſtroy bim altogether : and 
et they in order upon the pure table; and 


alſo in Judah things went well. | | 
13 J 80 king Rehoboam ftrengthened 
Himſelf in Jeruſalem, and reigned. for Re- 
hoboam vas one and forty yeirs old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned ſeven- 
teen years in Jeruſalem, the city which the 
LORD had choſen out of all the tribes of 
Iſrael to put his name there. and his mo- 
ther's name cas Naamah an Ammoniteſs. 


14 And he did evil, becauſe he prepared 


not his heart to ſeek the LORD. 

15 Now the acts of Rehoboe m, firſt and 
Jaſt, are they not written in the book of 
Shemaiah the prophet, and of Iddo the 
ſeer, concerning genealogies ? and fhere 
zbere wars between Rehoboam and Jero- 
boam continually. 

16 And Rehoboam ſept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David. and 
Abijah his ſon reigned in his ſtead, _ 

CHAP. XIII. 
1Abijab ſucceeding, maketh awar againſt Fe- 
roboam, iz and overcometh him. 
OW in the eighteenth year of king Je- 
155 3 began Abijah to reign over 
Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jeruſilem. 
his mother's name alſo was Michaiah the 
daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. and there was 
war between Abijah and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abjjah ſet the battle in array with 
an army of vali=nt men of war, en four 
hundred thouſand choſen men : Jeroboam 
alſo ſet the battle in array againſt him with 
eight hundred thouſand choſen men, being 
mighty men of 'valour,

- and took cities from him, Beth-el with the 


Hiab overcometh Teroboamts 


4 And Abijah ſtood up upon mount Zed 
maraim, Which is in mount Ephraim, and 
_ Hear me, thou jeroboam, and all If» 
rael, 

5s Ought ye not to know that the LoRD 
God of Iſrael gave the kingdom over Iſrael 
to David for ever, ever to him and to his 
ſons by a covenant of ſalt? f 

6 Yet Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat, the 
ſervant of Solomon the ſon of David, is 
riſen up, and hath rebelled againft his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him 
vain men the children of Belial, and have 
ſtrengthened theniſelves againſt Rehoboam 
the ſon of Solomon, when Rehoboam was 
young and tender-hearted, and could not 
withſtand them. 

8 And now ye think to withſtand the 
kingdom of the LORD in the hand of the 
ſons of David; and ve be a great multi- 
tude, and there are with you golden calves, 
which Jeroboam made you for gods. | 

9 Have ye not caſt out the prieſts of the 
LORD the ſons of Aaron, and the Levites, 
and have made you prieſts after the manner 
of the nations of other lands? ſo that whoſo- 
ever cometh to conſecrate himſelf with a 
young bullock and ſeven rams, be ſame. 
may be a prieft of fem that are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the LORD is our God, 
and we have not foriaken him; and the 
prieſts which miniſter unto the Loxp are 
the ſons of Aaron, and the Levites wait 
upon their buſineſs. 

it And they burn unto the LoRD every 
morning and every evening burnt-ſacrifi- 
ces and ſweet incenſe : the heu- bread alſo 


the candleſtick of gold with the lamps there- 
of, to burn every evening : for we keep the 
charge of the LORD our God: but ye have 
forſaken him. : 

iz And behold, God himſelf is with us 
for our captain, and his prieſts with ſound- 
ing trumpets to cry alarm againſt you. 0 
children of Iſrael, fight ye not againſt the 
LoRPD God of your fathers: for ye ſhall 
not proſper. 

13 J But jeroboam cauſed an ambuſhe 
ment to come about behind them: ſo they 
were before Judah, and the ambuſhment 
Tas behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back, behold, 
the battle has before and behind: and the 
cried unto the LORD, and the prieſts ſound- 
ed with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a ſhouts: 
and as the men of Judah ſhouted, it came, 
to paſs that God ſmote Jeroboam and all 
Iirael before Abijah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Iſtael fled before 
Judah: and God delivered them into their 


hand. 

0 And Abijah and his people flew them 
with a great ſlaughter: ſo there fell down 
ſlain of Iſrael five hundred thouſand choſen 
men. 

18 Thus the children of Iſrael were 
brought under at that time, and the ch: d- 
ren of Judah prevailed, becauſe they relied 
upon the LORD God of their fithers. 

10 And Abijah purſued after Jereboam, 
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Aja woercometh Zerab. 


towns thereof, and Ephraia with the 
towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recover ſtrength 
again in the days of Abijah ; and the LORD 
Kruck him, and he died. | 

21 But Abijah waxed mighty, and mar- 
ried fourteen wives, and begat twenty and 
two ſons, and ſixteen daughters. . 

22 And the reſt of the acts of Abijah, and 
his ways, and his ſayings, are written in 
the ſtory of the prophet 1ddo. 

1 Aſa ſucceeding, deſtrayeth idolatry. q call- 

ing on God, be cwvercometh Zerab, and 

- ſpoileth the Ethigpians. 

03 Abijah flept with his fathers, and they 

buried him in the city of David. and 
Ala his ſon reigned in his flead, in 
days the land was quiet ten years. 

2 And Aia did that which «vas good and 
Tight in the eyes of the LORD his God. 

3 For he took away the altars of the 
Arange gods, and the high places, and brake 
down the images, and cut down the groves: 

4 And commanded Judah to ſeek the LORD 
God of their fathers, and to do the law 
and the commandment. 

5 Aiſo he took away out of all the cities 
of Judah the high places and the images: 
and the kingdom was quiet before him. 

6 And he built fenced cities in Judah : 
for the land had reſt, and he had no war 
in thoſe years; becaufe the LokD had 
given him reſt. : 

7 Therefore he ſaid unto Judah, Let us 
build theſe cities, and make about bem 
walls and towers, gates and bare, while 
the land is yet before us; becauſe we have 
ſought the LORD cur God, we have ſought 
bini, and he hath given us reſt on every 
de. ſo they built, and proſpered, 

3 And Aſa had an army of men that bare 
targets and ſpears, out of Judah three hun- 
dred thouſand, and out of Benjamin, that 
bare ſhields and drew bows, two hundred 
and fourſcore thouſznd ; all theſe wwere 
mighty men of valour. 

.9 4 And there came out againſt them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with an hoſt of a thou- 
ſand thouſand. and three hundred chariots; 
and he came unto Mareſhah. 

10 Then Aſa went out againſt him, and 
they ſet the battle in array in the valley of 
Zepnathah at Mareſhah. 

it And Afacried unto the LORD his God, 
and ſaid, LORD, it is nothing with thee to 
be;p, whether with many, or with them 
that have no power. help us, O LORD our 
God; for we reſt on thee, and in thy name 
we go againſt this multitude. O Logp, 
thou art our Ged; let not man prevail 
againſt thee. WT 

12 So the LorD ſmote the Ethiopians 
before Aſa, and before Judah; and the 
Ethiopians fled. |

the Ethiopians were overthrown, that they 
could not recover themſelves ; for they 
were deſtroyed before the LORD and before

5 And in thoie titnes there wwas no peac 
to hia that went out, nor to him that 
came in, but great vexations were upon all 
the inhabitants of the countries, 

6 And nation was defiryyed of nation, 
and city of city : for God did vex them 
with all adverſity. 

7 Be ye ſtrong therefore, ard let not 
your hands be weak: for your work hall 

e rewarded. | tet 

8 And when Aſa heard theſe words, and 
the prophecy of Oded tte prophet, he took 
courage, and put away the abominable idolg 
out of all the land of Judah and Benjamin, 
and out of the cities which he had taken 
from mount Ephraim, and renewed the al- 
tar of the LORD that 5vas before the porch 
of the LoRD. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and Benja- 
min, and the ſtrangers with them out of 
Ephraim and Manaflich, and out of Simeon: 
for they fell to him out cf Iſrael In abun- 
dance, when they ſaw that the LORD his 
God was with him. 

10 So they gathered themſelves together 
at Jeruſalem in the third month, in the fif- 
teenth year of the reign of Aſa. 

11 And they offered unto the LORD the

16 J And alfo concernirg Maachah the 
mother of Aſa the king, he removed her 
ſrom being queen, becauſe ſhe had made an 
idol in a grove: and Aſa cut dowa her idol, 
and ſtamped it, and burned it at the brook 
Kidron. 

17 Bat the high places were not taken 
away out of Iſrael: nevertheleſs, the heart 
of Aſa was perfect all his days. 

18 And he brought into the houſe of God 
the things that his father had dedicated, 
and that he himſelf had dedicated, ſilver, 
and gold, and veſſels, N 

19 And there was no more war unto the 
five and thirtieth year of the reign of Aſa. 

CHAP, XVI. : 

1 Aja by the aid of the Syrians, diverteth 
Baaſha from building of Ramah. 11 He 
ſeeketh not to God in his diſeaſe, but tothe 
phyſicians. 13 His death and burial. 

N the fix and thirtieth year of the reign 

of Aſa Baatha king of Iſrael came up a- 
gainſt Judah, and built Ramah, to the in- 
tent that he might let none go out or come 

In to Aſa * of Judah. 

2 Then Aſa brought out filver and gold 


out of the treaſures of the houſe of the 


LoRD, and of the king's houſe, and ſent 
to Ben-hadad king of Syria that dwelt at 
Damaſcus, ſaying, 

3 [here is a league between me and thee, 
as Here was between my father and thy 
father: behold, I have ſent thee ſilver and 
gold; go, break thy league with Baaihia king 
of Iſrael, that he may depart from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto king 
Aſa, and ſent the captains of his armies a- 
gainſ the cities of Iſrael ; and they ſmote 
Ijon, and Dan, antAbel-maim, and all the 
fore- cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to paſs, when Baaſha 
heard it, that he left off building of Ramah, 
and let his work ceaſe. 

6 Then Aſa the king took all Judah; and 
they carried away the ſtones of Ramah, and 
the timber thereof, wherewith Baaſha was 
a building: and he builded therewith Geba 
and Mizpah, 

And at that time Hanani the ſeer came 
to Aſa king of Judah, and faid unto him, 
Bcauſe thou haſt relied on the king of Sy- 
ria, and not relied on the LORD thy God, 
therefore is the hoſt of the king of Syria 
eſcaped out of thine hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and the Lu- 
bims a huge hoſt, with very many chariots 
and horſemen? yet becauſe thou didſt rely 
8 * LORD, he delivered them into thine 

and, 

g For the eyes of the LORD run to and 
fro throughout the whole earth, to ſhew 
himſelf ſtrong in the behalf cf them whoſe 
heart is perfect towards him. herein thou 
haſt done fooliſhiy : therefore from hence- 
forth thou ſhalt have wars. 

10 Then Aſa was wroth with the ſeer, 
and put him in a priſon-houſe ; for he 2va; 
in a rage with bim becauſe of this thing. 
and Aſa opprefſed ſome of the people the 
ſame time. 


11 J And behold, the acts of Aſa, firſt. 


and laſt, lo, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Judah and Iſrael. 


Chap. xvi, xvii. 


of Judah, the capraing of 


Jeboſbapbat's greatneſy, 


11 And Aſa in the thirty and ninth year 
of his reign was diſeaſed in his feet, until 


. his diſeaſe evas exceeding great: yet in his

I; J And Aſa flept with his fathers, and 


died in the one and fortieth year of his - 


reign. 
14 And they buried him in his own ſe« 


3 which he had made for himſelf 


n the city of David, and laid him in the 
bed which was filled with ſweet odours 
and divers kinds of ſpices prepared by the 


apothecaries art: and they made a very 


great burning for him. 

J CHAP. XVII. 

1 Fehoſhaphat reigneth wwell, and proſpereth, 
7 He ſendeth Levites to teach Fulah. 12 
His erratneß, captains and armies. 

ND Jehoſhaphat his ſon reigned in his 
£ "I and ftrengthened himſelf againſt 
rael. 5 . 

2 And he placed forces in all the ſenced 
cities of Judah, and ſet gariſons in the land 
of Judah, and in the cities of Ephraim 
which Aſa his father had taken, 

3 And the LORD was with Jehoſhaphat, 
becaufe he waiked in the firſt ways of his 
father David, and ſought not unto Baalim; 

4 But ſought to the LORD God of his 
father, and walkeg in his commandments, 
and not after the dGiugs of Iſrael. 

5 Therefore the LORD ſtabliſhed the king- 
dom in his hand; and ail Judah brought to 
Jehoſhaphat preſents; and he had riches 
and honour in abundance. 

6 And his heart was lifted up in the ways 


of the LORD: moreover, he took away the 


high places and groves out of Judah, 

7 4 Alſo in the third year of his reign 
he ſent to his princes, even to Ben-hail, 
and to Obadiah, and to Zechariah, and to 
Nethaneel, and to Michaiah, to teach in 
the cities of Judah, 


8 And with them be ent Levites, emen 


Shemziah, and Nethaniah, end Zebadiah, 


and Aſahel, and Shemiramoth, and jeho- 


nathan, and Adonijah, and Tobijah, and 
Tob-adonijah. Levites; and with them E- 
liama, and Jehoram, prieſts, 

9 And they taught in Judah, and had the 
book of the law of the LRD with them, 
and went about throughout all the cities 
of Juiah, and taught the people. 

10 And the fear of the LORD fell upon 
all the kingdoms of the lands that were 
round about Judah, fo that they made na 
war agaiuſt Jc hoſhaphat. 

it Alſo /ome of the Philiſtines brought 
Jehoſhaphat preſents, and tribute-ſilver; 
and the Arabians brought him flocks, ſe- 
ven thouſand and ſeven hundred rams,

n 12 J And Jehoſhaphat waxed great ex- 
ceedingly'; and he built in Judah caſtles, 
and cities of ſtore. | 

13 And he had much buſineſs in the cities 
of Judah : and the men of war, mighty 
men of valour, Tvere in Jeruſalem. : 

14. And theſe are the numbers of them 
according to the houſe of their rg 3 
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Hab's falſe propbets. 


of valour three hundred thouſand, 

15 And next to him was Jehohanan the 
captain, and with him two hundred and 
fourſcore thouſand, 

16 And next him was Amaſah the ſon 
of Zichri, who wiljingly offered himſelf 
unto the LORD, and with him two hun- 
dred thouſana mighty men of valour. 

17 And of Benjamin; Eliada a mighty man 
of valour, and with him armed men with 
bow and fſhieid two hundred thouſand. 

18 And next him vas Jehozabad, and 
with bim an hundred and fourſcore thou- 
ſand ready prepared for the war. 

19 Theſe waited on the King, beſides 
tboſe whom the king put in the fenced ci-

7 And the king of Iſrael ſaid unto Jeho- 
ſhaphat, Tere is yet one man, by whom 
we may enquire of the LORD: but I hate 
him; for he never prophefieth good unto 
me, but always evil: the fame is Micaiah 
the ſon of Imla. and Jehoſhaphat ſaid, 
Let not the king ſay ſo. 

8 And the king of Iſrael called for one 
of his officers, and ſaid, Fetch quickly Mi- 
caiah the ſon of Imla. | 

9 And the king of Iſrael and Jehoſhaphat 
king of Judah ſat either of them on his 
throne, clothed in their robes, and they 
ſat in a void place, at the entering-in of 
the gate of Samaria ; and all the prophets 
prophefied before them. 

10 And Zedekiah the ſon of Chenaanah, 
had made him horns of iron, and ſaid, 
Thus ſaith the LoxD, With theſe thou 
malt puſh Syria until they be conſumed. 

11 And all the prophets propheſied fo, 
Mying, Go up to Ramoth-gllead, and proſ-

21 And it came to paſs when the captains 
fehothaphat, that they

4 And Jehoſhaphat dwelt at Jeruſalem: 
and he went out again through the people, 
from Beer-ſheba to mount Ephraim, and 
brought them back unto the LORD God of 
their fathers. 

5 And he ſet judges in the land through- 
out all the fenced cities of Judah, city by 


city. 

6 And ſaid to the judges, Take heed what 
edo: for ye judge not for man, but for the 
ORD, who is with you in the judgement. 
7 Wherefore now let the fear of the LORD 

be upon you; take heed, and do if: for 
there is no iniquity with the LORD our God, 
nor reſpec of perſons, nor _ of gifts, 

8 Moreover, in Jeruſalem did Jehoſha- 
phat ſet of the Levites, and of the prieſts, 
and of the chief of the fathers of Iſrael, for 
the judgement of the LORD, and for contro- 
verhes, when they returned to Jeruſalem. 

9 And he charged them, faying, Thus 
ſlall ye do in the fear of the LogD, faith- 
fully, and with a perfect heart. 

10 And what cauſe ſoever ſhall come to 
you of your brethren that dwell in their 
cities, between blood and blood, between 
law and commandment, ſtatutes and judge- 
ments, ye mall 2ven warn them that they

treſpaſs not againſt the LORD, and a wrath 
come upon you, and upon your brethren :

5 His 
prayer. 22 The overthrow of bis enemies.

I came to paſs after this alſo, fhat the 
children of Moab, and the children of Am- 

mon, and with them other beſides the Am- 

monites, came again Jehoſhaphat to battle. 

'2 Then there came ſome that told Jeho- 
ſhaphat, ſaying,There cometh a great mul- 
titude againſt thee from beyond the ſea on 
this fide Syria, and behold, they be in Ha- 
zazo0n-tamar, which is En-gedi. 

3 And Jehoſhaphat feared, and ſet him - 
ſelf to ſeek the LORD, and proclaimed & 
faſt throughout all Judah. 

4 And Judah gathered themſelves toge-

9 If, Then evil cometh upon us, as the 
ſword, judgement, or peſtilence, or famine, 
we ſtand before this houſe, and in thy pro- 
ſence, (for thy name is in this houſe,) and 
cry unto thee in our affliction, then thou 
wilt hear and help. 

io And now behold, the children of Am- 
mon, and Moab, and mount Seir, whom 
thou wouldeſt not let Iſrael invade when 
they came out of the land of Egypt, but 
they turned from them, and defiroyed 
them not; : 

11 Behold, IT ſay, bozw they reward us, 
to come to caſt us out of thy poſſeſſion, 
which thou haſt given us to inherit. 

12 O our God,wilt thou not judge them? 
for we have no might againſt this great 
company that cometh againſt us; neither 
know we what to do: but our eyes are up- 
on thee. | 

3 And all Judah ſtood before the LoR 
with their little ones, their wives an 
their children. 

14 Then upon Jahaziel the ſon of Zecha- 
riah, the ſon of Benaiah, the fon of Jeiel, 
the ſon of Mattaniah, a Levite of the ſons 
2 Aſaph, _— the ſpirit of the Lokp in

15 And he ſaid, Hearken ye, all Judah, 


und ye inhabitants of Jeruſalem, and thou 


king Jehoſhaphat, Thus ſaith the LORD un- 
to you, Be not afraid, nor diſmayed, by rea- 
ſon of this great multitude ; for the battle 
ig not your's, but God's. } 

16 To-morrow go ye down againſt them: 
behold, they come up by the cliff of Ziz, 
and ye ſhall find them at the end of the 
brook, before the wilderneſs of Jeruel. 

17 Ye ſhall not need to fight in this bat- 
ele: ſet your ſelves, ſtand ye /ti/l, and fee 
the ſalvation of the LORD with you, O Ju- 
dah and Jeruſalem : fear not, nor be diſ- 
mayed ; to-morrow go out againſt them : 
for the LORD vill be with you. 

18 And Jehoſhaphat bowed his head with 
his face to the ground : and all Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jeruſalem fell before the 
LoRD, worſhipping the LORD. 

109 And the Levites, of the children of 


the Kohathites. and of the children of the. 


Korhites, ſtood up to praiſe the LORD God 
of Iſrael with a loud voice on high. 

20 And they roſe early in the morning, 
and went forth into the wilderneſs of Te- 
koa: and as they went forth, Jehoſhaphat 
ſtood, and ſaid, Hear me, O Judah, and ye 
inhabitants of Jeruſalem ; Believe in the 
LORD your God, ſo ſhall ye be eſtabliſhed; 
believe his prophets, ſo ſhall ye proſper. 

21 And when he had conſulted with the 
people, he appointed fingers untothe LORD, 
and that ſhould praiſe the beauty of holi- 
neſs as they went out before the army, 
and to ſay, Praiſe the LORD ; for his mer- 
cy endurcth for ever.

24 And when Judah came toward the 
watch-tower in the wilderneſs, they look- 
ed unto the multitude, and behold, they 
ere dead bodies fallen to the earth, and 
none eſcaped. : 

25 And when Jeholbapnar and his people 
came to take away the ſpoil of them, th 
found 3 them in abundance bot 
riches with the dead bodies, and precious 
jewels, which they firipped off for them- 
felves, more than they could carry away: 
and they were three days in gathering of 
tie ſpoil z it was fo much. 

20 And on the fourth day they aſſembled 
themſelves in the valley of Berachah ; for 
there they bleſſed the LORD. therefore the 
name of the ſame place was called, The 
valley of Berachah, unto this day. 

27 Then they returned every man of Ju- 
dah and Jeruſalem, and Jehoſhaphat in the 
forefront of them, to go again to Jeruſalem 
with joy; for the LoRD had made them to 
rejoice over their enemies. 

28 And they came to Jeruſalem with 

ſalteries, and harps. and trympets, unto 
he houſe of the LOAD, ;

29 And the fear of God was on all the 
kingdoms of t hoſe countries, when they had 
heard that the LoRD fought againſt the 
enemies of Iſrael, 

30 $0 the realm of Jehoſhaphat was qui- 
et: for his God gave him reſt round about, 

31 J AndJehoſhaphat reigned over Judah, 
be cba thirty and five years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned twenty and 
five years in Jeruſalem. and his mother's 
name zvas Azubah the daughter of Shilhi, 

32 And he walked in the way of Aſa his 
father, and departed not from it, doing that 
Which was right in the fight of the LoRD, 

33 Howheit, the high places were not 
taken away : for as yet the people had not 
prepared their hearts unto the God of their 
fathers. ; 

34 Now the reſt of the acts of Jehoſha- 
phat, firſt and laſt, behold, they are writ- 
ten in the book of Jehu the ſon of Hanani, 
who is mentioned in the book of the kings 
of Iſrael, 

35 And after this did Jehoſhaphat king of 
Judah join himſelf with Ahaziah king of 
Iſrael, who did very wickedly. 

36 And he Joined himſelf with him to 
wake ſhips to go to Tarſhiſh : and they 
made the ſhips in Ezion-gaber. 

37 Then Eliezer the ſon of Dodavah of 
Mareſhah propheſed againſt Jehoſhaphat, 
ſaying, Becauſe thou haſt joined thy ſelf 
with Ahaziah, the LogD hath broken thy 
works. and the ſhips were broken, that 
they were not 2 Lak go - Tarſhiſh. 


1 Jehoram ſucceedeth Fe boſbapbat. 5 His 
Wicked reign. 18 His incurable diſeaſe, 
infamous death, and burial, 

N ſept with his fathers, 

and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David, and Jehoram his ſon reigned 
in his ſtead, 

2 And he had brethren the ſans of Jeho- 
8 Azariah, and Jehiel, and Zecha- 
riah, and Azariah, and Michael, and She- 
phatiah. all theſe evere the ſans of Jehoſha- 
phat king of Iſrael. 

2 And their father gave them great gifts 
of ſilver and of gold and of precious things, 
with fenced cities in Judah ; but the king- 
dom gave he to Jehoram ; becauſe he zvas 
the firſt-born. 

4 Now when Jehoram was riſen up to the 
kingdom of his father, he ſtrengthened him- 
ſelf,and ſlew all his brethren with the ſword, 
and divers alſo of the princes of Iſrael. 

5 J Jehoram -Was thirty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed eight years in Jeruſalem, 

6 And he walked in the way of the kings 
of Iſrael, like as did the houſe of Ahab: 
for he had the daughter of Ahab to wife: 
and he wrought that which was evil in 
the eyes of the LORD. 

7 Howbeit the LorD would not deſtroy 
the houſe of David, becauſe of the covenant 
that he had made with David, and as he 
dey to give a light to him and to his 
ons for ever.

11 Now it came to paſs, that at what 
time the cheſt was brought unto the king's 
office by the hand of the Levites, and when 
they ſaw that /bere 2vas much money; the 
king's ſcribe and the high prieſt's officer 
came and emptied the cheſt, and took it, 
and carried it to his place again. thus they 
did day by day, and gathered money in 
abundance. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave it to 
ſuch as did the work of the ſervice of the 
houſe of the LorD, and hired maſons and 
carpenters to repair the houſe of the LORD, 
and alfo ſuch as wrought iron and braſs to 
mend the houſe of the LORD. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and the 
work was perfected by them, and they = 


Fehoiada's death. 
the houſe of God in his ſtate, and ſtrength- 
ened it. 

14 And when they had finiſhed it, they 
brought the reſt of the money before the 
king and Jehoiada, whereof were made vel\- 
ſels for the houſe of the Lok, even veſ- 
ſels to miniſter, and to offer v¾oithal, and 
ſpoons, and veſſels of gold and filver. and 
they offered burnt- offèrings in the houſe of 
the LoRD continually all the days of je- 
hojada. 

15 J But Jehoiada waxed old, and was 
full of days when he died; an hundred and 
thirty years old vas be when he died. 

16 And they buried hjm in the city of 
David among the 2 becauſe he had 
done good in Iſrael, both towards God, 
and towards his houſe. 

17 4 Now after the death of Jehoiĩada came 
the princes of Judah, and made obeiſance 
to the king. then the king hearkened unto 
them. 


18 And they left the houſe of the LorRD 


God of their fathers, and ſerved groves and 
idols: and wrath came upon Judah and Je- 
ruſalem for this their treſpaſs. 

19 Yet he ſent prophets to them, to bring 
them again unto the LoRD, and they teſti- 
fied againft them: but they would not give 
Ear, 

20 And the ſpirit of God came upon Ze- 
chariah the ſon of Jehoiada the prieſt, which 
ſtood above the people, and ſaid unto them, 
Thus faith God, Why tranſgreis ye the 
commandments of the LORD, that ye can- 
not proſper ? becauſe ye have forſaken the 
LoRb, he hath alſo forſaken vou. 

21 And they conſpired againſt him, and 
Koned him with ſtones at the command- 
ment of the king, in the court of the houſe 
of the LORD. x 

22 Thus Joaſh the king remembered not 
the kindneſs which Jeboiada his father had 
done to him, but flew his ſon, and when 
he died, he ſaid, The LORD look upon it, 
and require it. 

23 4 And it came to paſs at the end of 
the year, tbat the hoſt of Syria came up 
againft him: and they came to Judah and 
Jeruſalem, and deftroyed all the princes of 
the people from among the people, and ſent 
all the ipoil of them unto the king of Da- 
maſcus. F 

24 For the army of the Syrians came with 
a ſmall company of men, and the LORD de- 
livered a very great hoſt into their hand, 
becauſe they had forſaken the LORD God of 
their fathers ; ſo they executed judgement 
againſt Joaſh, 

25 And when they were departed from 
him (for they left him in great diſeaſes) 
his own ſervants conſpired againſt him, for 
the blood of the ſons of Jehoĩada the prieſt 
and fl2w him on his bed; and he died: an 
they buried him in the city of David, but 
they buried him not in the ſepulchres of 
the kings. ; 

26 And theſe are they that conſpired a- 
gainſt him; Zabad the ſon of Shimeath an 
Ammoniteſs, and Jehozabad the ſon of 
Shimrith a Moabiteſs. 

27 Now concerning his ſons, and the 
eee, of the burdens laid upon him, and 

e repairing of the houſe of God, behold,

5 oreover, Amaziah gathered Judah 
together and made them captains over 
thouſands, and captains over hundreds, aQ- 
cording to the houſes of their father 
throughout all Judah and Benjamin : an 
he numbered them from twenty years old 
and above, 2:4 found them three hundred 
thouſand choice mer, able to go forth te 
war, that could handle ſpear and ſhield, 

6 He hired alſo an hundred thouſand 
mighty men of valour out of Iſrael for am 
hundred talents of flyer, 

7 But there came a man of God to him 
ſaying, O king, let not the army of Iſrae 
go with thee: for theLoRD is not with Iſrael, 
fo wit, with all the children of Ephraim, 

8 But if thou wile go, do it, be ſtron 
ſor the battle ; God ſhall make thee fall be- 
fore the enemy: for God hath power ts 
help, and to caſt down, 

9 And Amaziah ſaid to the man of God, 
But what ſhall we do for the hundred tar 
lents which I1 have given to the army of 
Iſrael? and the man of God anſwered, 
The Loxp is able to give thee much more 
than this. 

10 Then Amaziah ſeparated them, fo wit, 
the army that was come to him out of Eph» 
raim, to go home again : wherefore their 
a" was greatly kindled againſt Judah, 
and they returned home in great anger. 

11 J And Amaziah firengthened himſe!f, 
and led forth his people, and went to the 
valley of ſalt, and {mote of the children of 
Seir ten thouſand. 

12 And other ten thouſand left alive did 
the children of Judah carry away captive, 
and brought them unto the top of the rock, 
and caſt them down from the top of the 
rock, that they were broken all in pieces. 

13 But the ſoldiers of the army which 
Amaziah ſent back, that they (ſhould not 
go with him to battle, fell upon the cities 
of Judah, from Samaria even unto Beth- 
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Amatgiab's overthrow. 
Horon, and ſmote three thouſand of them, 
and took much ſpoil. 

14 Now it came to paſs, after that Ama- 
Ziah was come from the ſlaughter of the 
Edomites, that he brought the gods of the 
children of Seir, and ſet them up to be his 
gods, and bowed down himſelf before 
them, and burned incenſe unto them. 

is Wherefore the anger of the LORD 
was kindled againſt Amaziah, and he ſent 
unto him a prophet, which ſaid unto him, 
Why haſt thou ſought after the gods of the 
people, which could not deliver their own 
people out of thine hand ? 

16 And it came to paſs as he talked with 
Him, that the king ſaid unto him, Art thou 
made of the king's counſel ? forbear ; why 
JFhou!deR thou be ſmitten? then the prophet 
Aorbare, and ſaid, I know that God hath de- 
2ermined to deftroy thee, becauſe thou haft 
done this, and haſt not hearkened unto my 
eounſel. 

17 4 Then Amaziah king of Judah took 
advice, and ſent to Joaſh the ſon of Jehoa- 
Haz the ſon of Jehu kiag of Iſrael, ſaying, 
Come, let us ſee one another in the face. 

18 And Joaſh king of Iſrael ſent to Ama- 
Dah king of Judah, ſaying, The thiflle that 
vas in Lebanon ſent to the cedar that wvas 
in Lebanon, ſaying, Give thy daughter to 
my ſon to wifes and there paſſed by a 
wild beaſt that zvas in Lebanon, and trode 
down the thiftle. | 


20 But Amaziah would not hear; for it 
same of God, that he might deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies, becauſe they 
Fought after the gods of Edom. 

21 80 Joaſh the king of Iſrael went up; 
and they ſaw one another in the face, bot 
he and Amaziah king of Judah, at Beth- 
ſhemeſh, which beloxgerb to Judah, 

22 AndJudah was put to the worſe before 
Iſrael, and they fled every man to his tent. 

23 And Joaſn the king of Iſrael took Ama- 
Ziah king of Judah the fon of Joaſh the ſon 
of Jehoahaz art Beth-ſhemeſh, and brought 
him to Jeruſalem, and brake down the wall 
of Jeruſalem from the gate of Ephraim to 
the corner-gate, four hundred cubits. 

24 And be took all the gold and the filver, 
and all the vefſels ?Þ 1? vere found in the 
Houſe of God with Obed-edom, and the 
treaſures of the king's houſe, the hoſtages 
alſo, and returned to Samaria. 

25 J And Amaziah the ſon of Joaſh king 
of Judah lived after the death of Joaſh ſon 
of Jehoahaz king of Iſrael fifteen years. 
26 Now the reſ of the acts of Amaziah, 
firſt and laſt, behold, are they not written 
in the book of the kings of Judah and Iſrael? 

27 4 Now afterthe time that Amaziah did 
turn away from following the LORD, they 
made a conſpiracy againſt him in Jeruſa- 
Jem ; and he fled to Lachiſh: but they ſent 
to Lachiſh after him, and ſlew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon horſes, 
and buried him with his fathers in the city 
of J udah.

HEN all the people of Judah took Uz- 
ziah, who wes fixteen years old, and

3 Sixteen years old vas Uzziah when he 
began to reign, and he reigned fifty and 
two years in Jeruſalem. his mother's name 
alſo va Jecoliah of Jeruſalem. | 

4.409 he did that wwhich was right in the 
ſight of the LoxD, according to all that his 
father Amaziah did. 

5 And he ſought God in the days of Ze- 
chariah, who had underſtanding in the vi- 


ſions of God: and as Jang as he ſought the 


LORD, God made him to proſper. 

6 And he went forth and warred againſt 
the Philiftines, and brake down the wall 
of Gath, and the wall of Jabveh, and the 
wall of Aſhdod, and built cities about Aſh- 
dod, and among the Philiſtines. 

7 And God helped him againſt the Phi- 
liſtines, and againſ the Arabians that dwelt 
in Gur-baal, nd the Mehunims. 

8 And the Ammonites gave gifts to Uz- 
ziah: and his name ſpread abroad even to 
the 55 of Egypt: fur he ſtrength - 
ened bimſelf exceedingly. 

9 Moreover, Uzziah built towers in Je- 
ruſajem at the corner- gate, and at the val- 
lev gate, and at the furning of tbe wall, 
and fortified them. | 

10 Alſo he built towers in the deſert, 
and Cigged many wells: for he had much 
cattle, both in the low-country, and in the 
pling : husbandmen al/o, and wine dreſſers 

n the mountains, and in Carmel : for he 
loved husbandry. 


11 Moreover, Uzziah had an hoſt of 


fighting men, that went out to war by 
bands, according to the number of their 
account, by the hand of Jeiel the ſcribe 
and Maaſejah the ruler, under the hand 
of Hananiah one of the king's captains. 

12 The whole number of the chief of 
the fathers of the mighty men of valour 
Tvere two thouſand and fix hundred. 

13 And under their hand zvas an army, 
three hundred thouſand and ſeven thou- 
ſand and five hundred that made war with 
mighty power, to help the king againſt 
the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepares for them 
throughout all the hoſt ſhields, and ſpears, 
and helmets, and habergeons, and bows, 
and ſlings fo caſt tones. _ 

15 And he made in Jeruſalem engines 
invented by cunning men, to be on the 
towers and upon the bulwarks, to ſhoot 
arrows and great ftones withal. and his 
name ſpread far abroad: for he was mar- 
vellouſly helped till he was ſtrong. 

16 J But when he was ſtrong, his heart 
was lifted up to bis deitruttion: for he 
tranſgreſſed againſt the LORD his God, and 
went into the temple of the LoRD to burn 
incenſe upon the altar of incenſe, 

17 And Azariah the prieſt went in after 


Fotham's good reign, 
him, and with him fourſcore priefts of the 
LORD, fat were valiant men: 

18 And they withſtood Uzziah the king, 
and ſaid unto him, It appertaineth not un- 
to thee, Uzziah, to burn incenſe unto the 
LORD, but to the prieſts the ſons of Aaron, 
tha: are conſecrated to burn incenſe : go 
out of the ſanctuary; for thou haſt treſ- 
paſſed, neither hall it be for thine honour 
from the LORD God. 

19 Then Uzziah was wroth, and bad a 
cenſer in his hand to burn incenſe : and 
while he was wroth with the prieſts, the 
leproſy even roſe TW in his forehead be- 
fore the prieſte, in the houſe of the Lokp, 
from beſide the incenſe- altar. 

20 And Azariah the chief prieſt, and all 
the prieſts looked upon him, and behold, 
he vas leprous in his forehead, and _ 
thruſt him out from thence; yea, himſelf 
haſted alſo to go out, becauſe the LoRD 
had ſmitten him. 

21 And Uzziah the king was a leper un- 
to the day of his death, and dwelt in a ſe- 
veral houſe, being a leper; for he was cut 
off from the houſe of the LoRD: and Jo- 
tham his ſon was over the king's houſe, 
judging the people of the land. 

22 J Now the reſt of the acts of Uzziah, 
firſt and laſt, did Iſaiah the prophet the 
ſon of Amoz write.

5 Wherefore the LoRD his God deliver- 
ed him into the hand of the king of Syriaz

rong ht themto Damaſcus. and he was alſo 
delivered into the hand of the king of Iſra- 
el, who ſmote him with a great ſlaughter.

24 And Ahaz gathered together the veſ- 
ſels of the houſe of God, and cut in pieces 
the veſſels of the houſe of God, and ſhut up 
the doors of the houſe of the LorD, and 
he made him altars in every corner of Je-

25 And in every ſeveral city of Judah 
he made high places to burn incenſe unto 
other gods, and provoked to anger the

4 And he brought in the prieſts and the 
Levites and gathered them together into 
5 And ſaid unto them, Hear me, ye Le- 
vites, ſanctify now your ſelves, and ſancti- 
fy the houſe of the LoRD God of your fa- 


thers, and carry forth the filthineſs out of 


the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have treſpaſſed, and 
done that ⁊cbich qvas evil in the eyes of the 
LORD our God, and have forſaken him, and 
have turned away their faces from the habi- 
tation of the LORD, and turned their backs, 

7 Alſo they have ſhut up the doors of the 
porch, and put out the lamps, and have not 
burned incenſe, nor offered burnt - offerings 
in the holy place, unto the God of Iſrael. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the LogD was 
upon Judah and Jernſalem, and he hath de.

12 J Then the Levitęs aroſe, Mahath the 
ſon of Amaſai, and Joel the ſon of Azariah, 
of the ſons of the Kohathites: and of the

13 And of the ſons of Elizaphan ; Shim - 
ri, and Jeiel: and of the ſons of Aſaph ; 
Zechariab, and Mattaniah : 

14 And of the ſons of Heman; Jehiel, 
and Shimei: and of the ſons of Jeduthun; 
Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

I5 And they gathered their brethren, and 
ſanctified themſelves, and came, accord- 
ing to the commandment of the king, by 
the words of the LORD, to cleanſe the 
houſe of the LORD. 

16 And the prieſts went into the inner 
part of the houſe of the LORD to cleanſe 
it, and brought out all the uncleanneſs that 
they found in the temple of the LORD, in- 
to the court of the houſe of the LORD, 
and the Levites took it, to carry ic out 
abroad into the brook Kidron. 

17 Now they began on the firſt day of 
the firſt month to ſanctify, and on the 
eight day of the month came they to the 

orch of the LoRD: ſo they ſanctified the 

ouſe of the LoRD in eight days, and in 
the ſixteenth day of the firſt month they 
made an end.

25 And he ſet the Levites in the houſe 


of the LorD with cymbals, with pſalteries, 


and with harps, according to the com- 
mandment of David, and of Gad the king's 
ſeer, and Nathan the prophet : for /o was 
the commandment of the LORD by his 
prophets. | 

26 And the Levites ftood with the in- 
ſtruments of David, and the prieſts with 
the trumpets, | 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer 
the burnt-offering —_— the altar, and 
when the burnt-offering began, the ſong 
of the LoRD' began al/o with the trum- 

s, and with the inſtruments ordained 


dy David king of Iſrael. 


28 And all the congregation worſhipped, 
and the fingers ſang, and the trumpeters 
ſounded : and all this continued until the 
burnt-offering was finiſhed. 

29 And when they had made an end of 
offering, the king and all ?bat were pre- 
ſent with him bowed themſelves and wor- 
thipped. : a 

30 Moreover, Hezekiah the king and 
the princes commanded the Levites to ſing 
praiſe unto the LORD, with the words of 
David, and of Aſaph the ſeer. and they 
ſang praiſes with gladneſs, and they bow- 
ed their heads and worſhipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah anſwered and faid, 
Now ye have conſecrated your ſelves unto 
the Loxp, come near and bring ſacrifices 
and thank-offerings into the houſe of the 


'LORD. and the congregation brought in 


ſacrifices and thank-offerings ; and as ma- 
ny as were of a free heart, burnt - offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt - offer- 
ings which the congregation brought was 
threeſcore and ten bullocks, an hundred 


rams, and two hundred lambs : all theſe 
Were for a burnt- offering to the LoRD. 
3} And the conſecrated things ⁊were fix 
hundred oxen, and three thouſand ſheep. 
34 But the prieſts were too few, ſo that 
they gould not ſlay all the burnt- offering:

wherefore their brethren the Levites did 
helpthem till the work was ended, and until 
the other prieſts had ſanctified themſelves:

1 Hexekiah proclaimeth a paſs-over. 13 The 
apembly deſtroy the altars of idolatry. 
ND Hezekiah ſent to all Iſrael and Ju- 
dah, and wrote letters alſo to Ephraim 
and Manaſſeh, that they ſhould come to the 
houſe of the LoRD at Jeruſalem, to kee 
the paſs-over unto the LORD God of Iſrael. 

2 For the king had taken counſel, and 
his princes, and all the congregation in 
Jeruſalem, to keep the paiſs-over in the 
lecond month. 

2 For they could not keep it at that time, 
becauſe the prieſts had not ſanAifed them. 
ſelves ſufficiently, neither had the people 
gathered themſelves together to Jeruſalem. 

4 And the thing pleaſed the king, and all 
the congregation. 

5 So they eſtabliſhed a decree, to make 
e cog throughout all Iſrael, from 

eer-ſheba even to Dan, that they ſhould 
come to keep the paſs-over unto the LorRD 
God of Iſrael at Jeruſalem : for they had 
not done it of a long time in ſuch ſort as it 
was written. 

6 $0 the poſts went with the letters from 
the king and his princes throughout all I- 
rael an Judah, and according to the com- 
mandment of the king, ſaying, Ye children 
of Iſrael, turn again unto the LORD God of 
Abraham, Iſaac, and Iſrael, and he will re. 
turn to the remnant of you, that are eſcaped 
out of the hand of the kings of Aﬀyria, 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, and 
like your brethren, which treſpaſſed againſt 
the LoRD God of their fathers, ⁊oho therg- 
fore gave them up to deſolation, as ye ſee. 

8 Now be ye not ſtiff. necked, as your 
fathers Tvere, but yield your ſelves unto the 
LORD, and enter into his ſanctuary, which 
he hath ſanRified for ever: and ferve the 
LoRD your God, that the fierceneſs of his 
wrath may turn away from you. | 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lorp, 
your brethren and your children all ind 
compaſſion before them that lead them cap- 
tive, ſo that they ſhall come again into this 
land: for the LorD your God is gracioug 
and merciful, and will not turn away bis 


face from you, if ye return unto him, 


10 So the poſts paſſed from city to city 
through the country of Ephraim and Ma- 
naſſeh, even unto Zebulun : but they laugh» 
ed them to ſcorn, and mocked them. 

11 Nevertheleſs, divers of Aſher and 
Manaſſeh and of Zebulun humbled them- 
ſelves, and came to Jeruſalem. | 

12 Alſo in Judah the hand of God was 
to give them one heart to do the com- 
mandment of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the LORD, 
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de paſr-over jolemnly kept. U.CHRONICLES. 


13 J And there aſſembled at Jeruſalem 
much people to keep the feaſt of unlea- 
vened bread in the ſecond month, a very 
great congregation. 

14 And they aroſe, and took away the 
altars that chere in Jeruſalem, and all the 


altars for incenſe took they away, and caft 


hem into the brook Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the paſs-over on the 
fourteenth day of the ſecond month : and 
the prieſts and the Levites were aſhamed,

16 And they fiood .in their place after 
their manner, 5 to the law of Mo- 
ſes the man of God: the prieſts ſprinkled 
the blood, ⁊cobich they received of the hand 
of the Levites.

18 For a multitude of the people, even 
many of Ephraim, and Manaffeh, Iffachar, 
and Zebulun, had not cleanſed themſelves, 
yet did they eat the paſs-over, otherwiſe

ig That prepareth his heart to ſeek 
God, the LORD God of his fathers, though 
ve be not cleanſed according to the purifi- 
cation of the ſanctuary, 

20 And the LORD hearkened to Hezeki- 
ah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Iſrael that were 

preſent at Jeruſalem kept the feaſt of un- 
leavened bread ſeven days with great glad- 
neſs : and the Levites and the prieſts praiſ- 
ed the LorRp day by day. Inging with 
loud inſtruments unto the LORD. 
22 And Hezekiah ſpake comfortably un- 
to all the Levites that taught the good 
knowledge of the LORD : and they did eat 
throughout the feaſt ſeven days, offering 
peace-offerings, and making, confeſſion to 
the LORD God of their fathers, 

23 And the whole aſſembly took counſel 
to keep other ſeven days: and they kept

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did give 
to the congregation a thouſand bullocks, 
and ſeven thouſand — and the princes

llocks, and ten thouſand ſheep : and a

25 And all the congregation of Judah, 
with the prieſts and the Levites, and all the 
congregation that came out of Iſrael, ard 
the ſtrangers that came out of the land 
gs and that dwelt in Judah, re- 
oiced, | 

26 So there was great joy in jeruſalem: 
for ſince the time of Soſomon the ſon of 
David king of Iſrael there was not the 
like in Jeruſalem. | 

27 Then the prieſts the Levites aroſe, 
and bleſſed the people: and their voice was 
keard, and their prayer came up to his ho-

alſo and Manaſſeh, until they had utterly 


deſtroyed them all. then all the children 
of Iſrael returned every man to his poſ- 


ſeſſion into their own cities. 

2 And Hezekiah appointed the courſes 
of the prieſts and the Levites after their 
courſes, every man according to his ſer- 
vice, the prieſts and Levites for burnt-of- 
ferings, and far peace-offerings, to mini- 
Ker and to give thanks, and to praiſe in 
the gates of the tents of the LoRD. 

3 He appointed alſo the king's portion 
of his ſubſtance for the burnt- offerings, 79 
wit, for the morning and evening burnt. 
offerings, and the burnt-offerings for the 
ſabbaths, and for the new-moons, and for 
the ſet feaſts, as it is written in the law of 
the LORD. 

4 Moreover, he commanded the people 
that dwelt in Jeruſalem to give the portion 
of the prieſts and the Levites, that they 
7 be encouraged in the law of the 

RD. 

5 And as ſoon as the commandment 
came abroad, the children of Iſrael brought 
in abundance the firſt fruits of corn, wine, 
and oil, and honey, and of all the increaſe 
of the field ; and the tithe of all things, 
brought they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of Iſrael 
and Judah that dwelt in the cities of Ju- 
dah, they alſo brought in the tithe of ox- 
en and ſheep, and the tithe of holy things, 
⁊ohich ⁊uere conſecrated unto the LORD 
their God, and laid tbem by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and finiſhed 
them in the ſeventh month. 

8 And when Hezekiah and the princes 
came and ſaw the heaps, they bleſſed the 
LoRD and his peoples Iſrael, 

9 Then Hezekiah queſtioned with the 
eſts and the Levites concerning the 
eaps. 

10 And Azariah the chief - prieſt of the 
houſe of Zadok anſwered him, and ſaid; 
Since tbe people began to bring the offerings 
into the houſe of the LORD, we have had 
enough to eat, and have left plenty : for 
the LORD hath bleſſed his people: and that 
which is left, is this great tore, 

11 J Then Hezekiah commanded to 
5 chambers in the Houſe of the 

RD; and they prepared Hm, 

12 And brought in the offerings and the 
tithes and the dedicated this faithfully: 
over which Cononiah the Levite has ruler, 
and Sbimei his brother zvas the next. 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Nahath, 
and Afahel, and Jerimoth, and Jozabad 
and Eliel, and Iſmachiah, and Mahath, an 
Benaiah ⁊zbere overſeers under the hand of 
Cononlah and Shimei his brother, at the

14 And Kore the ſon of Imnah the Le- 
vite, the porter toward the eaſt, vas over 
the free- will offerings of God, to diſtribute 
the oblations of the LORD, and the moſt 
holy things. 

15 And next him were Eden, and Mi- 
niamin, and Jeſhua, and Shemaiah, Ama- 
riah, and Shecaniah, in the cities of the 
e in their ſet office, to give to their 

rethren by courſes, as well to the great 
as to the ſmall : ; | 

16 Beſides their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, ever 
unto every one that entereth into the houſe 
of the LoRD, his daily portion for their 
ſervice in their charges according to their 
courſes ; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the prieſts 
by the houſe of their fathers, and the Le- 
vites from twenty years old and upward, 
in their charges by their courſes ; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their ſons, 
and their daughters, through all the con- 

regation : for in their tet office they 
anctified themſelves in holineſs, 

19 Alſo of the ſons of Aaron the prieſts, 


⁊obich were in the fields of the ſuburbs 


of their cities, in every ſeveral city, the 
men that were expreſſed by name, to give 
portions to all the males among the prieſts, 
and to all that were reckoned by genea- 
logies among the Levites. 

20 J And thus did Hezekiah throughout 
all Judah, and wrought tbat wwbich was

3 He took counſel with his princes and 
his mighty men, to ſtop the waters of the 


fountains which vere without the city, 
and they did help him, 


So there was gathered much people 
together, who ſtopped all the fountains, and 
the brook that ran through the midf of 
the land, ſaying, Why ſhould the kings 
of Aſſyria come and find much water : 

alſo he ſtrengthened himſelf, and 
built up all the wall that was broken, 
and raiſed if up to the towers, and ano- 
ther wall without, and repaired Millo in 


the city of Divid, and made darts and 


ſhields in abundance. 
6 And he ſet captains of war over the 


people, and gathered them together to

him in the ſtreet of the gate of the city, 
and ſpake comfortably to them, ſaying, 


_ Sennacherib inwadeth Fudah. 


7 Be ſtrong and courageous, be not afraid 
nor diſmayed for the king of Aſſyria, nor 
for all the multitude that is with him: for 
there be more with us than with him. 

8 With him is an arm of fleſh ; but with 
us is the LORD our God, to belp us, and 


to fight our battles. and the people reſted 


themſelves upon the words of Hezekiah 
king of Judah. 

9 After this did Sennacherib king of 
Afyria ſend his ſervants to Jeruſalem (but 
he bimſelf laid fiege againſt Lachiſh, and 
all his power with him) unto Hezekiah 
king of Judah, and unto all Judah that 
Were at Jeruſalem, ſaying, 

10 Thus ſaith Sennacherib king of Aſſy- 
ria, Whereon do ye truſt, that ye abide 
in the ſiege in Jeruſalem ? : 

11 Doth not Hezekiah perſwade you to 
plve over you ſelves to die by famine and 

y thirſt, ſaying, The LORD our God ſhall 
* * out of the hand of the king of 
yria 

12 Hath not the ſame Hezekiah taker 
away -his high places and his altars, and 
commanded Judah and Jeruſalem, ſaying 
Ye ſhall worſhip before one altar, an 
burn incenſe upon it ? 

I3 Know ye not what I and my fathers 
have done unto all the people of ot ber 
lands? were the gods of the nations of thoſe 
lands any ways able to deliver their lands 
out of mine hand ? 

14 Who was there —— all the gods of 
thoſe nations, that my fathers utterly de- 
ſtroyed, that could deliver his people out 
of mine hand, that your God ſhould be 
able to deliver you out of mine hand ? 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah de- 
ceive you, nor perſwade you on this man- 
ner, neither yet believe him: for no god of 
any nation or kingdom was able to deliver 
his people out of mine hand, and out of the 
hand of my fathers: how much leſs ſhall: 
your God deliver you out of mine hand ? 

16 And his ſervants ſpake yet more a- 
gainſt the LORD God, and againſt his ſerv- 
ant Hezekiah. : 

17 He wrote alſo letters to rail on the. 


him, ſaying, As the gods of the nations 
of other lands have not delivered their 
people out of mine hand, ſo ſhall not the 

of Hezekiah deliver his people out 
of mine hand. | 22 

18 Then they cried with a loud voice, 
in the Jews ſpeech unto the people of Je- 
ruſalem that vere on the wall, to affright 
them, and to trouble them; that they 
might take the city. i 

19. And they ſpake againſt the God of 
Jeruſalem as againſt the gods of the peo- 
ple of the earth, <vbich were the work of 
the hands of man. : | 

20 And for this cauſe Hezekiah the king, 
and the prophet Iſaiah the ſon of Amoz, 
prayed and cried to heaven. ; 

21 J And the Lob ſent an angel, which. 
cut off all the mighty men of valour, and 
the leaders and the captains in the camp of 
the king of Aſſyria. ſo he returned with 
2 - face to his own: land. and *

He was come into the houſe of his god, 
they that came forth of his own bowels 
flew him there with the ſword.

Hand of Sennacherib the king of Aſſyria, 
- and from the hand of all other, and guid- 
-ed them on every fide. 
23 And many brought gifts unto the 
LoRD to Jeruſalem, and preſents to Heze- 
| kiah king of Judah : ſo that he was mag- 
nified in the fight of all nations from 
thenceforth, _ 

24 F In thoſe days Hezekiah was ſick to 
the death, and prayed unto the LORD: and 
ne ſpake unto him, and he gave him a fign, 

25 But Hezekiah rendered not again ac- 
-eording to the benefit done unto him; for 
His heart was lifted up: therefore there 
was wrath upon him, and upon Judah 
and Jeruſalem. 

20 Notwithſtanding, Hezekiah humbled 
Himſelf for the pride of his heart, both he 
and the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, ſo that 
the wrath of the LORD came not upon 
them in the days of Hezekiah. | 

27 And Hezekiah had exceeding much 
riches and honour : and he made himſelf 
treaſuries for filver, and for gold, and for 
precious ſtones, and for ſpices, and for 
— and for all manner of pleaſant

28 Store-houſes alſo for the increaſe of 
eorn, and wine, and oil; and ftalls for all 
manner of beaſts, and cotes for flocks. _ 

29 Moreover, he provided him cities, 
and poſſeſſions of flocks and herds in ahun- 

dance: for God had given him ſubſtance 
very much. : 

30 This ſame Hezekiah alſo topped the 
upper water-courie of Gihon, and brought 
zit ſtraight down to the weſt-ſide of the 

city of David. and Hezekiah proſpered in 

all his works, 

3: Howbeit, in the bufine/s of the am- 
 bafſadors of the princes of Babylon, who 

ſent unto him to enquire of the wonder 
- that was done in the land, God left him to 
try him, that he might know all that wwas 
in his heart, h 

2 4 Now the reſt of the acts of Heze- 
kiah, and his goodneſs, behold, they are 
written in the vifion of lfaiah the pro- 
phet the ſon of Amez, and in the book 
of the kings of Judah and Iſrael. 

3 And Hezekiah ſlept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the chiefeſt of the 
ſepulchres of the ſons of David. and all

which Hezekiah his father had broken 
down, and he reared up altars for Baalim, 
and made groves, and worſhipped all the 
hoſt of heaven, and ſerved them. 

4 Alſo he built altars in the houſe of the 
LORD, whereof the LORD had ſaid, In Je- 


ruſalem ſhall my name be for ever. 


5 And he built altars for all the hoſt of 
heaven in the two courts of the houſe of 
the LORD. 

6 And he cauſed his children to paſs 
through the fire in the valley of the ſon 
of Hinnom: alſo he obſerved times, and 
uſed inchantmeats, and uſed witchcraft, 
and dealt with a familiar ſpirit, and with 
wizards: he wrought much evil in the fight 


of the LokD, to provoke him to anger. 


7 And he ſent a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the houſe of God, 
of which God had ſaid to David and to 50- 
lomon his ſon, In this houſe, and in Jeru- 
ſalem, which I have choſen before all the 
tribes of Iſrael, will I put my name for ever. 

8 Neither will I any more remove the 
foot of Iſrael from out of the land which 1 
have appointed for your fathers: ſo that 
they will take heed, to do all that I have 
commanded them, according to the whole 
law and the ſtatutes and the ordinances by 
the hand of Moſes. 

9 S0 Manaſſeh made Judah and the inha- 
bitants of Jeruſalem to err, and to do worſe 
than the heathen whom the LoRD had de- 
flroyed before the children of Iſrael. 

10 And the LORD ſpake to Manaſſeh, and 
to his people: but they would not hearken. 

Ix J Wherefore the LORD brought upon 
them the captains of the hoſt of the king 
of Afyria, which took Manaſſeh among 
the thorns, and bound him with fetters, 
and carried him to Babylon. 

12 J And when he was in affliction, he 
beſought the LoRD his God, and humbled

14 Now after this, he built a wall with- 
out the city of David, on the weſt - ſide of 
Gihon, in the valley, even to the enter- 
ing- in at the fiſh- gate, and compaſſed a- 
bout Ophel, and raiſed it up a very great 
height, and put captains of war in all the 
fenced cities of Judah. 

15 And he took away the ſtrange gods, 
and the idol out of the houſe of the Loep, 
and all the altars that he had built in tie 
mount of the houſe of the LorD, and in 
Jeruſalem, and caſt them out of-the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the LoaD, 
and ſacrificed thereon peace-offerings and 
thank-offerings, and commanded Judah 
to ſerve the LORD God of Iſrael.

18 Now the reſt of the acts of Manafſeh,

19 His prayer alſo, and ho God was 
entreated of him, and all his fin, and his 
treſpaſs, and the places wherein he built 
high places, and ſet up 3 and graven 
images before he was humbled ; behold, 
they are written among the ſayings of 
the ſeers.

16 80 all the ſervice of the LoRD was 
prepared the ſame day, to keep the paſs- 
over, and to offer burnt-offerings upon the 
altar of the LORD, according to the com; 
mandment of king Joſahb,

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Jeboabax, 

17 And the children of Iſrael that ⁊uere 
preſent kept the paſs-over at that time, and 
the feaſt of unleavened bread ſeven days. 

18 And there was no paſs-over like to 
that kept in Iſrael from the days of Samuel 
the prophet ; neither did all the kings of If- 
rael keep ſuch a paſs-over as Johah kept, 
and the prieſts and the Levites, and all Ju- 
dah and Iſrael that ewere preſent, and the 
inhabitants of Jeruſalem. 

19 In the Saad year of the reign 
of Jofah was this paſs-over nets 

I 20 After all this, when joſiah had pre- 
pared the temple, Necho king of Egypt 
came up to _ againſt Charchemiſh by Eu- 

Johah went out againſt him. 

21 But he ſent ambaſſadors to him, ſay- 
ing, What have I to do with thee, thou king 
of Judah ? I come not againſt thee, this day, 


but againſt the houſe wherewith 1 have war:

27 J Blefſed be the LorD God of our 
fathers, which hath put ſuch a thing as 
this in the king's heart, to beautify the 
houſe of the LORD which is in Jeruſalem : 

28 And hath extended mercy unto me 
before the king and his counſellers, and be- 
foreall the king's mighty princes. and I was 
ſtrengthened as the hand of the LoRD my 
God zoas upon me, and I gathered together 
out of Iſrael chief men to go up with me,

19 And Haſhabiah, and with him je- 
ſhaiah of the ſons of Merari, his brethren 
and their ſons twenty; 

20 Alſo of the Nethinims, whom Da- 
vid and the princes had appointed for the 
ſervice of the Levites, two hundred and 
twenty Nethinims: all of them were ex- 
preſſed by name. 

21 J Then I proclaimed a faft there, 
at the river of Ahava, that we might afflict 
our ſelves before our God, to ſeek of him 
a right way for us, and for our little ones, 
and for all our ſubſtance. 

22 For I was aſhamed to require of the 
king a band of ſoldiers and horſemen to 
help us againſ the enemy in the way: be- 
cauſe we had ſpoken unto the king, ſay- 
ing, The hand of our God is upon all them 
for good that ſeek him, but his power and

him, 
23 So we faſted and beſought our God 
for this : and he was intreated of us. 
* Then 1 ſeparated twelve of the chief 
of the prieſts, Sherebiah, Haſhabiab, and 
ten of brethren with them, 
25 And 


25 And weighed unto them the filver 
and the gold and the veſſels, even the of- 
fering of the houſe of our God, which the 
king, and his counſellers, and his lords, 
and all Iſrael there preſent had offered. 

26 I even weighed unto their hand fix 
Hundred and talents of filver, and 
ſilver veſſels an hundred talents, and of 

gold an hundred talents ; 

27 Alſo twenty baſons of gold of a thou- 
ſand drams ; and two veſſels of fine cop» 
per, precious as gold. 

28 And I ſaid unto them, Ye are holy un- 
to the LORD; the veſſels are holy alſo ; and 
the filver and the gold are a free-will-of- 
fering unto the LoRD God of your fathers. 

29 Watch ye, and ory them, until ye 
weigh them before the chief of the prieſts 
and the Levites, and chief of the fathers 
of Iſrael at Jeruſalem, in the chambers of 
the houſe of the LORD. 

30 80 took the prieſts and the Levites 
the weight of the filver and the gold and 
the veſſels, to bring them to Jeruſalem 
unto the houſe of our God. |

2 ug Shechaniah the ſon of Jehiel, ane

God, and have taken ſtrange wives of the 
ple of the land: yet now there is hope 
in Iſrael concerning this thing. 
3 Now therefore let us make a covenant 
with our God, to put away all the wives,

4 Ariſe ; for this matter delongeth unto 
thee: we alſo zvi!l be with thee: be of 
good courage, and do it.

3 And ſaid unto the king, Let the king 
live for ever: why ſhould not my counte- 
nance be ſad, when the city, the place of 
my fathers ſepulchres, /ie!þ waſte, and the 
gates thereof are conſumed with fire ? 

42 the king ſaid unto me, For what 
doſt thou make requeſt? ſo I prayed to 
the God of heaven. 

5 And 1 ſaid unto the king, If it pleaſe 
the king, and if thy ſervant have found fa- 
vour in thy fight, that thou wouldeſt ſend 
me unto Judah, unto the city of my fa- 
thers fepulchres, that I may build it. 

6 And the king ſaid unto me, the queen 
alſo fitting by him, For how long ſhall 
thy journey be? and when wilt thou re- 
turn? ſo it pleaſed the king to ſend me, 
and I ſet him a time.

20 Then anſwered I them, and ſaid un- 
to them, The God of heaven, he will proſ- 
per us; therefore we his ſervants will 
ariſe and build : but ye have no portiqn, 
nor right, nor memorial in Jeruſalem.

5 And cover not their iniquity, and let 
not their ſin de blotted out from before 
thee: for they have provoked thee to an- 
ger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the wall 
was joined together unto the half thereof: 
for the people had a mind to work. 

7 J But it came to paſs fbat when San- 


„ ballat and Tobiah, and the Arabians, and 


the Ammonites, and the Aſhdodites heard 
that the walls of Jeruſalem were made up, 
ani that the breaches began to be ſtopped, 
then they were very wrath, 

8 And conſpired all of them together to 
come and to fight againſt Jeruſalem, and 
to hinder it, | 

g Nevertheleſs, we made our prayer un- 
to our God, and ſet a watch againſt them 
day and night, becauſe of them. 

to And judah ſaid, The ſtrength of the 
bearers of burdens is decayed, and there 
is much rubbiſh, ſo that we are not able 
to build the wall. 

11 And our adverſaries ſaid, They (hall 
not know, neither ſee, till we come in

the midſt among them, and ſlay them, 
and cauſe the work to ceaſe. 

12 And it came to paſs that when the 
Jews which dwelt by them came, they 
{aid unto.us ten times, From all places 
whence ye ſhall return unto us tbey will 
be upon You. 


13 Therefore ſet I in the lower places 


behind the wall, and on the higher places, 
I even ſet the people after their families 
with their ſwords, their ſpears, and their 


ows. 

14 And I looked, and roſe up, and ſaid 
unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and to 
the reſt of the people, Be not er afraid of 
them: remember the LorD ⁊chich is great 
and terrible, and fight for your brethren, 
your ſons and your daughters, your wives 
and your houſes, 


15 And it came to paſs when our ene- 


mies heard that it was known unto us, 
and God had brought their counſel to 
nought, that we returned all of us to the 
wall, every one unto his work. 

16 And it came to paſs from that time 
forth, tbat the half of my ſervants wrought 
in the work, and the other half of them 
held both the ſpears, the ſhields, and the 
bows, and the habergeons; and the rulers 
Tere behind all the houſe of Judah. 

17 They which builded on the wall, and 
they that bare burdens, with thoſe that 
laded, ewery one with one of his hands 
wrought in the work, and with the other 
band held a weapon. f 

18 For the builders, every one had his 
ſword girded by his ſide, and /o builded. and 


he that ſounded the trumpet was by me. 


19 And I faid unto the nobles, and to 
the rulers, and to the reſt of the people, The 
work is great and large. and we are ſeparat- 
ed upon the wall, one far from another. 

20 In what place fberefore ye hear the 
{ound of the trumpet, reſort ye thither 
unto us. our God ſh3}l fight for us. 

21 80 we Jaboured in the work: and 
half of them held the ſpears, from the riſ- 
ing of the morning ti the ſtars appeared. 

22 Likewiſe at the ſame time ſaid I un- 
to the people, Let every one with his 
ſervant lodge within Jeruſalem, that in 
the night they may be a guard to us, and 
labour on the . = 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, nor 
my ſervants, nor the men of the guard 
which followed me, none of us put off our 
clothes, ſat'ing that every one put them 
off for waſhing. |

/:me of our daughters are brought into 
bondage already: neither i; it in our pow- 
er to releem them; for other men have 
our lands and vineyards. 

6 J And I was very angry when I heard 
their cry and theſe words. 

7 Then I conſulted with my ſelf, and 1 
rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, and 
faid unto them, Ye exact uſury, every one 
of his brother. and I-et a great afſembly 
againſt them. | 

8 And 1 ſaid unto them, We, after our 


ability, have redeemed our brethren the 


Jews, Which were ſold unto the heathen ; 
and will ye even ſell your brethren? or 
ſhajl they be ſold unto us? then held they 
their peace, and found nothing to anſtver. 

9 Alſo I ſaid, It is not g that ye do: 
ought ye not to walk in the fear of our 
God, becauſe of the reproach of the hea- 
then our enemies ? 

101 likewiſe, and my brethren, and my 
ſervants, might exact of them money and 
corn: I pray you, let us leave off this uſury. 

11 Reſtore, 1 pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houſes, alſo 
the hundredth part of the money, and of 
the corn, the wine, and the vil, that ye 
exact of them. HD 

12 Then ſaid they, We will reſtore them. 
and will require nothing of them ; ſo will 
we do as thou ſayeſt. then I called the 
prieſts, and took an oath of them, that they 
ſhould do according to this promiſe. 

12 Alſo I ſhook my lap, and ſaid, So 
God ſhake out every man from his houſe, 
and from his labour. that performeth not 
this promiſe, even thus be he ſhaken out 
and emptied. and all the congregation 
ſaid, Amen, and praiſed the LORD. and 
the people did according to this promiſe. 

14 J Moreover, from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in the 
land of Judah, from the twentieth year 
even unto the two and thirtieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king, that is, twelve years, 
I and my brethren have not eaten the 
bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that had 
been before me were chargeable unto the 
people, and had taken of them bread and 
wine, beſide forty ſhekels of filver ; yea, 
even their ſervants bare rule over the peo- 
ple: but ſo did not I, becauſe of the fear 


of . 

16 Yea, alſo I continued in the work of 
this wall, neither bought we any land : and 
all my ſervants were gathered thither un- 
to the work, l 

17 Moreover there were at my table an 
hundred and fifty of the Jews and rulers, 
beſides thoſe that came unto us from among 
the heathen that are about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared for me 
daily, was one ox, and fix choice ſheep 
alſo fo»ls were prepared for me, and once

for all this required not I the bread of the 
governor, becauſe the bondage was heavy 
upon this people.

3 And 1 ſent meſſengers unto them, ſay- 
ing, I am doing a great work, ſo that 1 
cannot come down: why ſhou'd the work 
ren Ao [ leave it, and come down to 

ou | 

4 Yet they ſent unto me four times af- 
ter this ſort; and I anſwered them after 
the ſame manner. 

5 Then ſent Sanballat his ſervant unto 
me in like manner the fifth time, with an 
open letter in his hand ; 

6 Wherein was written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gaſhmu faith it, 
that thou and the Jews think to rebel: 
for which cauſe thou buildeſt the wall, 


that thou mayeſt be their king, according 


to theſe words. 

7 And thou haſt alſo appointed prophets 
to preach of thee at Jeruſalem, ſaying 
There is a king in Judah : and now ſhail 
it be reported to the king according to 
theſe words. come now therefore, and let 
us take counſel together. 

8 Then I ſent unto him, ſaying, There 
are no ſuch things done as thou ſayeſt. but 
thou feigneſt them out of thine own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, ſaying, 
Their hands ſhall be weakened from t 
work, that it be not done. now therefore, 
O God, ſtrengthen my hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the houſe of 
Shemaiah the ſon of Delaiah, the ſon of 
Mehetabeel, who was ſhut up; and he ſaid, 
Let us meet together in the houſe of God, 
within the temple, and let us ſhut the doors 
of the temple: for they will come to ſlay 
thee z yea; in the night will they come to 
ſlay thee, | 

11 And I ſaid, Should ſuch a man as I 
flee ? and who is tbere that being as I am, 
would go into the temple to ſave his life ? 
I will not go in. 

12 And lo, I perceived that God had not 
ſent him; but that he pronounced this 
prophecy againſt me: for Tobiah and San- 
ballat had Hired him. 

13 Therefore zwas he hired, that I ſhould 
be afraid, and do ſo, and fin, and hat they 
might have matter for an evil report, that 
they might reproach me. 

14 My God, think thou upon Tobiah 

Q 2 and 
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Nebemiab's care of Feruſalem. NEHEMIAH, 


-and Sanballat according to theſe their 
works, and on the propheteſs Noadiah, 
and the reſt of the prophets, that would 
have put me in fear. 

15 J So the wall was finiſhed in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month Elul, in 
fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to paſs that when all 
our enemies heard fhereof, and all the

10 And I perceived that the portions of 
the Levites had not been given bem : fer 
the Levites and the fingers, that did the 
work, were fled every one to his field. 


11 Then contended I with the rulers,

12 Then brought all Judah the tithe of 
the corn, and the new wine, and the oil, 
unto the treaſuries. | 

13 And I made treaſurers over the treaſu- 
ries, Shelamiah the prieſt, and Zadok the 
ſcribe, and of the Levites Pedaiah: and 
next to them vas Hanan the ſon of Zac- 


cur, the ſon of Mattaniah : for they were 


counted faithful. and their office 2:22s to 
diſtribute unto their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, concern» 
ing this, and wipe not out my good deeds 
that I have done for the houſe of my God, 
and for the offices thereof. 

15 In thoſe days ſaw I in Judah ſome 
treading wine-prefſes on the ſabbath, and 
bringing in ſheaves, and lading aſſes; as 
alſo wine, grapes, and figs, and all man- 
ner of burdens, which they brought into 
Jeruſalem on the ſabbath-day : and I teſti - 
fied againſt them in the day wherein they 
ſold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre alſo there - 
in, which brought fiſh, and all manner 
of ware, and ſold on the ſabbath unto the 
children of Judah, and in Jeruſalem. 

17 Then I contended with the nobles of 
Judah, and ſaid unto them, What evil 
thing is this that ye do, and profane the 
ſabbath-day ? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and did not 
our God bring all this evil upon us, and 
upon this city ? yet ye bring more wrath 
upon Iſrael by profaning the ſabbath. . 

19 And it came to paſs, that when the 
gates of Jeruſalem began to be dark before 
the ſabbath, I commanded that the gates 
ſhould be ſhut, and charged that they ſhould 
not be opened till after the ſabbath : and 
ſome of my ſervants ſet I at the gates, f᷑hat 
there ſhould no burden be brought in on 
the ſabbath-day. | | 

20 So the merchants and ſellers of all 
kind of ware lodged without Jeruſalem 
once or twice. 

21 Then 1 teſtified againſt them, and 


ſaid unto them, Wby lodge ye about the 
wall ? 
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Abaſuerus' royal feaff. 
wall? if ye de /o again, I will lay hands 
on you. from that time forth came they 
no more on the ſabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites that 
they ſhould cleanſe themſelves, and that 
they ſhould come and keep the gates, to 


ſanctify the ſabbath-day. remember me, O 


my God, concerning this alſo, and ſpare me 
according to the greatneſs of thy mercy. 

23 In thoſe days alſo ſaw I Jews that 
had married wives of Aſhdod, of Ammon, 
and of Moab : 

24 And their children ſpake half in the 
3 of Aſhdod, and could net ſpeak in 
the Jews language, but according to the 
language of each people. 

25 And I contended with them, and curſed 
them, and ſmote certain of them, and pluck- 
ed off their hair, and made them ſwear by 
God, ſaving, Ye ſhall not give your daugh- 
ters unto their ſons, nor take their daugh- 
ters unto your ſons, or for that ſelves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Iſrael fin by

Me ſendetb for Vaſpti. 
theſe things? yet among many nations 
was there no king like him, who was be- 
loved of his God, and God made him kin 
over all Iſrael: nevertheleſs, even him di 
outlandiſh women cauſe to fin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you to do 


all this great evil, to tranſgreſs againſt 
our God, in marrying firange wives 

28 And one of the ſons of Joiaca, the fon 
of Eliaſhib the high prieſt, zwa, ſon in 
law to Sanballat the Horonite : therefore 
I chaſed him from me.

2 That in thoſe days, when the king A- 
haſuerus ſat on the throne of his king- 
dom, which was in Shuſhan the palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feaſt unto all his princes and his 
ſervants ; the power of Perſia and Media, 
the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
being before him: NN. 

4 When he ſhewed the riches of his glo- 
rious kingdom, and the honour of his ex- 
cellent majeſty, many days, even an hun- 
dred and fourſcore days. FEY 

5 And when theſe days were expired, 
the king made a feaſt unto all the people 
tbat were preſent in Shuſhan the palace, 
both unto great and ſmall, ſeven days, in 
— court of the garden of the king's pa- 


ce 2 

6 Where were white, green, and blue 
bangings, faſtened with cords of fine linen 
and purple to filver rings, and pillars of 
marble : the beds were of gol, and filver, 
upon a pavement of red, and blue, and 
white, and black marble. 58 

7 And they gave them drink in vefſels of 
gold, the veſicls being diverſe one from 
another, and royal wine in abundance, ac- 
cording to the ſtate of the king. 

8 And the drinking vas „ 
the law; none did compel: for ſo the king 
had appointed to all the officers of his 
Houſe, that they ſhould do according to 
every man's pleaſure.

15 What ſhall we do unto the queen

m_ Ahaſuerus by the chamberlains? - 

16 And Memucan anſwered before the 

king and the princes, Vaſhti the queen hath 


not done wrong to the king only, but alſo _ 


to all the princes, and to all the people 
that are in all the provinces of the king 
Ahaluerus. 

17 For tbis deed of the ſhall come 
abroad unto all women, ſo that they thall 
deſpiſe their husbands in their eyes, when 
it ſhall be reported, The king Ahaſuerus 
commanded Vaſhti the queen to be brought 
in before him, but ſhe came not. 

18 Likewiſe ſhall the ladies of Perſia 
and Media ſay this day unto all the king's 
princes, which have heard of the deed of 
the queen. thus hall there ariſe too much 
contempt and wrath, Rs 6 "Jy 

19 If it pleaſe the king, let there go a 
1 commandment from him, and let it

7 And he brought up Hadaſſah, that is 
Eſther, his uncle's daughter: for ſhe had 
neither father nor mother, and the maid 
Tvas fair and beautiful: whom Mordecai, 
- when her father and mother were dead, 
took for his own daughter, 


8 $0 it came to paſs, when the king's . 


'£ommandment and his decree was heard, 
and when many maidens were gathered 
together unto Shuſhan the palace, to the 
cuſtody of Hegai, that Eſther was brought 
alſo unto the king's houſe, to the cuſtody 
r of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleaſed him, and ſhe 


obtained kindneſs of him: and he ſpeedily. 


gave her her things for purification, wit 
| Rach things as belonged to her, and ſeven 
maidens, which were meet to be given 
her, out of the king's houſe : and he pre- 
ferred her and her maids unto the beſt 
place of the houſe of the women. 

10 Efther had not ſhewed her people, 
nor her kindred: for Mordecai had charg- 
ed her that ſhe ſhould not ſhew it.

Pliſhed, fo wit, fix months with oil of 
myrrhe, and ix months with ſweet odours, 
and with other things for the purifying of 
the women; 
I; Then thus came ever maiden unto 
the king ; whatſoever ſhe defired was giv- 
en her, to go with her out of the houſe 
of the women unto the king's houſe. 

14 In the evening ſhe went, and on the 


- morrow ſhe returned into the ſecond houſe 
of the women, to the cuſtady of Shaaſhgaz 


the king's chamberlain, which kept the 
concubines: ſhe came-in unto the king no 
more, except the king delighted in her, and 
that ſhe were called by name. : 

15 J Now when the turn of Efther, the 

ughter of Abihail, the uncle of Mordecai 

ho had taken her for his daughter, was 
come to go-in unto the king, ſhe required 
nothing but what Hegai the king's cham- 
berlain the keeper of the women, appoint- 
ed. and Eſther obtained favour in the fight 
of all them that looked upon her. 

16 80 Eſther was taken unto king Aha- 
ſuerus, into his houſe royal, in the tenth 
month, which is the month Tebeth, in tha 
ſeventh year of his reign, 

17 And the king loved Ether above all the 
women, and the obtained þ ence and favour 
in his ſight more than all the virgins; fo 
that he ſet the royal crown upon her head, 
and made her queen inſtead of Vaſhti. 

18 Then the king made a great feaſt un- 
to all his princes and his ſervants, even 
Eſther's feaſt ; and he made a releaſe to thg 
provinces, and gave gifts, according to the 
Kate of the king. 

19 And when the virgins were gathered 
together the ſecond time, then Mordecai 
ſat in the king's gate. 

20 Eſther had not yet ſhewed her kindred 
nor her people; as Mordecai had charged 


her: for Ether did the commandment of 


Mordecai, like as when ſhe was brought 
up with him. 

21 In thoſe days, while Mordecai ſat in 
the king's gate, two of the king's cham- 


berlains, HBigthan and Tereſh, of thote- 


which kept the door, were wroth, and 


Fought to lay hand on king Ahaſuerus. 


22 And the thing was known to Morde- 
cal, who told it unto Efther the queen; 
and Eſther certified the king tbereof in 
Mordecai's name. K 

23 And when inquifition was made of the 
matter, it was found out : therefore they 
were both hanged on a tree. and it was 
written, in the book of the- chronicles be- 


fore the. king.

3 Then the king's ſervants which vere 
in the kings gate, {aid unto Mordecai, Wh. 
tranſgreſſeſt thou the king's command» 
ment ? 

4 Now it came to paſs when they ſpake 
daily unto him, and he hearkened not un- 
to them, that they told Haman, to ſee whe- 
ther Mordecai's matters would ſtand: for 
he had told them that he vas a Jew. . 

5 And when Haman ſaw that Mordecii 
bowed not, nor did him reverence, then 
was Haman full of wrath. 

6- And he thought ſcorn to lay hands on 
Mordecai alone ; for they had ſhewed him 
the people of Mordecai : wherefore Haman 
ſought to deſtroy all the Jews that ⁊oere 
throughout the whole kingdom of Ahaſue- 
rus, even the people of Mordecai.

8 And Haman ſaid unto king Ahaſuerus, 
There is a certain people ſcattered abroad 
and diſperſed among the people, in all the 
provinces of thy kingdom ; and their laws 
ure diverſe from all people; neither keep 
they the king's laws : therefore it is not 
for the king's profit to ſuffer them. 

9 If it pleaſe the king, let it be written 
that they may be deſtroyed: and 1 will pay 
ten thouſand talents of ſilver to the hands 
of thoſe that have the charge of the buſi- 
neſs, to bring it into the king's treaſuries. 
10 And the king took his ring from his 
hand, and gave it unto Haman the ſon of 
Hammedatha the Agagite, the Jews enemy.

59 JT The word which Jeremiah the pro- 
phet commanded Seraiah the ſon of Neri- 
ah the ſon of Maaſeiah, when he went 
with Zedekiah the king of Judah into Ba- 
bylon, in the fourth year of his reign. and 
this Seraiah evas a quiet prince, 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all the 
evil that ſhould come upon Babylon, ever: 
all theſe words that are written againſt 
Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah faid to Seraiah, When 
thou comeſ to Babylon, and ſhalt fee, and 
ſhalt read all theſe words; 


62 Then ſhalt thou ſay, O LORD, thou. 


haſt ſpoken againſt this place, to cut it off, 

that none ſhall remain in it, neither man 

nor beaſt, but that it ſhall be deſolate for 
ever, 

63 And it ſhall be when thou haſt made 
an end of reading this book, that thou 
ſhalt bind a tone to it, and caſt it into the 
midſt of Enphrates : a 

64 And thou ſhalt ſay, Thus ſhall Baby-

when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed eleven years in Jeruſalem. and his mo- 


ther's name zvas Hamutal the daughter of

eyes of the LORD, according to all that 


| Jehojakim had done. 


3 For through the anger of the LorD it 
came to paſs in Jeruſalem and Judah, till 
he had caſt them out from his preſence, 
that Zedekiah rebelled againſt the king of 
Babylon. 

4 J And it came to paſs in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, in 
the tenth day of the month, that Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Bibylon came, he and all his 


army againſt Jeruſalem, and pitched againſt. 


it, and built forts againſt it round about. 

5 So the city was beſieged unto the ele- 
venth year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the ninth 
day of the month, the famine was fore in 
the city, ſo that there was no bread for the 
people of the land. 7 

7 Then the city was broken up, and all

in the plains of Jericho: and all his army

10 And the king of Babylon flew the ſons 
of Zedekiah before” his eyes: he ſlew alſo 
all the princes of Judah in Riblah. 

11 Then be put out the eyes of Zedekiah ; 
and the king of Babylon bound him in 
chains, and carried him to Babylon, and 
put him in priſon till the day of his death. 

12 Now in the fiſth month, in the tenth 
day of the month, which ⁊bas the nine- 
teenth year of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, came Nebuzar-adan captain of 
the guard, evhich ſerved the king of Baby- 
lon, into Jeruſalem, 

13 And burned the houſe of the Lord 
and the king's houſe ; and all the houſes of 
Jeruſalem, and all the houſes of the great 
men, burned he with fire. - 

14 And all the army of the Chaldeans that 
zbere with the captain of the guard brake 
down all the walls of Jeruſalem round about. 

15 Then Nebuzar- adan the captain of the 
guard carried away captive certain of the 
poor of the people, and the refidue of the 
people that remained in the city, and thoſe

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard left certain of the poor of the land

17 Alſo the pillars of braſs that here in 
the houſe of the LoRD, and the baſes, and 
the braſen ſea that <vas in the houſe of the 
LoRD, the Chaldeans brake, and carried all 
the braſs of them to Babylon. F 

18 The caldrons alſo, and the ſhovels, 
and. the ſnuff-rs, and the bowls, and the 
ſpoons, and all the veſſels of braſs where- 
with they miniſtered, took they away. 

19 And the baſons, and the fire-pans, 
and the bowls, and the caldrons, and the 
candleſticks, and the ſpoons, and the c 
tbat which was of gold in gold, and {bat 
which vas of ſilver in ſilver, took the cap- 
tain of the guard a way. 

20 The two pillars, one ſea, and twelve 
braſen bulls that evere under the baſes, 
which king Solomon had made in the houſe 
of the LORD : the braſs of all theſe veilels 
was without weight, 1 

21 And concerning the pillars, the height 
of one pores Twas eighteen cubits; and a 
fillet of twelve cubits did compaſs it; and 
the thickneſs thereof 2vas four fingers: it 
<vas hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of braſs was upon it; 
and the height of one chapiter vas five 
cubits, with net-work and_po ranates 
Ry; the 2 [res young —— all of braſs.

door. 

25 He took alſo out of the city an eunuch 
which had the charge of the men of war; 
and ſeven men of them that were near the 
king's perſon, which were found in the city; 
and the principal ſcribe of the hoſt, who 
muſtered the people of the land; and three- 
ſcore men of the people of the land that 
tere found in the midſt of the city. 

25 80 Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard took them. and brought them to the

CHAP. I. 

1 The time of Ez#kiel's propbeſy. 4 His vi- 
ſion of four cherubims, 15 of four wheels, 
26 and of the glory 07 GOD. 

OW it came to paſs in the thirti- 

eth year, in the fourth month, in 

the fifth day of the month, as I 

was among the captives by the 

river of Chebar, that the heavens were o- 
pened, and I ſaw viſions of God. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, which 
_ the fifth year of king Jehoiachin's cap- 

ivity, | 

3 The word of the Loxp came expreſly 
unto Ezekiel the prieſt, the ſon of Buzi, in 
the land of the Chaldeans, by the river 
Chebar; and the hand of the LoxD was 
there upon him. 

4 J And I looked, and behold, a whirl- 
wind came out of the north, a great cloud, 
and a fire infolding it ſelf, and a brightneſs 
Tas about it, and out of the midſt thereof 
as the colour of amber, out of the midſt 
of the fire. 

5 Alſo out of the midſt thereof came the 
likeneſs of four living creatures, and this 
Twas their appearance; they had the likeneſs 
of a man. 

6 And every one had four faces, and eve- 
Ty one had four wings. 

7 And their feet were ſtraight feet; and 
the ſole of their feet zvas like the ſole of a 
calf's foot: and they ſparkled like the co- 
jour of burniſhed braſs. 

8 And tbey bad the hands of a man un- 
der their wings on their four ſides; and 
they four had their faces and their wings. 

9 Their wings vere joined one to ano- 
ther: they turned not when they went; 
they went every one ſtrait for ward. 

10 As for the likeneſs of their faces, they 
Four had the face of a man, and the face of 
a lion, on the right fide; and they four had 
the face of an ox on the left fade; they four 
alſo had the face of an eagle. 

It Thus were their faces: and their 
wings Twere ſtretched upward ; two wings 
of every one Tvere joined one to another, 
and two covered their bodies. 

12 And they went every one ſtraight for- 
ward : whither the ſpirit was to go, they 
went ; and they turned not when they 
went. 

13 As for the likeneſs of the living crea- 

tures, their appearance zvas like burning 

coals of fire, and like the appearance of 

Jamps : it went up and down amony the 

living creatures ; and the fire was bright, 

and out of the fire went forth lightning, 

14 Ard the living creatures ran, and re- 
turned, as the appearance of a flaſh of light- 
ning. ; 
15 J Now as I beheld the living crea- 
tures, behold, one wheel upon the earth by 
the living creatures, with his four faces. 
16 The appearance of the wheels and 
their work Twas like nnto the colour of a 
beryl : and they four had one likeneſs : and 
their appearance and their work 2was as it 
were a wheel ia the middle of a wheel, 


17 When they went, they went upon 


their four ſi des: and they returned not 


when they went. 

18 As for their rings, they were ſo high 
that they were dreadful : and their ring; 
were full of eyes round about them four. 

19 And when the living creatures went, 
the wheels went by them : and when the 
living creatures were lifted up from the 
earth, the wheels were lifted up. 

20 Whitherſoever the ſpirit zvas to go, 
they went, thither wwas their ſpirit to go; 
and the wheels were lifted up aver againſt 
them : for the ſpirit of the living creature 
Was in the wheels, 

21 When thoſe went, ?beſe went; and 
when thoſe food, theſe ſtood ; and when 
thoſe were lifted up from the earth, the 
wheels were lifted up over againſt them; 
for the ſpiric of the living creature ⁊oas in 
the wheels. | 

22 And the likeneſs of the firmament up - 
on the heads of the living creature vas az 
the colour of the terrible cryſtal ſtretched 
forth over their heads above. 

23 And under the firmament were their 
wings firaight, the one toward the other: 
every one had two which covered on this 
ſide, and every one had two which covered 
on that ſide, their bodies. 

24 And when they went, I heard the 
noiſe of their wings like the noiſe of great 
waters, as the voice of the Almighty, the 
voice of ſpeech as the noiſe of an hoſt : when 
they ſtood, they let down their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from the fir- 
mament that zvas over their heads, when 
they ſtood, and had let down their wings. 

26 J And above the firmament that wa! 
over their heads was the likeneſs of 2 
throne, as the appearance of a ſapphire- 
ſtone: and upon the likeneſs of the throne 
was the likeneſs as the appearance of a 
man above upon it. 

27 And I ſaw as the colour of amber, as 
the appearance of fire, round about within 
it, from the appearance of his loins even 
upward : and from the appearance of his 
loins even downward I ſaw as it were the 
appearance of fire, and it Had brightneſs 
round about. f 

28 As the appearance of the bow that is 
in the cloud in the day of rain, ſo was the 
appearance of the brightneſs round about. 
this was the appearance of the likeneſs of 
the glory of the LORD. and when I ſaw it, 
I fell ur on my face, and I heard a voice of 
one that ſpake. | 

CHAP, Il.

9 The roll of bis beau Propbecy. 

ND he ſaid unto me, Son of man. ſtand 
A upon thy feet, and I will ſpeak unto 
thee. 


z And the ſpirit entered into me when 
he ſpake unto me, and ſet me upon my 
feet, that 1 heard him that ſpake unto me. 

3 And he ſaid unto me, Son of man, l 
ſend thee to the children of Ifrael, to a re- 


bellious nation that hath rebelled en 
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me: they and their fathers have tranſgreſſ. 

ed againſt me even unto this very day. 

4 For they are impudent children and 
ſtiff hearted. I do ſend thee unto them; 
and thou ſhalt ſay unto them, Thus ſaith 
the Lord GoD, 

5 And they, whether they will hear, or 
whether they will forbear, for they are a 
rebellious houſe, yet ſhall know that there 
hath been a prophet among them. 

6 J And thou, ſon of man, be not afraid 
of them, neither be afraid of their words, 
though briets and thorns be with thee, and 
thou doſt d well among ſcorpions ; be not a- 
fraid of their words, nor be diſmayed at their 
looks, though they be a rebellious houſe. 

And thou ſhalt ſpeak my words unto 
them, whether they. will hear, or whether 
they will forbear: for they are moſt rebel- 
lious. | 

8 But thou, ſon of man, hear what I ſay 
unto thee : Be not thou rebellious like that 
rebellious houſe. open thy mouth ; and eat 
that I give thee, 

9 And when I looked, behold, an hand 
2vas ſent unto me, and lo, a roll of a book 
bas therein; 

10 And he ſpread it before me: and it 
os written within and without : and 
there Was written tberein lamentations, 
and mourning, and wo. 

CHAP. III. 

x Ezekiel eateth the roll. 15. God ſhezweth 
him the rule 6f Prophecy, 22 and Jbut- 
teth and openeth the prophet's mouth, 

Mn he {aid unto me, Son of man, 


eat that thou findeſt; eat this roll, 


and go ſpeak unto the houſe of Iſrael. 

2 S0 I opened my mouth, and he cauſed 
me to eat that roll. | 

3 And he ſaid unto me, Son of man, 


cauſe thy belly to eat, and fill thy bowels. 
with this roll that I give thee. then did I 


eat it; and it was in my mouth as honey 
for ſweetneſs. 

4 And he ſaid unto me, Son of man, go, 
get thee unto the houſe of Iſrael, and ſpeak 
with my words unto them. 

5 For thou art not ſent to a people of a 
ſtrange ſpeech and of an hard language, 
but to the houſe of Iſrael; 

6 Not to many people of a ſtrange ſpeech 
and of an hard language. whoſe words thou 
eanſt not underfiand : ſurely, had I ſent thee 
to them, they would have hearkened unto 
thee, 

7 But the houſe of Iſrael will not heark- 
en unto thee ; for they will not hearken 
unto me: for all the houſe of Iſrael are 
impudent and bard-heacted. 

8 Behold, I have made thy face ſtrong a- 
gainſt their faces, and thy iorehead ſtrong 
againit their foreheads. ; 

9 As an adamant, harder than flint, have 
I made thy forehead : fear them not, nei- 
ther be diſmayed at their looks, though 
they be a rebellious houſe. 

10 Moreover, he iaid unto me, Son of 
man, all my words that I thall ſpeak unto 
thee, receive in thine heart, and hear with 
thine ears, 

11 And go. pet thee to them of the cap- 
tivity, unto the children of thy people, and

13 I Heard alſo the noiſe of the wings of

14 So the ſpirit lifted me up, and took 
me away, and I went in bitterneſs, in the 
heat of my ſpirit; but the hand of the 
LORD was firong upon me. |

of Chebar, and I ſat where they ſat, and 
remained there aſtoniſhed among, them 
ſeven days. 

16 And it came to paſs at the end of ſe- 
ven days, that the word of the LoRD came 
unto me, ſaying,

18 When I ſay unto the wicked, Thou- 
ſhalt ſurely die: and thou giveſt him not 
warning, nor ſpeakeſt to warn the wicked 
from his wicked way to fave his life; the 
ſame wicked man ſhall die in his iniquity z- 
but bis blood will I require at thine hand. 

19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, and he 
turn not from his wickedneſs, nor from his 
wicked way, he ſhall die in his iniquity 3 
but thou haſt delivered thy ſoul. 

20 Again, When a righteous man doth 
turn from his righteouſneſs, and commit 


 Iniquiry, and 1 lay a tumbling hlock be- 


fore him, he ſhall die: becauſe thou haſt 
not given him warning, he iÞall die in bis 
fin, and His righteoutneſs which he hath: 
done ſhall not be remembered: but his 
blood will 1 require at thine hand. 

21 Neverthu.eſs, if thou warn the right-- 
eous man that the righteous n not, and: 
he doth not ftn, he ſhall ſurely live, be- 
cauſe he is warned; alſo thou haſt deliver- 
en thy ſoul.

17 All hands ſhall be feeble, and all 
knees ſhall be weak as water. 

18 They ſhall alſo gird !bemſelwes with 
Fackecloth, and horror ſhall cover them; and 
ſhame /-all be upon all faces, and baldneſs 
upon all their heads. 

19 They ſhall caſt their filver in the 
Kreets, and their gold ſhall be removed: 
their ſilver and their gold ſhall not be able 
to deliver them in the day of the wrath of 
the LORD : they ſhall not ſatisfy their iouls, 
neither fill their bowels : becanſe it is the 
ſtumbling- hlock of their iniquity.

Houſes : 1 will alſo make the pomp of the 
Krong to ceaſe; and their holy places ſhall 
be defiled. 

25 Deſtruction cometh ; and they ſhall 
Feek peace, and tbere ſhall be none. 

26 Miſchief ſhall come upon miſchief, 


and rumour ſhall be upon rumour, then 


mall they ſeek a viſion of the prophet ; but 
the law ſhall periſh from the prieſt, and 
counſel from the ancients. 
27 The king ſhall mourn, and the prince 
mall be clothed with deſolation, and the 
Hands of the people of the land ſhall be 
troubled : Iwill do unto them after their 
way, and according to their deferts will I 
judge them; and they thall know that 1 
am the LORD.

M ND it came to paſs in the ſixth year, in

3 And he put forth the form of an hand, 
and took me by the lock of mine head : and 
the ſpirit lifted me up between the earth 
and the heaven, and brought me in the 
viſions of God to Jeruſalem, to the door of 
the inner gate that looketh toward the 
north; where 2was the ſeat of the image of 
Jealouſy, which provoketh to jealouſy. 


4 And behold, the glory of the God of | 


Iſrael zwas there, according to the viſion 
that I ſaw in the plain. 

5 Then ſaid he unto me, Son of man, 
lift up thine eyes now the way towarc's the 
north. ſo 1 lifted up mine eyes the way to- 
ward the north, and behold, north-ward 


at the gate of the altar this image of jea- 


louſy in the entry. 

6 He ſaid furthermore unto me, Son of 
man, ſeeſt thou what they do ? even the 
great abominations that the houſe of Iſrael 
committeth here, that I ſhould go far of 
from my ſanQuary? but turn thee yet again, 
and thou ſhalt ſee greater abominations, 

7 J And he brought me to the door of 
the court; and when 1 looked, behold, a 
hole in the wall. 

8 Then ſaid he unto me, Son of man, 
dig now in the wall. and when I had dig - 
ed in the wall, behold, a door. 

9 And he ſaid unto me; Go in, and be-. 
en the wicked abominations that they do 

ere. TO 

10 So J went in, and ſaw, and behold, 
every form of creeping things, and abomi- 
nable beaſts, and all the idojs of the houfe 
7 Iſrael, pourtrayed upon the wall round 
about. 

11 And there Rood before them ſeventy 
men of the ancients of the houſe of Iſrael, 
and in the midſt of them ſtood Jaazaniah, 
the ſon of Shaphan, with every man his 
cenſer in his hand ; and a thick cloud of 
incenſe went up. 

12 Then ſaid he unto me, Son of man, 
haſt thou ſeen what the ancients of the 
houſe of Iſrael do in the dark, every man 


in the chambers of his imagery? for they 


fay, The LORD ſeeth us not; the LORD 
hath forſaken the earth. 

13 He ſaid alſo unto me, Turn thee yet 
again, and thou ſhalt ſee greater abomina- 
tions that they do. 

14 Then he brought me to the door of 
the gate of the LoRD's houſe which voa; 
towards the north, and behold, there ſat 
women weeping for Tammuz. 

15 Then ſaid he unto me, Haſt thou 
ſeen this, O ſon of man? turn thee yet a- 
gain, and thou ſhalt ſee greater abomina- 
tions than theſe. 

16 And he brought me into the inner 
court of the LORD®s houſe, and behold, at 
the door of the temple of the LorD, be- 
tween the porch and the altar, zvere about 
five and twenty men, with their backs to- 
wards the temple of the LORD, and their 
faces toward the eaſt: and they wortſhlp- 
ed the ſun toward the eaſt. 

17 Then

17 Then he ſaid unto me, Haſt thou 
ſeen this, O ſon of man? Is it a light thing 


to the houſe of Judah that they commit 


the abominations which they commit here? 
for they have filled the land with violence, 
and have returned to provoke me to anger : 

and lo, they put the branch to their nofe. 
18 Therefore will I alſo deal in fury :

1 A viſion Tobereby is ſhewwed the preſerya-+ 
tion of ſome, 5 and the deſiruttion of the 
reſt. 8 God cannot be intreated for them. 


E cried alſo in mine ears with a loud 
voice, ſaying, Cauſe them that have 
charge over the city to draw near, even 
every man with his deſtroying weapon in 
his hand. 

2 And behold, fix men came from the 
way of the higher gate, which lieth to- 
ward the north, and every man a ſlaughter- 
weapon in his hand; and one man among 
them vas clothed with linen, with a writ- 
er's ink-horn by his fide: and they went 
in, and ſtood beſide the braſen altar. 

3 And the glory of the God of Iſrael was 
gone up from the cherub whereupon he 
was, to the threſhold of the houſe, and he 
called to the man clothed with linen, 
which had the writer's ink-horn by his fide: 

4 And the LORD faid unto him, Go 
through the midft of the city, through the 
mid of Jeruſalem, and fet a mark upon 
the foreheads of the men that ſigh, and that 
cry for all the abominations that be done 
in the midA thereof. 

5 J And to the others he ſaid in mine 
hearing, Go ye after him through the city, 
and ſmite: let not your eye ſpare, neither 
have ye pity. 

6 Slay utterly old and young, both 
maids and little children, and women : 
but come not near any man upon whom 
is the mark: and begin at my ſanctuary. 
then they began at the ancient men which 
ber e before the houſe. 

7 And he ſaid unto them, Defile the 
houſe, and fill the courts with the ſlain: 
go ye forth. and they went forth, and flew 


in the city. 


8 J And it came to paſs while they were 
ſaying them, and I was left, that I fell up- 
on my face, and cried, and ſaid, Ah, Lord 
GoD, wilt thou deſtroy all the reſidue of 
Iſrael, in thy pouring-out of thy fury upon 
Jeruſaitem ? 

9 Then ſaid he unto me, The iniquity of 
the houſe of Iſrael and Judah js exceeding 
great, and the land is full of blood, and the 
city full of perverſeneſs: for they ys The 
LoRD hath forſaken the earth; and, 'The

CHAP 
1 The viſion of the coals of fire to be ſcat- 
tered over the City, 8 The viſon of 1 
cherubims. 
HEN I looked, and behold, in the firma- 
ment that wwas above the head of the 
Sung _—_ — over them, as 
it were a ſapphire-ſone, as the appearan 
of the likeneſs of a throne, 5 

2 And he ſpake unto the man clothed 
with linen, and ſaid, G0 in between the 
wheels, even under the cherub, and fill 
thine hand with coals of fire from be- 
tween the cherubims, and ſcatter them 
over the city. and he went in in my fight. 

3 Now the cherubims ftood on the right 
fide of the houſe when the man went in; 
and the cloud filled the inner court. 

4 Then the glory of the LoRD went up 
from the cherub, and /t20d over the threſh- 
old of the houſe ; and the houſe was filled 
with the cloud, and the court was full of 


the brightneſs of the LoRD's glory. 


5 And the ſound of the cherubims wings 
was heard eben to the outer court, as the 
— of the almighty God when he ſpeak- 
eth. | 

6 And it came to paſs that when he had 
commanded the man clothed. with linen, 
faying, Take fire from between the wheels, 
from between the cherubims ; then he went 
in, and ſtood beſides the wheels. 


7 And one cherub firetched forth his 


hand from between the cherubims unto 
the fire that 2v4as between the cherubims, 
and took thereof, and put it into the hands 
of bim that was clothed with linen: who 
took it, and went out. 

8 J And there appeared in the cheru- 


bims the form of a man's hand under their 


wings. | 
9 And when I looked, behold, the four 
wheels by the cherubims, one wheel by 


.one cherub, and another wheel by another 


cherub: and the appearance of the wheels 
Twas as the colour of a beryl-tone. 

io And as for their appearances, they 
four had one likeneſs, as if a wheel had 
been in the midſt of a wheel. 

11 When they went, they went upon 
their four fades; they turned not as they 
went, but to the place whither the head 
looked they followed it; they turned not 
as they went. 

12 And their whole body, and their 
backs, and their hands, and their wings, 
and the wheels Tvere full of eyes round a- 
bout, even the wheels that they four had. 

13 As for the wheels, it was cried unto 
them in my hearing, O wheel. 

14 And every one had four faces; the 
firſt face 2vas the face of a cherub, and the 
ſecond face ⁊bas the face of a man, and the 
third the face of a lion, and the fourth the 
face of an eagle. 

15 Aid the cherubims were lifted up. 
this is the living creature that I ſaw by the 
river of Chebar. 

16 And when the cherubims went, the 
wheels went by them; and when the che- 
rubims lifted up their wings to mount up 
from the earth, the ſame wheels alſo turn- 
ed not from beſide them: 

17 When 
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The princes fin, and judgement. EZEKIEL. God's purpoſe to-ſave a remnant. 


17 When they ſtood, theſe ſtood ; and 
when they were lifted up, theſe lifted up 
themſelves al/o : for the ſpirit of the living 
creature woas in them. 

18 Then the glory of the LoRD departed 
from off the threſhold of the houſe, and 
ſtood over the cherubims. 

19 And the cherubims lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth in 
my fight : when they went out, the wheels 
aiſo ere beſides them: and every one ſtood 
at the door of the eaſt-gate of the LORD's 
houſe; and the glory of the God of Iſrael 
as over them above. 

20 This is the living creature that I ſaw 
under the God of Iſrael by the river of 
Chebar ; and I knew that they wwere the 
cherubims. 

21 Every one had four faces apiece, and 
every one four wings; and the likeneſs of 
the hands of a man zwas under their wings. 

22 And the likeneſs of their faces 2vas 
the ſame faces which I. ſaw by the river of 
Chebar, their appearances, and themſelves : 
they went every . for ward. 

5 CHAP. XI

5 And the ſpirit of the LORD fell upon 
me, and ſaid unto me, Speak: Thus taith 
the LORD : Thus have ye ſaid, O houſe of 
Iſrael : for I know the things that come in- 
to _ mind, every one of them. 

Ye have multiplied your ſlain in this 
city, and ye have filled the fireets thereof 
with the ſlain | | 

7 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord Gop; 
Tour ſlain, whom ye have laid in the midſt 
of it, they are the fleſh; and this city is the 
caldron : but Iwill bring you forth out of 
the midſt of it. 

8 Ye have feared the ſword : and I will 
wing a ſword upon you, faith the Lord 

OD. 

9 And I will bring you out of the midſt 
thereof, and deliver you into the hands of 
ſtrangers, and will execute judgements a- 
mong you. | 

10 Ye (hall fall by the ſword: I will 
judge you in the border of Iſrae! ; and ye 
ſhall know that I am the LORD. 

11 This city ſhall not be your caldron, 
neither ſhall ye be the fleſh in the mid&t 
thereof; but J will judge you in the bor- 
der of Iſrael : 

12 And ye ſhall know that I am the 
LoRD ; for ye have not walked in my ſta- 


peta apes as. — 


tutes, neither executed my judgements, but 


have done after the manners of the hea- 


then that are round about you. 


13 J And it came to pais when I prophe- | 


fied, that Pelatiah the ton of Benaiah died. 
then fell 1 down upon my face, and cried 


with a loud voice, and ſaid, Ah Lord GoD, 
wilt thou make a full end of the remnant 


of Israel? 
14 Again the word of the LORD came 
unto me, ſaying, 


15 Son of man, thy brethren, even thy 


brethren, the men of tho kindred, and all 
the houſe of Iſraei x hon are they unto 
whom the inhabitants of Jeruſalem have 


ſaid, Get thee far from the LORD: unto us 


is the land given in poſſeſſion. 

16 Therefore ſay, Thus ſaith the Lord 
GoD ; Although I have caſt them far off a- 
mong the heathen, and although 1 have 
icattered them among the countries, yet 
will l be to th-m as a little ſanctuary in the 


countries where they ſhall come. 


17 Therefore ſay, Thus ſaith the Lord 
GoD; 1 will even gather you from the peo» 


ple, and aſſemble you out of the countries 


where ye have been icattered, and 1 will 
give you the land of Iirael. 

18 And they ſhall come thither, and the 
ſhall take away all the deteſtable thin 
thereof, and all the abominations thereof 
from thence. 

i9 And I will give them one heart, and 
I will put-a new ſpirit within you z and 1 
will take the tony heart out of their fleſh, 
and will give them an heart of fleſh: 

20 That they may walk in my ſtatutes, 
and keep mine ordinances, and dv them: 
and they ſhall be my people, and I will be 
their God.” : 

21 J But as for them whoſe heart walk. 
eth after the heart of their deteſtable things 
and their abominations, I will recompenſe 
their way upon their own heads, ſaith the 
Lord GoD, 

22 Then did the cherubims lift up their 
wings, and the wheels beſides them; and 
the glory of the God of lirael] w¾oas over 
them above.. | 

2x And the glory of the LoxD went up 
from the midſt of the city, and ſtood upon 
the mountain which is on the eaſt-ſide of 
the city. 1 

24 Afterwards the ſpirit took me up, 
and brought me in viſion by the ſpirit of 
God into Chaldea, to them of the captivi- 
ty. ſo the viſion that I had ſeen went up 
from me. 

25 Then I ſpake unto them of the cap- 
tivity all the things that the LoRD had 
ſhewed me. ; 
CHAP, XII. 
rt The type of Exekiel's remeving 8 ſhew- 
eth the captivity of Zedekiah. 17 Exe- 
kiePs trembling ſheweth the Fewws deſo- 
lation. 
HE word of the LORD alſo came unto 
me, ſaying, 

2 Son of man, thou dwelleſt in the midſt 
of a rebellious houſe, which have eyes to 
ſee, and ſee not; they have ears to hear, 
and hear not; for they ar? a rebellious 
houſe, 
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3 Therefore thou, ſon of man, prepare 
thee tuff for removing, and remove by day 
in their fight ; and thou ſhalt remove from 
thy place to another place in their fight : 
it may be they will conſider, though they 
be a rebellious houſe. | 

4 Then ſhalt thou bring forth thy ſtuff 
by day in their ſight as tuff for removing: 
and thou ſhalt go forth at even in their 
fight, as they that go forth into captivity. 

5 Dig thou through the wall in their 
fight, and carry out thereby. : 

6 In their fight ſhalt thou bear if upon 
thy ſnoulders, and carry it forth in the twi- 
light : thou ſhalt cover thy face, fhat thou 
ſee not the ground, for I have ſet thee for 
a ſign unto the houſe of Iſrael. 

7 And 1 did ſo as I was commanded : I 
brought forth my ſtuff by day as ſtuff for 
captivity, and in the even I digged through 
the wall with mine hand; I brought i? forth 
in the twilight, and 1 bare it upon my 
ſhoulder in their fight. 

8 | And in the morning came the word 
of the LoRD unto me, ſaying, 

g Son of man, hath not the houſe of Iſ- 
rae], the rebellious houſe, ſaid unto thee, 
What doeſt thou ? 8 

Io Say thou unto them, Thus ſaith the 
Lord GoD ; This burden concerneth the 
prince in Jeruſalem, and all the houſe of 
Iſrael that are among them. 

11 Say, I am your fign : like as I have 
done, ſo ſhall it be done unto them: they 
ſhall remove and go into captivity. 

12 And the prince that is among them 
ſhall bear upon bis ſhoulder in the twilight 
and ſhall go forth: they ſhall dig through 
the wall to carry out thereby : he ſhall co- 
ver his face, that he ſee not the ground 
with his eyes. : 

13 My net alſo will 1 ſpread upon him, 
and he ſhall be taken in my ſnare: and I 
will bring him to Babylon ta the land of 
the Chaldeans; yet ſhall he not ſee it though 
he ſhall die there. 

14 And I will ſcatter toward every wind 
all that are about him to help him, and all 
his bands; and I will draw out the ſword 
after them. 

is And they ſhall know that I am the 
LORD, when I ſhall ſcatter them among the 
nations, and diſperſe them in the countries. 

16 But 1 will leave a few men of them 
from the ſword, from the famine, and from 
the peRilence, that they may declare all 
their abominations among the heathen 
whither they come; and they ſhall know 
that I am the LORD, 

17 J Moreover, the word of the LoRD 
came to me, ſaying, 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with quak- 
ing, and drink thy water with trembling 
and with carefulneſs; 

19 And ſay unto the people of the land, 
Thus faith the Lord Gop of the inhabi- 
tants of Jeruſalem and of the land of Iſra- 
el; They ſhall eat their bread with care- 
fulneſs, and drink their water with aſto- 
niſhment, that her land may be defolate 
from all that is therein, becauſe of the vio- 
lence of all them that dwell therein, 

20 And the cities chat are inhabited ſhall

23 Tell them therefore, Thus ſaith the 
Lord GoD; I will make this proverb to 
ceaſe, and they ſhall no more uſe it as a 
proverb in Iſrael ; but ſay unto them, The 
_ are at hand, and the effect of every 
viſion. | 

24 For there ſhall be no more any vain- 
viſion nor flattering divination within the 
houſe of Iſrael. 

25 For I am the LORD; I Will ſpeak, 
and the word that I ſhall ſpeak ſhall come- 
to paſs; it ſhall be no more prolonged : for 
in your days, O rebellious houſe, will I 
ſay the word, and will perform it, ſaith 
the Lord Goo. | 

25 Again the word of the LoRD came 
to me, ſaying, 

27 Son of man, behold, tbey of the houſe 
of Iſrael fay, The viſion that he ſeeth is for 
many days to come, and he propheſieth of 
the times that are far off. 

28 Therefore ſay unto them, Thus ſaith. 
the Lord GOD ; There ſhall none of my 
words be e any more, but the 
word whic 
ſaith the Lord Gop. |

ND the word of the LORD came unto - 
me, ſaying,

Ifrael, to Rand in the battle in the day of 
the LORD. | | 

6 They have ſeen vanity and lying di- 
vination, ſaying, The LORD ſaith ; and the 
LORD hath not ſent them : and they have 
made others to hope that they would con- 
firm the word. 

7 Have ye not ſeen a vain vifion, and have 
ye not ſpoken a lying divination, where- 
as ye ſay, The LORD faith it; albeit 1 have 
not ſpoken ? | 

8 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord Gop; 
becauſe ye have ſpoken vanity, and ſeen 
lyes, therefore behold, I am againſt you, 
ſaith the Lord GoD, | 

g And mine hand ſhall be upon the pro- 
phets that ſee vanity, and that divine lyes: 
they ſhall not be in the aſſembly of my peo- 
ple, neither ſhall they be written in the writ- 
ing of the houſe of Iſrael, neither ſhall 
they enter into the land of Ifrael; and ye 
{ball know that I am the Lord Goo. 

10 Becauſe 


have ſpoken ſhall be done, 
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Of propbeteſes, and their pillows, 
10 Becauſe, even becauſe they have ſe- 
duced my people, ſaying, Peace; and there 
Tas no peace; and one built up a wall, 
and lo, others daubed it with untempered 

11 Say unto them which daub it with 
untem morter, that it ſhall fall: there 
ſhall be an overflowing thower ; and ye, O 
great hail ſtones, ſhall fall; and a ſtormy 
wind ſhall rend it. | 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, ſhall it 
not be ſaid unto you, Where if the daubing 
 wherewith ye have dauded it? 

13 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord Gop ; 
1 will even rend it with a ſtormy wind in 

my fury; and there ſhall be an overflow- 
ing ſhower in mine anger, and great hail- 
ſtones in my fury to conſume it. 

14 So will 1 break down the wall that 

e have daubed with untempered morter, 
and bring it down to the ground, ſo that 
the foundation thereof ſhall! be diſcovered, 
and it ſhall fall, and ye thall be conſumed 
in the midſt thereof: and ye ſhall know 
that lam the LORD. ; | 

15 Thus will 1 accompliſh my wrath up- 
on the wall, and upon them that have 
daubed it with untempered morter, and 
will ſay unto you, The wall is no more, 
neither they that daubed it: 

16 To wit, the prophets of Iſrael which 

ropheſy —2.—— Jeruſalem, and which 
fee viſions of peace for her, and tbere is no 
peace, ſaith the Lord Gon. 

17 J Likewiſe, thou ſon of man, ſet thy 
face againſt the daughters of thy people 
which propheſy out of their own heart, 
and propheſy thou againſt them, 

18 And ſay, Thus ſaith the Lord Gop; 
Wo to the evImen that ſew pillows to all 
arm-boles, and make kerchiefs upon the 
head of every ftature to hunt ſouls. Will 
ye hunt the ſouls of my people, and will 
ye ſave the ſouls alive !Þar come unto you? 

19 And will ye pollute me among my 
people for handfuls of bariey and for pieces 
of bread, to ſlay the fouls that ſhould not 
die, and to ſave the ſouls alive that ſhould 
not live, by your lying to my people that 
hear zour lyes? g | 

20 Wherefore thus ſaith the Lord Gop, 
Behold, I am againſt your pillows where- 
with ye there hunt the ſouls to make them 
fly, and I will tear them from your arms, 
and will let the ſouls go, even the ſouls 
that ye hunt to make them fly. 

21 Your kerchicfs alſo will I tear, and 
deliver my people out of your hand, and 
they thall be no more in your hand to be 
hunted ; and ye ſhall know that I am the 
LORD. 

22 Becauſe with lyes ye have made the 
heart of the righteous ſad, whom I have 
not made ſad; and ſtrengthened the hands 
of the wicked, that he ſhould not return 
from his wicked way, by promifing him 
life : 

23 Therefore ye ſhall ſee no more vani- 
ty, nor divine divinations: for I will de- 
liver my peopie out of your hand: and ye 
ſhall know that i am the LORD, 

x CHAP. XIV. ; 

xs God anfwerath idolaters according to their 
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1dalaters exhorted to repent, 


own heart. 12 God's irrevocable ſentence. 

22 A remnant ſhall be ſaved, 

Hen came certain of the elders of Iſra. 
el unto me, and ſat before me. 

2 And the word of the LoRD came unto 
me, ſaying, 

3 Son of man, theſe men have ſet up their 
idols in their heart, and put the ſtumbling- 
block of their iniquity before their face: 
ſnould I be inquired of at all by them? 

4 Therefore ſpeak unto them, and ſay 
unto them, Thus ſaith the Lord Gop ; E. 
very man of the houſe of Iſrael that ſetterh 
up his idols in his heart, and putteth the 
tumbling-vlock of his iniquity before his 
face, and cometh.to the prophet ; -1 the 
LORD Will anſwer him that cometh accord- 
ing to the multitude of his igols,. 

5 That I may take the houſe of Iſrael 
in their own heart, becauſe they are all 
eftranged from me through their idols. 

6 Therefore ſay unto the houſe of Iſra- 
el, Thus ſaith the Lord Gor ; Repent, and 
turn your ſelves from your idols; and turn 
away your faces from all your abomina- 
tions. 

7 For every one of the houſe of Iſrael, 


or of the ſtranger that ſojourneth in Iſrael, 


which ſeparateth himſelf from me, and let- 
teth up his idols in his heart, and putteth 
the tumbling-block of his iniquity before 
his face, and cometh to a prophet to enquire 
of him concerning me; I the LORD will 
anſwer him by my ſelf. 

8 And I will ſer my face againſt that man,

12 J The word of the LORD came again 
to me, ſaying, 

13. Son of man, when the land finneth- 
againſt me by 3 grievouſly, then 
will I ftretch out mine hand upon it, and 
will break the Raff of the bread thereof, 
and will ſend famine upon it, and will cut 
off man and beaſt from it: 

14 Though theſe three men, Noah, Da- 
niel, and Job were in it, they ſhould deli- 
ver but their own ſouls by their rig hteouſ- 
neſs, ſaith the Lord G0. 

15 If i cauſe noiſom beaſts to paſs 
through the land, and they ſpoil it, ſo that 
it be deſolate, that no man may -pals 
through becauſe of the beaſts : 

. 16 Thougbthelſe three men zwere in it, as 
I live, faith the Lord Gop, they ſhall deli- 
ver neither ſons nor daughters ; they only 
ſhall be delivered, but the land ſhall be

17 Or#fI bring a ſword upon that land, 
and ſay, Sword, go through the land; ſa 
that leut off man and beaſt from it: 

18 Though theſe three men ere in it, 
as 1 live, faith the Lord Gop, they ſhall 
deliver neither ſons nor daughters, but 
they only ſhall be delivered themſelves. 

19 Or if I ſend a peſtilence into that 
land, and pour out my fury upon it in 
blood, to cut off from 1t man and beaſt : 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job were 
in it, as I live, ſaith the Lord Gop, they 
ſhall deliver neither ſon nor daughter; they 
ſhall bur deliver their own ſouk by their 
righteouſneſs, 

21 For thus ſaith the Lord Gop ; How 
much more when 1 ſend my four ſore judge- 
ments upon Jeruſalem, the ſword, and the 
famine, and the noiſom beaft, and the peſ- 
tilence, to cut off from it man and beaſt ? 

22 J Yet behold, therein ſhall be left 
a remnant that ſhall be brought forth, borb 
ſons and daughters: behold they ſhall come 
forth unto you, and ye ſhall ſee their way 
and their doings: and ye (ſhall be comfort- 
ed concerning the evil that I have brought 
upon Jeruſalem, een concerning all that 
1] have brought upon it. 

23 And they ſhall comfort you, when ye 
ſee their ways and their doings: and ye 
ſhall know that I have not done without 
cauſe all that I have done in it, ſaith the 


Lord GoD, 

CHAP. XV,

they thall go out from one fire, and another 
fire ſhall devour them: and ye ſhall know 
thit Jan the LORD, when I ſet my face 
againſt them. 

8 And I will make the land deſolate, be- 
cau.e they have committed a treſpaſs, ſaith 
the Lord Gop. |

3 And ſay, Thus faith the Lord God un- 
to Jeruſalem; Thy birth and thy nativi- 
ty is of the land of Canaan: thy father zvas 
an Amorite, and thy mother an Hittite. 

4 And as for thy nativity, in the day thou 
waſt born, thy navel was not cut, neither 
waſt thou waſhed in water to ſupple thee ; 
_ waſt not ſalted at all, nor ſwaddled at 
all, 

5 None eye pitied thee, to do any of theſe 
unto thee, to have compaſſion upon thee. ; 
but thou waſt caſt out in the open field 
to the loathing of thy perſon, in the day 
that thou waſt born. 

6 J And when I paſſed by thee, and ſaw 

thee polluted, in thine own blood, I ſaid 
unto thee ⁊oben thou waſt in thy blood 
Live; yea, I ſaid unto thee wwben thou wa 
in thy blood, Live. 
- #7 I have cauſed thee to multiply as the 
bud of the field, and thou haſt increaſed 
and waxen great, and thou art come to ex- 
cellent ornaments: 7by breaſts are faſhion- 
ed, and thine hair is grown, whereas thou 
Twa/t naked and bare. 

8 Now when I pafed by thee, and look- 
ed upon thee, behold, thy time was the 
time of love: and I ſpread my skirt over 
thee, and covered thy nakedneſs: yea, I 
{ware unto thee, and entered into a cove- 
nant with thee, ſaith the Lord GoD, and 
thou becameſt mine. 

9 Then waſhed Il thee with water; yea, 
1 throughly waſhed away thy blood from 
thee, and 1 anointed thee with oil. 

10 I clothed thee alſo with broidered 
work, and ſhod thee with badgers skin, and 
1 girded thee about with fine linen, and 1 
covered thee with ſilk. | 

11 1 decked thee alſo with ornamen 
and I put bracelets upon thy hands, an 
a chain on thy neck.

13 Thus waſt thou decked with gold and 
filver ; and thy raiment zwas of fine linen, 
and fiik, and broidered Work; thou didſt 
eat fine flower, and honey, and oil: and 
thou waſt ON beautiful, and thou 
didſt proſper into a kingdom. ; 
14 And thy renown went forth among 
the heathen for thy beauty: for it as per- 
fect through my comelineſs which I had 
put upon thee, ſaith the Lord Gop. | 

15 But thou didſt truſt in thine own 
beauty, and playedit the harlot becauſe of 
thy renown, ani pouredſt out thy fornica- 
tions on every one that paſſed dy; his it 


was. | 
16 And of thy garments thou didſt take, 
and deckedft thy high places with divers 
colours, and played the harlot thereuponz 
the like things ſhall not come, neither ſhall 
it be /. ; 
17 Thou haſt alſo taken thy fair jewels 
of my gold and my ſilver, Which 1 had 
given thee, and madeſt to thy ſelf images of 
men, and didt commit whoredom with 
them, : 
18 And tookeſt thy broidered garments, 
and coveredſt them: and thou haſt ſet mine 
oil and mine incenſe before them. My 


—— — 
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Fieruſalem's whoredoms, 

19 My meat alſo which I gave thee, fine 
four, and oil, and honey, ewwberewith I 
fed thee, thou haſt even ſet it before them 
for a ſweet ſavour ; and thus it was, ſaith 
the Lord G0p. 

20 Moreover, thou haſt taken thy ſons 
und thy daughters, whom thou haſt born 
unto me, and theſe haſt thou ſacrificed un- 
to them to be devoured. Is this of thy 
whoredoms a ſmall matter, : 

21 That thou haſt ſlain my children, 
and delivered them to cauſe them to pats 
through tbe fre for them ? | 
22 And in all thine abominations and 
thy whoredoms thou haſt not remember-

27 Behold therefore, I have ſtretched out 
_ hand over thee, and have diminiſhed 
thine ordinary food, and delivered thee 
unto the will of them that hate thee, the 
daughters of the Philiſtines, which are 
aſhamed of thy lewd way. 41 
+ 28 Thou haſt play ed the whore alſo with 
the Aſſy riane, becauſe thou waſt unſati- 
able; yea, thow haſt played the harlot with 
them, and yet couldeſt not be ſatisfied. 

29 Thou haſt moreover multiplied thy 
fornication in the land of Canaan unto 
Cn, and yet thou waſt not ſatisfied 

ewith. | 

30 How weak is thine heart, ſaith the 
Lord GoD, ſeeing thou doeſt all theſe things, 
the work of an imperious whoriſh woman ? 
- 31 In that thou buildeſt thine eminent 
place in the head of every way, and mak- 
et -thine high place in every ſtreet; and 
haſt not been as an harlot, in that thou 
ſcorneſt hire, 

32 But as a Wife that committeth adul- 
tery, which taketh ſtrangers inſtead of 
her husband. ö 

33 They give gifts to all whores : but 
thou giveſt thy gifts to all thy lovers, and 
hiret them, that they may come unto 
thee on every fide for thy whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, whereas 
none followeth thee to commit whore- 
doms : and in that thou giveſt a reward, 
and no reward is given unto thee, there- 
fore thou art 3 4 a 

35 Wherefore, O harlot, hear the word 
of the LORD: 

36 Thus faith the Lord GoD; Becauſe 
thy filthineſs was poured out, and thy 
nakedneſs diſcovered through thy whore- 
doms with thy lovers, with all the

hou haſt alſo committed fornicati- 


and judgement, . 
idols of thy abominations, and by the 
blood of thy children which thou did 
give unto them ; 

37 Behold therefore, I will gather all thy 
lovers with whom thou haſt taken pleaſure 
and all hem that thou haſt loved, with all 
them that thou hait hated 3 I, will even ga- 
ther them round about againſt thee, and 
will diſcover thy. nakedneſs, unto them, 
that they may ſee ail thy nakedneſs. 

38 And 1 will jucge thee as women that 
break wedlock and ſhed blood are judged; 
205 will give thee blood in fury and jea- 
ouſy. 

39 And I will alſo give thee into their 
hand, aid they ſhail thro down thine 
eminent pla e, and ſhall break down thy 
high pla es: they ſhall firip thee alſo of 
thy clothes, and thall take thy fair jewels, 
and leave thee naked and bare, 

40 They ſhall alſo bring up a company 
againſt thee, and they ſhall ſtone thee 
with ſtones, and thruſt thee through with 
their (words. | 

41 And they ſhall burn thine houſes with 
fire, and execute judgements upon thee in 
the fight of many women: and 1 will cauſe 
thee to c*eale from playing the harlot, and 
thou alſo ſhalt give no hire any more. 

42 SO will 1 make my fury towards thee 
to reſt, and my jealouſy ſhall depart from 
thee, and I will be quiet, and will be no 
more angry. . 

43- Becauſe thou haſt not remembered 
the days of thy youth, but baſt fretted me 
in all theſe things; behold therefore, I alſo 
will recompenſe thy way upon thine head, 
faith the Lord GoD : and thou ſhalt not 
commit this lewdaeſs above ail things 
abominations. ws | 

44 Behold, every one that uſeth proverbs 
ſhall uſe this proverb againſt thee, ſaying, 
As is the mother, ſo is her daughter. 

5 Thou art t mother's daughter, 
that lotheth her husband and her children; 
and thou art the ſiſter of thy ſiſters, which 
lothed their husbands and their children: 
your mother was an Hittite, and your fa- 
ther an Amorite. | 

46 And thine elder ſiſter is Samaria, ſhe 
and her daughters, that dwell at thy left 
hand: and thy younger ſiſter, that dwell- 
eth at thy right hand, is Sodom and her 
daughters. Ls 

47 Yet haſt thou not walked after their 
ways, nor done after their abominations:. 
but as if that were a very little thing 
thou  waſt corrupted more than they in all 
thy ways. 5 

48 45 Ilive, ſaith the Lord GopD, So- 
dom thy filter hath not done, ſhe nor her 
daughters, as thou haſt done, thou and thy 
daughters. | 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of thy 
ſiſter Sodom, Pride, fulneſs of bread, and 
abundauce of idleneſs was in her and in 
her daughters, neither did ſhe firengthen 
the hand of-the poor and needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and com- 
mitted abomination before me; therefore 
I took them away as I ſaw good. 

51 Neither hath Samaria committed half 
of thy fins; but thou halt multiplied thine 
abominations more than they, and hai 
juſtified 
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Jeruſalem aworſe than Sodom, c. Chap. xvi, xvii. 


juſtified thy ſiſters in all thine abominati- 
ons which thou haſt done. 


52 Thou alſo, which hath Judged thy 
ſiſters, bear thine own ſhame for thy fins 
that thou haſt committed more abomina- 
ble than they; they are more righteous 
than thou : yea, be thou confounded alſo, 
and bear thy ſhame, in that thou haſt 
juſtified thy filers, | | 

53 When 1 (hall bring again their cap- 
tivity, the captivity of Sodom and her 
daughters, and the captivity of Samaria 
and her daughters, then Tull I bring again 
the captivity of thy captives in the midſt of 


them : | 

54 That thou mayeſt bear thine own 
ſhame, and mayeſt be confounded in all 
that thou haſt done, in that thou art a 
comfort unto them. 

5 When thy ſiſters, Sodom and her 
daughters, ſhall return to their former 
eſtate, and Samaria and her daughters 
ſhall return to their former eſtate, then 
thou and thy daughters ſhall return to 
your former eſtate, _ : 

56 For thy ſiſter Sodom was not mention- 
ed by thy mouth in the day of thy pride : 

57 Before thy wickedneſs was diſcover- 
ed, as at the time of 7hy reproach of the 
daughters of Syria, and all zhat are round 
about her. the daughters of the Philiſtines, 
which deſpiſe thee round about. 

58 Thou haſt born thy lewdneſs and 
thine abominations, ſai h the LoRD. 

59 For thus ſaith the Lord Gop :; I will 
even deal with thee as thou haſt done, 
which haſt deſpiſed the oath in breaking 
the covenant. 

60 Nevertheleſs, I will remember my 
covenant with thee in the days of thy 
youth, and 1 will eſtabliſh unto thee an 
everlaſting covenant. | 

61 Then thou ſhalt remember thy ways, 
and be aſhamed, when thou ſhalt receive 
thy ſiſters, thine elder and thy younger: 
and I will give them unto thee for daugh- 
ters: but not by thy covenant. 

.62 And 1 will eftabliſh my covenant 
with thee; and thou ſhalt know that I am 
the LORD: | 

63 That thou mayeſt remember and 
be confounded, and never open thy mouth 
any more becauſe of thy ſhame, when I 
am paciſied toward thee for all that thou 
haſt done, ſaith the Lord Gop.

ND the word of the LORD came unto

3 And ſay, Thus faith the Lord Gob; 
A great eagle with great wings, long- 
winged, full of feathers, which had divers 
colours, came unto Lebanon, and took the 
higheſt branch of the cedar; 

4 He cropped off the top of his young 
twigs, and carried it into a land of traffick ; 
he ſet it in a city of merchants, 

5 He took alſo of the ſeed of the land, 
and planted it in a fruitful field; he placed

it by great waters, and ſet it as a willow 


6 And it grew, and became a ſpreadin 
vine of low ſtature, whoſe branches turnt 
toward him, and. the roots thereof were 


under him: ſo it became a vine, and 


Brought forth branches, and ſhot forth 
prigs. 
7 There was alſo another great eagle 
with great wings and many feathers : and 
behold, . this vine did bend her roots to- 
wards him, and ſhot forth her branches 
toward him, that he might water it by 
the furrows of her plantation. T7 
8 It was planted in a good ſoil by great 
waters, that it might bring forth branch» 
es, and that it might bear fruit, that it 
might be a goodly vine. 
9 Say thou, Tnus faith the Lord Gop ; 
Shall it proſper ? ſhall he not pull up the 
roots thereof, and cut off the fruit thereof, 
that it wither ? it ſhall wither in all the 
leaves of her ſpring, even without great 
power or many War to pluck it up by 
the roots thereof. 7 
10 Yea, behold, being planted, ſhall it 
proſper ? ſhall it not utterly wither, when 
the eaſt-wind toucheth it? it ſhall wither 
in the furrows where it grew. 
11 J Moreover, the word of the LORD 
came unto me, ſaying, | 
12 Say now to the rebellious houſe 
Know ye not what theſe things mean! tell 


them, Behold, the king of Babylon is come 


to Jeruſalem, and hath taken the kin 
thereof, and the princes thereof, and led 
them with him to Babylon; 7 | 

13 And hath taken of the king's ſeed, 
and made a covenant with him, and hath 
taken an oath of him: he hath alſo taken 
the mighty of the land ? 4 Be - 

14 That the kingdom might be baſe, 
that it might not lift itſelf up, but that by 
keeping of his covenant it might-ftand, 

15 But he rebelled againſt him in ſend» 
ing his ambaſſadors into EgyPt, that they 
might give him horſes and much people. 
ſhall he proſper ? ſhall he eſcape that doeth 
ſuch things? or ſhall he break the coves 
nant, and be delivered ? a 

16 As I live, faith the Lord Gop, ſurel 
in the place where the king dævelleth tha 
made him king, whoſe oath he deſpiſed, 
and whoſe covenant he brake, even with 
him in the midſt of Babylon he ſhall die. 

17 Neither ſhall Pharaoh with his mighty 
army and great company make for him in 
the war by caſting up mounts. and build - 
ing forts, to cut off many perſons. 

18 Seeing he deſpiſed the oath by break- 
ing the covenant, when lo, he had given 
his hand, and hath done all theſe tbings, 
he ſhall not eſcape. | 

19 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord GoD 
As 1 live, ſurely mine oath that he hath 
deſpiſed, and my covenant that he hath 
broken, even it will I recompenie upon 
his own head. . 
20 And I will ſpread my net upon hi 
and he ſhall be taken in my ſnare, and 
will bring him to Babylon, and will plead 
with him there for his treſpaſs that he 
hath treſpaſſed againſt me, 21 And 
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God's juſtice in puniſbing. 

21 And all his fugitives with all his 
bands ſhall fall by the ſword, and th 
that remain ſhall be ſcattered towards all 
winds: and ye ſhall know that 1 the LORD 
have ſpoken it. 

22 J Thus faith the Lord Gop; I will 
alſo take of the higheſt branch of the high 
cedar, and will ſet it; I will crop off from 
the top of his young twigs, a tender one, 
and will plant if upon an high mountain 
and eminent. | 

23 In the mountain of the height of 

Iſrael will I yn it: and it ſhall bring forth 
boughs, and bear fruit, and be a goodly 
cedar : and under it ſhall dwell all fowl of 
every wing; in the ſhadow of the branches 
thereof ſhall they dwell. 
24 And all the trees of the field ſhall 
know that I the LoRD have brought down 
the high tree, have exalted the low tree, 
ried up the green tree, and have 
made the dry tree to flouriſh : I the LORD 
have ſpoken and have done it. | 

CHAP. XVIII.

4 Behold, all ſouls are mine; zs the ſoul 


of the father, ſo alſo the ſul of the ſon is 


mine: the foul that ſinneth, it ſhall die. 

5 But if a man be juſt, and do that 

which is lawful and right, 
6 And hath not eaten upon the moun- 
tains, neither hath lifted up his eyes to the 
idols of the houſe of Iſrael, neither hath 
de filed his neighbour's wife, neither hath 
come near to a menſtruous woman, 

7 An hath not oppreſſed any, but hath 

reficred to the debtor his pledge, hath 
ſpoiled none by violence, hath given his 
bread to the bungry, and hath covered 
the naked with a garment ; 
8 He that hath not given forth upon 
uſury, neither hath taken any increaſe, 
that hath withdrawn his hand from ini- 
guity, hath executed true judgement be- 
tween man and man 

g Hath walked in my ſtatutes, and hath 
kept my jadgements to deal truly; he is 
juſt, he ſhall ſurely live, ſaith the LordGop, 
10 If he beget a ſon that is a robber, a 
ſnedder of blood, and that doeth the like 
to any one of theſe things, 

11 And that doeth not any of thoſe du- 
fies, but even hath eaten upon the moun- 
tains, and defiled his neighbour's wife, 
12 Hath oppreſſed the poor and needy, 
hath ſpoiled by violence, hath not re- 
ored the pledge, and hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols, hath committed abomi- 


nation. 


13 Hath EO forth upon uſury, and 
hath taken increaſe : ſhall he then live? 
He ſhall not live: he hath done all theſe 
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His wvays are equal, 


abominations ; he ſhall ſurely die; h 
blood ſhall be upon him. 


14 Now lo, if he beget a ſon that ſeeth | 


all his father's fins which he hath done, 
and confidereth, and doeth not ſuch like, 

15 That hath not eaten upon the moun- 
tains, neither hath lifted up his eyes to the 
idols of the houſe of Iſrael, hath not de- 
filed his neighbour's wife, 

16 Neither hath oppref-d any, hath not 
withholden the pledge, neither hath ſpoil. 
ed by violence, but hath given his bread 
to the hungry, and hath covered the naked 
with a garment, 

17 That hath taken off his hand from the 
oor, that hath not received uſury nor 
ncreaſe, hath executed my judgements, 

hath-walked in my ſtatutes; he ſhall not 
die for the iniquity of his father, he ſhall 
ſurely live. | 
18 4: for his father, becauſe he cruelly op- 
prefſeg, ſpoiled his brother by violence, and 
did that which 75 not good among his peo- 


ple, lo, even he ſhall die in his iniquity. 


19 Yet ſay ye, Why? doth not the ſon 
bear the iniquity of the father ? When the 
ſon hath done that which is lawful and 
right, and hath kept all my ſtatutes, aud 
hath done them, he ſhall ſurely live. 

20 The ſoul that finneth, it ſhall die, 
the ſon ſhall not bear the iniquity of the 
father, neither ſhall the father bear the ini 
quity of the ſon : the righteouſneſs of the 
righteous ſhall be upon him, and the wick. 
ednets of the wicked ſhall be upon bim. 

21 But if the wicked will turn from all 
his fins that he hath committed, and keep 
all my ſtatutes, and do that which is law- 
ful and right, he ſhall ſurely live, he (hall 
not die. 

22 All his tranſgreſſions that he hath 
committed, they ſhall not be mentioned 
unto him: in his righteoutneſs' that he 
hath done, he ſhall live. 

23 Have I any pleaſure at all that the 
wicked ſhould die? ſaith the Lord Gop ; 
and not that he ſhould retura from his 
ways, and live? 

24 But when the righteous turneth away 
from his righteouſneſs, and committ<th 
iniquity, and doeth according to all the 
abominations that the wicked man doeth, 
ſhall he live? All his rightzouſteſs that he 
hath done ſhall not be mentioned in bis 
treſpaſs that he hath treſpaſſed, and in his 
fan that he hath ſinned, in them ſhall he die. 

25 J Yet ye ſay, The way of the Lord 
is not equal. Hear now, O houſe of Iſrael; 
is not my way equal? are not your ways 
unequal ? 

26 When a righteous ma, turneth awa 
from his righteouineſs, and committet 
iniquity, and dieth in them; for His ini- 
quity that he hach done ſhall he die. 

27 Again, when the wicked man turneth 
away from his wickedneſs that he hath 
committed, and doeth that which is law- 
ful and right, he ſhall ſave his ſoul alive. 

28 Becauſe he conſidereth, and turneth 
away from all his tranfyrefſions that he 
hath committed, he ſhall ſurely live, he 
ſhall not die. 

29 Yet ſaith the houſe of Iſrael, The 
way of the LORD is not equal. O 1 1 
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The parable of liomt wohelps. 
Iſrael, are not my ways equal? are not 


our ways unequal ? 
7 30 Therefore I will judge you, O houſe 


Jof iſrael, every one according to his ways, 


ſaith the Lord Gop: Repent, and turn 
your ſelves from all your tranſgreſſions; 
ſo iniquity ſhall not be your ruin. | 

31 J Caſt away from you all your tran- 
greſſions whereby ” have tranſgreſſed, and 
make you a new heart and a new ſpirit : 
for why will ye die, O houſe of Iſrael? 

32 For I have no pleaſure in the death 
of him that dieth, ſaith the Lord Gop. 
wherefore turn your ſelwes, and live ye.

nds i take thou up a lamentation 

for the princes of Iſrael], 

2 And ſay, What is thy mother? a lion- 
eſs: ſhe lay down among lions, ſhe nou- 
riſhed her whelps among young lions.

branches, 20»icÞ hath devoured her fruit, 


ſo that ſhe hath no ſtrong rod to be a ſcep - 
ter to rule. this is a lamentation, and ſhall

2 Then came the word of the LorD 
unto me, ſaying, | 

3 Son of man, ſpeak unto the elders of 
Iſrael, and fay unto them, Thus faith the 
Lord GopD ; Are ye come to enquire of 
me? An I live, ſaith the Lord GoD, I will 
not be enquired of by you. 

Wilt thou judge them, ſon of man, 
wilt thou judge bem ? cauſe them to know 
the abominations of their fathers ; 

And fay unto them, Thus 1aith the 

Lord GoD: In the day, when I choſe Ifrae', 
and lifted up- mine hand unto the ſeed cf 
the houſe of Jacob, and made my felf 
known unto them in the land of Egypt, 
when I lifted up mine hand unto them 
ſaying, I am the LORD your God; f 

6 In the day that 1 lifted up mine bar d 
unto them, to bring them forth of the 
land of Egypt, into a land that I had eſpi- 
ed for them, flowing with milk and ho- 
ney ; which is the glory of all lands; 

7 Then ſaid I unto: them, Caſt ye away 
every man the abominations of his eyes, 
and defile not your ſelves with the idols 
of Egypt: I am the LoRD your God. 

8 But they rebelled againſt me, and would 
not hearken unto me: they did not every 
man caſt away the abominations of their 
eyes, neither did they forſake the idols of 
Egypt. then I ſaid, I will pour out my fur 
upon them, to accomplith my anger again 
them in the midſt of the land of Egyyt. 

9 But I wrought for my name's ſake, 
that it ſhould not be polluted before the

them into the wilderneſs. 

11 And 1 gave them my ſtatutes, and 
ſhewed them my judgements, which f/ 
man do, he ſhall-even live in them. | 
12 Moreover allo, I gave them my ſab- 
baths, to be a ſign between me and them, 
that they might know that 1 am the LORD 
that ſanctify them. | 

13 But the houſe of Iſrael rebelled a- 
gainſt me in the wilderneſs : they walked 
not in my ftatutes, and they deſpiſed my 
judgements, which if a man do, he ſhall 
even live in them; and my ſabbaths they 
greatly polluted. then 1 ſaid l would pour 
out my fury upon them in the wilderneſs

14 But I wrought for-my name's (ike, 
that it ſhould not be polluted before the 
heathen in whoſe fight 1 brought them 
out. 
15 Yet alſo I lifred up mine hand nnto 
them in the wilderneſs, that 1 would not 
bring them into the land which 1 had give 
en them, flowing with mik and honey, 
which is the glory of all lands; 

16 Becauſe they deſpiſed my judge- 
ments, and walked not in my-ſtatures, but

polluted my ſabbaths : for their heart went 
after their idols. 


17 Nevertheleſs mine eye ſpared them 


from deſtroying them, neither did I make 
an end of them in the wilderneſs. ;

your fathers, neither obſerve their judge- 


ments, nor defile your ſelves with their 
idols.

14 And the ruler of the ſynagogue 
anſwered with indignation, becauie that 
Jeſus had healed on the ſabbath-day, and 
faid unto the people, There are fix days in 
which men ought to work : in them there- 
Fore come and be healed, and not on the

15 The Lord then anſwered him, and 
faid, Thou hypocrite, doth not each one 
of you on the ſabbath looſe his ox or bis 
aſs from the ſtall, and lead him away to 
watering ? 

16 And ought not this woman being a 
daughter of Abraham, whom Satan hath 
bound, lo, theſe eighteen years, be looſed 
from this bond on the ſabbath-day ? 

17 And when he had ſaid theſe things 
all his adverſaries were aſhamed : and all 
the people rejoiced for all the glorious 
things that were done by him. 

-18 Then faid he, Unto what is the 
kingdom of God like? and whereunto ſhall 
J reſemble it? | 
19 It is like a grain of muſtard-ſeed, 


which a man took and caſt into his gar - 


den: and it grew, and waxed a great tree, 
and the fowls of the air lodged in the 

branches of it. 4 

20 And again he faid, Whereunto fhall

+ 21! It is like leaven, which a woman 

tv2k and hid in three meaſures of meal, 

till the whole was leavened. 


21 And he went through the cities and 


viilages, teaching and journeying towards 
Jeruiatem.

for many, 1 ſay unto you, will ſeek to 
enter-in, and ſhall not be able.

25 And he releaſed unto them him that. 
for {edition and murder was caſt into pri- 
ſon, whom they had deſired; but he deli- 
vered Jeſus to their will.

6 And there were ſet there fix water- 
pots of ſtone after the manner of the pu- 
rifying of the Jews, containing two or 
three firkins apiece. 

7 Jeſus ſaith, unto them, Fill the water- 
pots with water. and they filled them up 
to the brim. | 

$ And he ſaith unto them, Draw out 
now, and bear unto the governor of the 
feaſt. and they bare if. Ep 

9 When the tuler of the feaſt had taſted 
the water that was made 
not whence it was; but the ſervants which 
drew the water knew ; the governor ofthe 
feaſt called the bridegroom, 

ro And faith unto him, Every man at 
the beginning doth ſet forth 23 wine; 
and when men have well drunk, then that

11 This beginning of miracles did je- 
ſus in Cana of Galilee, and manif 
forth his glory : and his diſciples believed 


on him. 5 

12 J After this he went down to Caper- 
naum, he, and his mother, and his bre- 
thren, and his diſciples: and they conti- 
nued there not many days. 

13 And the Jews paſs- over was at hand, 
and Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem, 

14 And found in the temple thoſe that 
fold oxen and ſheep and doves, and the 
changers of money ſitting: 

15 And when he had made a ſcourge of 
ſmall cords, he drove them all out of the 
temple, and the ſheep, and the oxen ; and 
poured out the changers money, and over- 
threw the tables ; 

16 And ſaid unto them that ſold doves, 
Take theſe things hence ? make not my 
father's houſe an houſe of merchandiſe. 

17 And his diſciples remembered that 
it was written, The zeal of thine houſe 
hath eaten me up. 

18 Then anſwered the Jews, and ſaid 
unto him, What ſign ſheweſt thou unto 
us, ſeeing that thou doeſt theſe things ? 

19 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them 
Deſtroy this temple, and in three days i 
will raiſe it up. 

20 Then ſaid the Jews, Forty and fix 
years was this temple in building, and 
wilt thou rear it up in three days ? 

21 But he ſpake of the temple of his body. 

22 When therefore he was riſen from 
the dead, his diſciples remembered that 
he had ſaid this unto them: and th 
believed the ſcripture, and the word whic 
Jeſus had ſaid. 

23 Now when he was in Jeruſalem at 
the paſs-over in the feaſt-day, many be- 
lieved in his name, when they ſaw the 
miracles which he did. 

24 But Jeſus did not commit himſelf 
unto them, becauſe he knew all nen, 

25 And needed not that any ſhould teſtify 
of man: for he knew what was in man. 

CHAP. III. 
x Chriſt teacheth Nicodemus the neceſity of 
regeneration. 22 The baptiſm, Witneſs, 
and doctrine of Fobn concerning Chriſt. 


Here was a man of the Phariſees nam- - 


ed Nicode mus, a ruler of the Jews : 
- 2 The ſame came to Jeſus by night, and 
faid unto him, Rabbi, we know that thou 
art a teacher come from God : for no man 
can do theſe miracles that thou doeſt, ex- 
cept God be with him. 

2 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
3 I ſay unto thee, Except a 
man born — he cannot ſee the 
kingdom of God. 

4 Nicodemus faith unto him. How can 
a man be born when he is old? can he 
enter the ſecond time into his mother's 
womb, and be born? 

5 Jeſus anſwered, Verily verily 1 fay 
unto thee, Except a man be born of water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God. 

6 That which is born of the fleſh is 
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. God's great loue to mankind. 
feſh ; and that which is born of the Spirit 
is ſpirit. | 

7 Marvel not that I ſaid unto thee, Ye 
muſt be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it liſteth, 
and thou heareſt the ſound thereof, but 
canſt not tel] whence .it cometh, and 
whither it 3 : {o is every one that is 
born of the Spirit: 

9 Nicodemus anſwered and ſaid unto 
him; How can theſe things be? 

10 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him 
Art thou a maſter of Iſrael, and knoweſt 
not theſe l 

11 Verily verily I ſay unto thee, We 
ſpeak that we do know, and teſtify that we 
have ſeen ; and ye receive not our witneſs, 

12 If 1 have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how ſhall ye believe 
if I tell you of heavenly things ? ? 

13 And no man hath aſcended up to hea- 
ven but he that came down from heaven, 
even the Son of man, which is in heaven. 

14 And as Moſes lifted up the ſerpent 
in the wilderneſs, even ſo muſt the Son of 
man be lifted up: | 

15 That whoſgever believeth in him 
ſhall not periſh, but have eternal life. 

16 For God fo loved the world, that he 
gave his only-begotten Son, that whoſo- 
ever believeth in him ſhould not perith, 
but have everlaſting life. 

17 For God ſent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world, but that the 
world through him might be ſaved. 

18 He that believeth on him is not cone 
demned : but he that believeth not is con- 
demned already, becauſe he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only-begottea 
Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and men lov- 
ed darkneſs rather than light, becauſe their 
deeds were eyil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil hateth 
the light, neither cometh to the light, leſt 
his deeds ſhould be reproved, 3 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may be made ma- 
nifeſt, that they are wrought in God. 

22 J After theſe things came Jeſus and 
his diſciples into the land of judea; and 
chere he tarried with them, and baptized, 
23 And John alſo was baptizing in Enon, 
near to Salim : becauſe there was much 
—— 88 : and they came, and were 

aptized. 

24 For John was not yet caſt into priſon; 

25 Then there aroſe a queſtion. between 
ſome of John's diſciples and the Jews about 
purifying. © | 

26 And they came unto John, and faid 
unto him, Rabbi, he that was with thee 

ond Jordan, to whom thou bareſt wit- 

s, behold, the ſame baptizeth, and all 
men come to him. 

27 John anſwered and ſaid, A man can 
receive nothing, except it be given him 
from heaven. N 

28 Ye your ſelves bear me witneſs that 
I ſaid, I am not the Chrift, but that I am 
ſent before him. 

29 He that hath the bride is the bride. 

| f groom : 


ebriſt talketh with- - 
85 2 but the friend of the bridegroom, 

hich ſtandeth and heareth him, rejoiceth 
greatly becauſe of the bridegroom”'s voice. 
this wy joy therefore is fulfilled. 

30 He muſt increaſe, but 1 7w/ decreaſe, 

31 He that cometh from above is above 
all : he that is of the earth is earthly, and 
ſpeaketh of the earth : he that cometh 

om heaven is above all. 

32 And what he hath ſeen ang heard, 
that he teſtifieth ; and no man receiveth 
dis teſtimony. 

33 He that hath received his teſtimony 
hath ſet to His ſeal that God is true. 

34 For he whom God hath fent ſpeak- 
eth the words of God : for God giveth not 
the Spirit by meaſure unto him. 

35 The father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into Eis hand. 

36 He that delieveth on the Sdn hath 
everlaſting life: and he that believeth not 
the Son ſhall not ſee life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him. 

C H A P. IV. 

1 Chrift talketh with a woman of Samaria. 
27 His diſciples marwel. 31 Chriſt's zeal 
for God's glory. 43 H: departeth into 
Galilee, and bealeth the ruler's ſon. 

Hen therefore the Lord knew how the 
Phariſees had heard that Jeſus made 
and baptized more diſciples than John,

6 Now Jacob's well was there. Jeſus 
therefore being wearied with is journey 
ſat thus on the well. and it was about th 
xth hour. | a 

7 There cometh a woman of Samaria to 
draw water. Jeſus ſaich unto her, Give 
me to drink. 

8 For his diſciples were gone away un- 
to the city to buy meat. 

g Then faith the woman of Samaria un- 
to him, How is it that thou being a Jew 
askeit Orink of me which am a woman of 
Samaria ? For the Jews Have no dealings 
with the Samaritans. 

to Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto her, If 
thou kneweſt the gift of God, and who it 
is that ſaith to thee, Give me to drink; 
thou wouldeſt have asked of him, and he 
would have given thee living water. 

rt The woman ſaith unto him, Sir, thou 
haſt nothing to draw with, and the well 
is deep: from whence then haſt thou that 
liviag water ? | 

I2 Art thou greater thanour father Jacob, 
which give vs the well, and drank thereof 
himſelf, and his children, and his cattle ? 

13 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto her, 
Whotoever drinketh of this water ſhall 
thirſt again: 

14 But whoſoever drinketh of the water 
that I thall give him ſhall never thirſt ; 
but the water that I ſhall give him ſhall be 
in him a well of water ſpringing up into 
everlaſting life. : 

15 The woman faith unto him, Sir, give 
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oy 


| a woman of Samaria. 
me this water, that I thirſt not, neither 
come hither to draw. 

16 Jeſus faith unto her, Go call thy 
husbind and come bither. | 

17 The woman anſwered and faid, I have 
no busband. Jeſus ſaid unto her, Thou 
haſt well ſaid, I have no husband ; _ 

18 For thou haſt had five husbands, and 
he whom thou now haſt is not thy hug» 
band: in that ſaideſt thou truly. 

19 The woman ſaith unto him, Sir, I 
perceive that thou art a prophet. 

20 Our fathers worſhipped in this moun- 
tain-: and ye ſay that in Jeruſalem is the 
place where men ought to worſbip. | 

21 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Woman, be- 
lieve me, the hour cometh when ye ſhall 
neither in this mountain, nor yet at Jeru- 
falem worſhip the Father. 

22 Ye worſhip ye know not what: we 
know what we worſhip : for ſalvation is 
of the Jews. | 

23 But the Hour cometh, and now is, 
when the true worſhippers ſhall worſhip 
the Father in ſpirit and in truth: for the 
Father ſeeketh ſuch to worſhip him. 

24 God is a Spirit: and they that worſhip 
him muſt worſhip bim in ſpirit aad in truth. 

25 The woman ſaith unto him, I know 
that Meſſias cometh which is called Chriſt: 
when he is come, he will tell us all things. 

26 Jeſus ſaith unto her, 1 that ſpeak 
unto thee am be, 

27 J And upon this came his diſciples, 
and marvelled that he talked with the wo- 
man : yet no man ſaid, What ſeekeſt thou ? 
or, Why talkeſt thou with her ? 

28 The woman then left her water-pot, 
and went her way into the city, and faith 
to the men, 

29 Come, ſee a-man which told me all 
things that ever 1 did: is not this the 
Chriſt ? | 

30 Then they went out ofthe city, and 
came unto him. 2 

31 In the mean while his diſciples 
prayed him, ſaying, Maſter, eat. 

32 But he ſaid unto them, I have meat 
to eat that ye know not of. | 

33 Therefore ſaid the diſciples one to 
another, Hath any man brought him 
ought to eat ? | 15 | 

34 Jeſus ſaith unto them, My meat is 
to do the will of him that ſent me, and 
to finiſh his work. 0 

3 5 Say not ye, There are yet four months, 
and tben cometh harveſt ? behold, I ſay unto 
you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the 
fields; for they are whitealready to harveſt, 

35 And he that reapeth receiveth wages, 
and gathereth fruit unto life eternal : that 


both he that ſoweth and he that reapeth 


may rejoice together. 
37 Aud herein is that ſaying true, One 
ſoweth, and another reapeth. - 

38 1 ſent you to reap that whereon ye 
beſtowed no labour: other men laboured, 
and ye are entered into their labours. 

9 And many of the Samaritans of that 
city believed on him, for the ſaying of 
the woman, which teſtified, He to!d me 
all that ever I did. | | 

40 80 when the Samaritans were come 
unto him, they beſought him that 1 

wo

would tarry with them. and he abode 
there two days. | | 

41 And mauy more believed becauſe of 
his own word ; 

42 And ſaid unto the woman, Now we 
believe, not becauſe of thy ſaying : for we 
have heard him our ſelves, and know that 


this is indeed the Chriſt, the Saviour of 


the world. 
43 qJ Now after two days he departed 


thence, and went into Galilee. 


44 For Jeſus himſelf teſtified that a pro- 
phet hath no honour in his own country. 

45 Then when he was come into Galilee, 
the Galileans received him, having ſeen all 
the things that he did at Jeruſalam at the 
feaſt : for they alſo went unto the feaſt. 

So Jeſus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine. 
and there was a certain nobleman, whoſe 
ſon was ſick at Capernaum. | 

7 When he heard that Jeſus was come 
out of Judea into Galilee, he went unto 
him, and beſought him that he would 
come down, and heal his ſon : for he was 
at the point of death. 

43 Then faid Jeſus unto him, Except ye 
Tee ſigns and wonders, ye will not believe. 


49 The nobleman faith unto him, Sir, 


come down ere my child die. 

50 Jeſus ſaith unto him, Go thy way; 
thy ſon liveth. and the man believed the 
word that Jeſus had ſpoken unto him, and 
he went his way. 

51 And as he was now going down, his 
ſervants met him, and told Him, ſaying, 
Thy ſon liveth. 

52 Then enquired he of them the hour 
when he began to amer d. and they ſaid 
unto him, Yeſterday at the ſeventh hour 
tae fever left him, 

53 $0 the father knew that it was at the 
ſame hour in the which Jeſus ſaid unto 
him, Thy ſoa liveth. and himſelf believed, 
and his whole houie. 

54 This is again the ſecond miracle that 
Jetus did when he was come out of Judea 
into Galilee, 8

6. When ſeſus ſaw him lie, and knew that 
he had been now a long time in that caſe,he 
ſaith unto him, Wilt thou be made whole? 

7 The impotent man anſwered him, Sir, 
I have no man, when the wateris troubled, 
to put me into the pool: but while I am 
coming, another ſteppeth down before me,

9 And immediately the man was made 
whole, and took up his bed, and walked.

24 Verily verily I fay unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and beljeveth on him 
that ſent me, hath everlaſting life, and 
ſhall not come into condemnation ; hut is

25 Verily verily 1 fay unto you, The 
hour is coming, and now is, when the 
dead ſhall hear the voice of the Son of 
God ; and they that hear ſhall live.

9 Holding the myſtery of the faith in a 
Pure conſcience. ; 

10 And let theſe alſo firſt be proved; 
then let them uſe the office of a deacon, be- 
ing found blameleſs. 

11 Even ſo muſt their wives be grave, 


not ſlanderers, ſober, faithful in all things. 


12 Let the deacons be the husbands of 
one wife, ruling their children and their 
own houſes well. 

13 For they that have uſe the office of 
a deacon well, 
good degree, and great boldneſs in the faith 
which is in Chritt Jeſus. 

14 Theſe things write I unto thee, hop- 
ing to come unto thee ſhortly :

16 And without controverſy great is the 
myſtery of godlineſs ; God was manifeſt in 
the fleſh. juſtzfied in the Spirit. ſeen of an- 
gels, preached unto the Gentiles, believed 
on in the world. received up into glory.

3 Forbidding to marry, and commanding 
to abſtain from meats, which God hath 
created to be received with thankfgiving 
of them which believe and know the truth. 

4 For every creature of God is good, and 
nothing to be refuſed, if it be received 
with thank/giving : 

5 For it is fai:Ctified by the word of God 
and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in remem- 
brance of theſe things, thou ſhalt be a good 
miniſter of Jefus Chriſt, nouriſhed up in 
the words of faith, and of good doctrine, 
whereunto thou haſt attained, 

7 But refu'e profane and old wives fables, 
and exerciſe thy ſelf ratber unto g2dlineſs, 

$ For bodily exerciſe profiteth little : but 
godlineſs is profitable unto all things, hav- 
ing promiſe of the life that now is, and of 
that which is to come. 

9 This is a faithful ſaying, and worthy 
of all a-ceptation. 

10 For therefore we hoth labour and 
ſuffer reproach, becauſe we truſt in the 
Hving-Go'!, who is the Saviour of all men, 
Fpecially of thoſe that believe. 

it Theſe things command and teach, 

12 Let no man deipiſe thy youth, but 
be thou an example of the beiievers, in 
word, in converſation, in charity, in ſpi- 
Fit, in faith, in purity. 

13 Till 1 come, give attendance to read- 
ing, to exhortation, to doctrine,

14 Neglect not the gift that is in thee, 
which was given thee by 8 , with 
the laying on ofthe hands of the presbytery.

4 But ifany widow have children or 
nephews, let them learn firft to ſhe v piety 
at home, and to requite their parents : 
for that is 2 and acceptable before God. 

5 Now that is a widow i deed, and 
deſolate, truſteth in God, and continueth in 
ſupplie tions and prayers night and day. 

6 But (he that liveth in pleaiure is dead 
while ſhe liveth. 

7 And theſe things give in charge, that 
they may be blameſeſs. 

8 But if any provide not for his own, and 
ſpecially for thoſe of his own houfe, he 
hath denied the faith, and is worſe than an 
infidel. | 

9 Let not a widow be taken into the 
number under threeſcore years old, having 
been the wife of one man, . 

10 Well reported of ſor good works; if 
ſhe have brought up children, if ſhe have 
lodged ſtrangers, if ſhe have waſhed the 
ſaints feet, if ſhe have relieved the afflicted, 
if — have diligently followed every good 
work. 

11 But the younger widows refuſe. for 
when they have begun to wax wanton a- 
gainſt Chriſt, they will marry ; 

12 Having damnation, becauie they have 
caſt off their firſt flith. . 

13 And withal they learn to be idle, wan- 
der ing about from houſe to houſe ; and not 
only idle, but tatlers alſo and bufy bodies, 
ſpeaking things which they ouzhe not. 

14 I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide the 
houſe, give one occaſion to the adverſary 
to ſpeik reproachfuily. 

15 For ſome are already turned aſide af- 
ter Satan. . 

16 If any man or woman that believeth 
have widows. let them relieve them, and 
let not the church be charged: that it 
may relieve them that are wido s indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be counted 
worthy of double honour, eſpecially they 
who !ahour in the word and doctrine. 

18 For the ſcripture faith, Thou ſhalt 
not muzzle the ox that treadeth out the 
corn: and, The labourer is worthy of his 
reward. i 

19 Againſt an elder receive not an accu- 
ſation, but before two or three witneſſes. 

20 Them that Gn rebuke before all, that 
others alſo may fear, | I 
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Servants duties. Chap. 
21 1 charge thee before God, and the 


Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and the elec angels, that 


thou obſerve theſe things without prefer- 
ing one before another, doing nothing by 
partiality. 

21 Lay hands ſuddenly on no man, nei- 
ther be partaker of other mens fins: keep 
thy ſelf pure. 

23 Drink no longer water, but uſe a 
little wine for thy ſtomach's ſake and thine 
often infirmities. ; 

24 Some men's fins are open beforehand, 

oing before to judgement ;z and ſome men 
they follow after. 

25 Likewiſe alſo the good works of /ome 
are manifeſt beforehand ; and they that are 
otherwiſe cannot be hid.

ET as many ſervants as are under the

8 But godlineſs with contentment is 
great gain. 5% TORE: ; 

7 For we brought nothing into bie world, 
and it is certain we can carry nothing out. 

8 And having food and raimeat, let us 
be therewith content. ; 

9 But they that will be rich fall into

temptation and a ſnare, and i#fo many fool. 
iſh and hurtful luſts, which drown men in 
deſiruQion and perdition. 2 

10 For the love of money is the root of

Sound ſpeech that cannot be condemn- 
ed; that he that is of the contrary part 
may be aſhamed, having no evil thing to 
ſay of you. 

9 Exbort ſervants to be obedient unto 
their own maſters, and to pleaſe them well 
in all things; not aniwering again, 

10 Not purloining, but he wing all 
fidelity; that they may adorn the doctrine 
of God our Saviour in all wget 2 

11 For the grace of God that bringeth 
falvation hath appeared to all men, 

12 1 us that denying ungodlineſs 
and worldly Iuſts, we ſhould live ſoberly, 
righteouſly and godly in this preſent world;

12 When I ſhall ſend Artemas unto thee, 
or Tychicus, be diligent to come unto me

13 Bring Zenas the lawyer and Apollos 
on their journey diligently, that nothing 
be wanting unto them. 

14 And let our's alſo learn to maintain 
good works for neceſiary uſes, that they 

not unfruitful, 

15 All that are with me ſalute thee, 
greet them that love us in the faith, 
grace be with you all.

8 Though he were a Son, yet learned he 
obedience by the things which he ſuffered: 

9 And being made perfect he became 
the author of eternal ſalvation unto all 
them that obey him;

11 Of whom we have many things to 
fay and hard to be uttered, ſeeing ye are 
dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought to be 
teachers, bave need that one teach you 
again which be the firſt principles of the 
oracles of God; and are become ſuch as have 
need of milk, and not of ſtrong meat. 

13 For every one that uſeth milk is un- 
skilful in the word of righteouſneſs : for 
he is a babe. 

14 But ſtrong meat belongeth to them 
that are of full age, ver thoſe who by 
reaſon of uſe have their ſenſes exerciſed to 
diſcern both good and evil. 

CHAP.VI. 

1 He exborteth not to fall back from the 
faith, 11 but to be ſtedfeſt, 12 diligent

7 For the earth which drinketh in the 
rain that cometh oft upon it, and _ 
eth forth herbs meet for them by whom it 
is dreſſed, receiveth bleſſing from God: 

8 But that which beareth thorns and 
briers #5 rejected, and is nigh unto curſ- 
ing; whoſe end is to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are perſuaded bet- 
ter things of you, and things that accom- 
pany ſalvation, though we thus ſpeak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous, to for- 
get your work and labour of love which 
ye have ſhewed toward his name, in that 
ye have miniſtered to the ſaints,. and do: 
miniſter, . 

11 And we defire that every one of you 
do ſhew the ſame diligence to the full aſ- 
ſurance of hope unto the end: 

12 That ye be not ſlothful, but follow- 
ers of them who through faith and pati- 
ence inherit the promiſes. : 

Iz For when God made promiſe to Abra - 
ham, becauſe he could ſwear by no greater, 
he ſware by himſelf, ; 

14 Saying, Sarely bleſſing I will bleſs. 
thee, and multiplying Iwill multiply thee, 


15 And ſo after he had patiently endur- 


ed; he obtained the promiſe. 

16 For men verily ſwear by the greater: 
and an oath for confirmation is to them 
an end of all ſtrife. 

17 Wherein God willing more abund- 
anos to ſhew unto the heirs of promiſe 
the immutability of his counſel, confirmed 
it by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, in- 
which if vas impoſſible for God to lye, 
we might have a ftrong conſolation, who- 
have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope ſet before us: 

19. Which bope we have as an anchor of 
the ſoul both ſure and ſtedfaſt, and which 
entereth into that within the vail, ' 

20 Whither the fore-runner is for us

2 To whom alſo Abraham gave a tenth 
part of all; firſt being by interpretation 
King of 1 I and after that alſo, 

2 


King of Salem, which is, King of peace; 

3 Without father, without mother, with- 
out deſcent, having neither beginning of 
days nor end of life; but made like unto the 
Son of God, abideth a prieſt continually. - 

4 Nowconfider how great this man vas, 
unto whom even the patriarch Abraham, 
gave the tenth of the ſpoils, 

5 And verily they that are of the ſons of 
Levi, who receive the office of the prieft- 
hood, have a commandment to take tithes 
of the people according to the law, that 
is, of their brethren, though they come 
out of the loins of Abraham: 

6 But he whoſe deſcent is not counted 
from them, received tithes of Abraham, 
and blefled him that had the promiſes. 

And without all contradiction the 
leſs is bleſſed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes ; 
but there he receibeth them of whom it is 
witneſſed that he liveth. 

9 And, as I may ſo fay, Levi alſo who re- 
eciveth tithes, payed tithes in Abraham. 

to For he was yet in the loins of his 
father when Melchiſedec met him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by the 
Levitical priefihood, (for under it the peo- 
ple received the law,) what further need 
was there that another prieſt ſhould riſe 
after the order of Melchiſedec, and not be 
called after the order of Aaron ? 

12 For the prieſthood being changed, 
there is made of neceſſity a change alſo of 
the law. | | 
. 1; For he of whom theſe things are ſpok- 
en pertaineth to another tribe, of which 
no man gave attendance at the altar, 

14 For ie is evident, that our Lord ſprang 
out of Judah; of which tribe Moſes: ſpake 


nothing concerning prieſthood, 


15 And it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the ſimilitude of Melchiſedec 
there ariſeth another prieſt, 1 
16 Who is made, not after the law of 
a carnal commandment, but after the 
power of an endleſs life. 

17 For he teſtifieth, Thou art a prieſt 
for ever after the order of Meichiſedec. 

18 For there is verily a diſannulling of 
the commandment going before, for the 
weakneſs and unprofitableneſs thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing perfect, 
but” the bringing-in of a better hope did; 
by the which we draw nigh unto God, 

20 And in as much as not without an 
oath be vas made prieſt : 

21 For thoſe prieſts were made without 
an oath; but this with an oath, by him 
that ſaid unto him, The Lord ſware, and 
will not repent, Thou art a prieſt for ever 
after the order of Melchiſedec: 

22 By ſo much was Jeſus made a ſurety 
of a better teſtament. 

23 And they truly were many prieſts, 
becauſe they were not ſuffered to conti- 
nue by reaſon of death : 

24 But this man, becauſe he continueth 
ever, hath an unchangeable prieſthood, 

25 Wherefore he is able alſo to ſave them 
to the uttermoſt that come unto God by

him, ſeeing he ever liveth to make inter-

25 For ſuch an high prieſt became us, 
oho is holy, harmleſs, undefiled, ſeparate 
from finners, and made higher than the 
heavens . 

27 Who needeth not daily, as thoſe high 
prieſts, to offer upſacrifice, firſt for his 0wn 
fins, and then for the people's; for this he 
did once, when he offered up himſelf. 

28 For the law maketh men high prieſts 
which have infirmity; but the word of the 
oath which was ſince the law mateth the 
Son, who is conſecrated for evermore. 


CHAP. VIII. 


1 By Cbriſt's eternal prieſthood the Lewvitie 
cal prieſthood is aboliſhed, 7 and the tem- 
poral covenant, by the eternal covenant, 


OW of the things which we have ſpok- 
N en this is the ſum: We have ſuch an 
high prieſt, who is ſet on the right hand of 
the throne of the Majeſty in the heavens ; 

2 A miniſter of the fanctuary, and. of 
the true tabernacle, which the Lord pitch- 
ed, and not man. 

2 For every high prieſt is ordained to 
offer gifts aud ſacrifices ; wherefore zt is of 
neceſſity that this man have ſome what al- 
ſo to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he ſhould not 
be a prieſt, ſeeing that there are prieſts 
that offer gifts according to the law: 

5 Who ſerve unto the exatnple and ſha. 
dow of heavenly things, as Moſes was ad- 
moniſhed of God when he was about to 
make the tabernacle. for, See, ſaith he, 
that thou make ali things according to the 
pattern ſhewed to thee in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent miniſtry, by how much alſo he js 
the mediator of a better covenant, which 
was eſtabliſhed upon better promiſes. 

For if that firſt covenant had been fault- 
leſs, then ſhould no place have been ſought 
for the ſecond. * | 

8 For finding fault with them, he ſaith, 
Behold, the days come, ſaith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with 
the houſe of Iſrael and with the houſe of 
Judah: ; 

9 Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the day when 
I took them by the hand to lead them out 
of the land of Egypt; becauſe they conti- 
nued not in my covenant, and I regarded 
them not, faith the Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that I will 
make with the houſe of Iſrael after thoſe 
days, ſaith the Lord: I will put my laws 
into their mind, and write them in their 
hearts: and Iwill be to them a God, and 
they ſhall be to me a people. 

11 And they ſhall not teach every man 
his neighbour, and every man his brother, 
ſaying, Know the LORD: for all ſhall know 
me, from the leaſt to the greateſt. | 

12 For Iwill be mercifu} to their un- 
righteouſneſs, and their fins and their ini- 
quities will I remember no more. 

1 In that he ſaith, a new covenant, he 
hath made the firſt old. now that which 
decayeth and waxeth old js ready to va - 


niſh away. CHAP,

7 But into the ſecond vent the high 
prieſt alone once every year, not without 
blood, which he offered for himſelf and 
Jor the errors of the people. 

8 The Holy Ghoſt this ſignifying, that 
the way into the holieſt of all was not yet 
made manifeſt, while as the firſt tabernacle 
was yet ſtanding : | 

g Which was a figure for the time then 
preſent, in which were offered both gifts 
and ſacrifices, that could not make him 
that did the ſervice perfect as pertaining 
to the conſcience, 

10 l hich ſtood only in meats and drinks, 
and divers waſhings, and carnal ordinan- 
ces, impoſed on them until the time of re- 
formation. 

11 But Chriſt, being come an high prieſt 
of good things to come, by a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made with 
hands, that is to ſay, not of this building. 

12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood, entered in 
once into the holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption for us. 

13 For if the blocd of bulls and of goats, 
and the aſhes of an heifer ſprinkling the 
nee ſanctifieth to the purifying of 
the fle 

14 How much more ſhall the blood of 
Chriſt, who through the eternal Spirit of- 
fered himſelf without ſpot to God, purge 
your conſcience from dead works to ſerve 
the living God? 

15 And for this cauſe he is the Mediator 
of the new teftament, that by means of 
death, for the redemption of the tranſgreſ- 
ſions tbat were under the firſt teſtament, 
they which are called might receive the 
promiſe of eternal inheritance. | 

16 For where a teſtament 3s, there muſt 
alſo of neceſſity be the death of the teſtator. 

17 For a teſtament is of force after men 
are dead: other wiſe it is of no ſtrength at 
all whilſt the teſtator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the firſt feſta- 
ment was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moſes had ſpoken every 
precept to all the people according to the 


t themſelves with better ſacrifices than theie. 


24 For Chriſt is not entered into the holy 
places made with hands, wwhicÞ are the fi- 
gures of the true; but into heaven itſelf, 
now to appear in the preſence of God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he ſhould offer himſelf 
often, as the high prieſt entereth into the 
holy place every year with blood of others: 

26 For then muſt he often have ſuffered 
ſince the foundation of the world: but 
now once in the end of the world hath he 
appeared to put away fin by the ſacrifice 
of himſelf, 

27 And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgement : 

28 80 Chriſt was once offered to bear 
the fins of many; and unto them that look 
for him ſhall he appear the ſecond time 
without ſin unto ſalvation. 

CHAP. X. 
I The wvtakneſs of the law-ſacrifices. 10 The 
ſacrifice of Chriſt's body once offered, 14 for 

ever hath taken away ins. 8 

OR the law having a ſhadow of good 
things to come, and not the very image 
of the things, can never with thoſe ſacrifi- 
ces which they offered year by year conti- 
nually make the comers thereunto perfect: 

2 For then, would they not have ceaſed 
to be offered ? becauſe that the wor ſhip- 
ers once purged ſhould have had no more 
conſcience of fins. | ; 

3 But in thoſe /@acrifces there js a rememe 
brance again mace of ſins every year. 

4 For it is not poſſible that the blood of 
bulls and of goats ſhould take away fins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh into the 
world, he faith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldeſt not, but a body haſt thou 
prepared me: * N 

6 In burnt-offerings and /acrifces for 
fin thou haſt had no pleaſure : 

7 Then faid I, Lo, 1 come (in the vo- 
lame of the book itis written of me,) to do 
thy will, O God. | 

8 Above, when he ſaid, Merifice and 
offering and burnt-offerings and er ing 
for fin thou wouldeſt not, neither hack 

leaſure therein (which are offered by the 


aw z) 

9 Then faid he, Lo, I come to do th 
wilt, O God. he taketh away the fir 
that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond, 

10 By the which will we are ſanQified, 
through the offering of the body of Jeſus 
Chriſt once for all. 

11 And every prieſt ſtandeth daily minif- 
tering, and offering oftentimes the ſame ſa- 
crifices, which can never take away go

12 But this man, after he had offered 
ene ſacrifice for fins, for ever ſat down 
on the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his footſtool. 

14 For by one offering he hath perfeted 
For ever them that are ſancti ſied. 
© Is Whereof tha Holy Ghoſt alſo is a wit- 
neſs to us: for after that he had ſaid before, 

16 This is the covenant that I will make 
with them after thoſe days, ſaith the Lord 
Iwill put my laws into their hearts, an 
in their minds will 1 write them ; 

17 And their fins and iniquities will I 
remember no more. 

18 Now where remiſſion of theſe it, 
there is no more offering for fin, ; 
19 Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
87 — enter into the holieſt by the blood 

Jeſus, 

20 By a new and living way which he 
hath conſecrated for us, through the vail, 
that is to ſay, his fleſh; 

21 And baving an high prieft over the 
Rouſe of God 4 | 

22 Let us draw near with a true heart 
in full aſſurance of faith, having eur hearts 
ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, and our 
dodies waſhed with pure water. 

23 Let us hold faſt the profeſſion of our 
faith without wavering ; for he is faithful 
that promiſed : 

24 And let us confider one another to 
provoke unto love and to good works : 
25 Not forſaking the aſſembling of our 
ſelves together, as the manner of ſome is; 
but exhorting one another: and ſo much 
the more as ye ſee the day approaching. 


2856 For if we fin wilfully after that we 


Have received the knowledge of the truth, 
there remaineth no more ſacrifice for fins, 
27 But a certain fearſul looking - for of 
judgement, and fiery indignation, which 
ſhall devour the adverſaries. 
28 He that deſpiſed Moſes' law died with- 
out mercy, under two or three witneſfes : 
29 Of how much ſorer puniſhment, ſup- 
_ ye, ſhall he be thought worthy who 
ath troden under foot the Son of God, 
and hath counted the blood of the cove- 
pant, wherewith he was ſanQifed, an 
unholy thing, and hath done deſpite un- 
to the Spirit of grace? 


30 For we know him that hath ſaid, God 


Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will re- 
compence, ſaith the Lord. and again, The 
Lord ſhall judge his people. 

31 1c is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after ye were illuminated, 
ye endured a great fight of afflictions; 

. 33 Partly, whilſt ye were made a gaz-

Ons; and partly, whilſt ye became com- 


pPanions of them that were fo uſed,

2 Through faith we underſtand that the 


worlds were framed by the word of God, 
ſo that things which are ſeen were not 
made of things which do appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered unto God a more 
2xcellent ſacrifice than Cain, by which he 
obtained witneſs that he was righteous, 
God teſtifying of his gifts; and by it he 
being dead yet ſpeaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was tranflated, that he 
fhould not ſee death ; and was not found, 
becauſe God had tranſlated him : for before 
his tranſlation he had this tetimony, that 
he pleaſed God. 

6 But without faith i? is impoſſible to 
pleaſe him. for he that cometh to God 
muſt believe that he is, and that he is a re. 
warder of them that diligently ſeek him. 

7 By faith Noah being warned of God 
of things not ſeen as yet, moved with fear, 
1 an ark to the ſaving of his houſe; 

y the which he condemned the world, 

and became heir of the righteouſneſs which 
is by faith. 
8 By faith Abraham, when he was call. 
ed to go out into a place which he ſhould 
after receive for, an inheritance, obeyed; 
and he went out, not knowing whithet 
he went. 

9 By faith he ſojourned in the land of 
promiſe as in a ſtrange country, dwelling 
in tabernacles with Iſaac and Jacob, the 
heirs with him of the ſame promiſe; 

10 For he looked for a city which hath 
foundations, whoſe builder and maker i 


11 Through faith alſo Sara herſelf re- 
ceived ftrength to conceive ſeed, and was 
delivered of a child when ſhe was paſt age, 


becauſe ſhe judged him faithful who had 


promiſed. | 

12 Therefore ſprang there even of one, 
and him as good as dead, ſo many as the ſtars 
of the sky in multitude, and as the ſand 
which is by the ſe3-ſhore innumerable. 

13 Theſe all died in faith, not having re- 
ceived the promiſes, but having ſeen them 
afar off, and were perſuaded of them, and 
embraced bem, and. confeſſed that they 
were ſtrangers and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that ſay ſuch things declare 
plainly that they ſeek a country. 

15 And truly if they had been mindful 
of that country from whence they came 
out, they might have had opportunity to 
have returned ; | 

16 But 
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The fruits of faith. - 

16 But now they deſire a better country, 
that is, an heavenly, wherefore God is not 
aſhamed to be called their God z for he 
hath prepared for them a city, _ 

17 By faith Abraham, when he was tri- 
ed, offered up Iſaac: and he that had re- 
ceived the promiſes offered up his only- 
begotten an.; 


18 Of whom it was ſaid, That in Iſaac promiſe 


ſhall thy ſeed ve called: : 

19 Accounting that God was able to raiſe 
dim up even from the dead; from whence 
alſo he received him in a 1 

20 By faith Iſaae bleſſed Jacob and Eſau 
concerning things to come. : 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was a dying, 
bleſſed both the ſons of Joſeph; and wor- 
ſhipped, leaning upon the top of his ſtaff. 

22 By faith Joſeph, when he died, made 
mention of the departing of the children 
of Iſrael; and gave commandment con- 
cerning his bones. 


23 By faith Moſes, when he was born, 


was hid three months of his parents, be- 
cauſe they ſaw be vas a a and 
they were not afraid of the king's cm- 
mandment. 

24 By faith Moſes, when he was come 
to years, refuſed to be called the ſon of 
Pharaoh's daughter; 

25 Chooſing rather to ſuffer affliction 
with the people of God than to enjoy the 
pleaſures of fin for a ſeaſon 3 

26 Efteeming the reproach of Chriſt 

reater riches than the treaſures of Egypt: 
or he had reſpect unto the recompence of 
the reward. 

27 By faith he forſook 
ing the wrath of the king : for he endured 
as ſeeing him who is inviſible. 

28 Through faith he kept the paſs-over 


and the ſprinkling of blood, let he that 


deſtroyed the firſt-born ſhould touch them. 

29 By faith they paſſed through the Red 
ſea as by dry land: which the Egyptians 
aſſay ing to do were drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compaſſed about 
ſeven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab periſhed 
not with them that believed not, when 
ſhe had received the ſpies with peace. 

32 And what ſhall I more ſay? for the 


time would fail me to tell of Gedeon, and 


of Barak, and of Samſon, and of Jepthae; 
of David alſo, and Samuel, and of the 
prophets : h 

33 Who through faith ſubdued king- 
doms, wrought righteouſneſs, obtained 
promiſes, topped the mouths of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, eſcaped 
the edge of the ſword, out of weakneſs 
were made ftrong, waxed valiant in fight, 
turned to flight the armies of the aliens, 

35 Women received their dead raiſed to
